tation?  What  are  we  preparing  for  that  ve  move 
so  quickly  these  days,  that  we  take  in  one  leap 
what  relatively  required  a  century  to  accomplish 
in  the  past?  You  who  are  so  self-content,  so 
anxious  that  we  should  live  unto  ourselves,  so  posi- 
tive that  we  must  steer  clear  of  "foreign"  en- 
tanglements, can't  you  read  the  handwriting  on 
the  wall?  AVhat  matters  our  desire  to  keep  aloof 
when  each  day  the  peoples  of  the  world  are  being 
drawn  more  closely  together?  Of  what  weight  is 
our  wish  for  isolation,  when  every  move  we  make 
adds  to  the  ever-lengthening  span  completing  the 
bridge  of  communication  between  nations?  It  is  a 
tremendous  force  that  hurls  us  forward  to  our 
destiny;  accept  it  and  travel  with  it  or  be  broken 
by  it — we  cannot  stop  it.

! 'ork  should  be  more  of  a  careful  and  thorough 
tudy  of  the  employment  problems  that  may  be 
rought  forward  by  the  members,  by  a  committee 

i  lat  has  been  carefully  selected  not  only  from  the 
iewpoiut  of  the  industrial  and  commercial  ex- 
erience    of    its   individual    members,   but    for   the 

'lore  vital  reason  of  their  sense  of  values  and  their 

'  ift  of  understanding. 
We  are  not  all  good  judges  of  human  nature; 
lany  of  us  are  very  unobserving  outside  of  mat- 
ors  that   particularly  appeal   to   us;    a   few   of   us 

,  re  inclined  to  be  a  little  sob-sistery  and  permit 
ur  feelings  to  be  worked  upon  by  the  plaint  of 
le  applicant  who  complains  of  lack  of  "chance" 

jT  opportunity;   and  none  of  us  are  of  sufficiently 

.road   experience   to    see    the    solution    of    all   the 
aried   problems   that   come   before   us.      For   that 
!ason  the  Vocational  Committee  in  a  Club  should 
e  not  limited  as  to  numbers  or  term  of  office. 
It  is  the  function  of  the  Vocational  Committee 

;  >  help  their  fellow  members  solve  their  vocational 

!  roblems,  and  to  try  and  bring  together  the  woman 
ifl   the   position   where   such   a   need   exists;    and 


with  proper  co-operation  among  the  membership 
work  of  incalculable  value  in  this  direction  could 
be  performed,  but  the  most  important  thing  is  to 
see  that  the  right  person  and  the  right  job  are 
brought  together,  and  not  the  act  of  merely  filling 
a  position. 

Ordinarily  the  term  "to  build"  in  our  minds 
conveys  the  idea  of  construction ;  we  feel  that  one 
who  builds  is  doing  constructive  work,  but  there  is 
one  kind  of  building  that  is  most  destructive  to 
the  hopes  and  progress  of  the  average  worker,  and 
that  is  the  wall  that  is  built  by  our  inability  to 
see  opportunity,  by  our  insistence  that  there  is  "no 
chance. ' '  Kxperience  leads  me  to  feel  that  there 
is  always  a  chance.  I  have  seen  it  develop  so 
often  out  of  the  most  discouraging  of  proposi- 
tions. The  lack  of  "chance"  or  opportunity  is 
due  to  the  individual 's  lack  of  interest  or  unsuit- 
ability  for  the  particular  niche  in  which  he  or  she 
happens  to  have  landed.  If  you  drudge  and  lack 
confidence,  there  is  no  chance ;  if  you  work  and 
have  confidence,  you  have  all  the  opportunities  re- 
quired for  success.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  differ- 
ence between  drudgery  and  work,  and  a  vocational 
department,  even  though  ii  helps  but  one  person  a 
year  to  escape  from  drudgery  and  find  their  work, 
will  have  amply  justified  its  existence.

Considerable  time  was  devoted  to  the  discussion 
of  the  matter  of  making  resei  vat  ions.

And  the  second  sermon  shall  be  upon  THRIFT, 
Jthough  I  wonder  at  my  temerity,  for  who  am  I, 
0  preach  ui)on  such  a  subject,  even  though  I  have 
he  excuse  tlra-t  it  was  first  preached  to  me,  and 
Ills  is  merely  passing  it  on. 

We  have  never  been  known  as  a  thrifty  nation, 
or  thrift,  like  many  other  valuable  habits,  is  born 
f  competition;  when  your  opportunities  are  lim- 
ced  and  jit  becomes  necessary  to  husband  your  re- 
purces,  then  thrift,  in  its  meanest  sense,  is  thrust 
pon  you,  be  you  man  or  nation. 

During  the  war-time  period  much  space  was 
■jiven  to  the  matter  of  thrift  and  the  importance 
f  savings,  but  with  the  signing  of  the  armistice 
lany  threw  oflf  the  self-imposed  restraints  and  em- 
arked  on.  an  even  more  wildly  extravagant  era 
lau  before.  The  lesson  had  not  been  driven 
ome;  there  was  a  weak  point  in  the  thrift  cam- 
aign;  they  had  emphasized  too  strongly  the  im- 
ortance  of  thrift  as  a  practice  made  imperative 
ji;  war,  and  failed  to  impress  upon  this  nation 
jat  the  lack  of  thrift,  or  a  true  understanding  of 
[le  conservation  of  material  energy,  was  an  in- 
[  jreut Weakness  in  our  economic  armor,  and  one. 
lat  must  be  remedied,  war  or  peace  prevailing. 

We,  whose  livelihood  comes  of  our  own  efforts, 


should  learn  the  value  of  small  savings;  better 
still,  we  who  have  not  learned  tliis  lesson  until  late 
in  life,  should  bend  every  effort  to  impress  it  upon 
the  young  business  girl  just  starting  out  in  the 
commeicial  world;  it  'should  form  a  part  of  the 
program  of  every  Club. 

In  olden  days  when  competition  in  banking  was 
limited,  and  the  banker  a  haughty  and  mighty  in- 
dividual approaeheil  with  hat  in  hand,  and  spoken 
to  humbly,,  one  felt  that  their  small  savings  were 
not  desired.  Now  the  situation  has  changed,  the 
})eople  realize  as,  well  as  the  banker,  tiiat  banking 
is  a  service,  that  depositors  are  customers,  and 
that  no  anvount  is  too  small  to  make  the  start. 

It  is  remarkable  how  rapidly  small  systematic 
savings  increase,  but  it  is  nothing  to  the  feeling 
of  satisfaction  derived  when  you  know  that  you 
have  something  more  than  your  current  salary  to 
meet  the  emergency  that  comes  sooner  or  later.

FAILURE 


There  was  a  little  slij)  left  on  tlie  desk  asking 
if  I  wonl.l  write  about  a  failure.  People  do  not 
write  about  failures— it  is  too  difficult  a  subject. 
What  constitutes  a  failure,  or  rather,  where  will 
you  draw  the  line  between  failure  and  success? 

Have  you  ever  read  the  various  articles  on  so- 
called  successful  men  that  ajipear  with  regularity 
in  certain  magazines?  Some  times  they  write  theiii 
about  women,  but  as  they  are  mostly  confined  to 
persons  triumphing  over  difficulties  "in  the  world 
of  "gainful  occupations,"  these  articles  are 
'mainly  about  men,  who  naturally  are  in  the  ma- 
jority in  that  field. 

If  you  have  read  many  of  these  articles  you  will 
be  struck  by  the  fact  that  the  results  termed  "suc- 
cess" were  invariably  the  outcome  of  failure.  Not 
in  all  cases  the  failure  of  the  hero  or  heroine  of 
the  story,  but  the  failure  of  those  upon  whom  the 
responsibility  of  their  being  rightly  belonged. 
This  being  so,  did  they  fail?  Has  not  the  harvest 
been  bountiful  even  though  the  ground  was  un- 
friendly and  the  cultivation  done  amid  discourage- 
ment ?  Did  not  the  very  failure  to  provide  a 
friendly  soil  and  tender  care  produce  the  stren^rth 
-hat  enabled  the  plant  to  shoot  above  its  brothers 
•aised  in  more  fortunate  surroundings?  There- 
fore, could  you  consider  the  sowers  failures  when 
'ou  contemplate  the  harvest? 

I  have  an  idea  that  what  was  wanted  was  an 
irtiele  on    what   we  term   the   "down   and   outer," 


or  the  mediocre,  the  one  who  is  just  ordinary, 
making  enough  to  exist  on  and  content  with  that. 
But  if  they  are  content,  are  they  failures?  What 
is  success  anyway?  I  doubt  if  any  two  people  have 
the  same  idea.  The  natural  thought  would  be  the 
jtossession  of  what  we  crave,  that  is  what  each  in- 
dividual craves;  so  the  definition  is  doubtful,  al- 
tliough  the  various  articles  on  success  lead  me  to 
believe  that  the  common  definition  is  wealth  and 
j)ower. 

The  world  has  need  of  many  people  of  many 
minds;  each  stage  of  development  must  play  its 
jiart.  Still  nature  is  generous  with  her  oppor- 
tunities, but  she  has  her  price,  and  will  not  ex- 
tend credit.  Some  are  content  with  little  in  the 
way  of  material  benefits,  but  because  of  that,  by 
what  right  do  we  conclude  they  are  failures? 
After  all,  who  knows  what  it  is  we  are  seeking,  or 
what  it  is  that  drives  some  of  us  from  one  goal 
to  another,  and  makes  us  feel  that  the  more  we 
accomplish  the  more  we  must  accomplish? 

I  would  say  a  failure  was  a  person  dishonest 
with  themselves,  because  that  is  what  they  must 
be  to  lo.se  the  confidence  of  others,  to  be  conter 
to  live  idly  upon  the  fruits  of  others'  labor,  or 
to  spend  time  looking  for  the  pettiness  in  human 
nature.  Self,  with  a  capital  "S"  spells  FAIL- 
URE, even  though  that  is  the  first  letter  in  SUC- 
CESS.

The  Fear  of  Living,  by  Henry  Bordeaux,  pub- 
lished by  E.  P.  Dution,  New  York.  Last  edition, 
eighth  printing  in  May,  1922.  The  story  of  the 
silent  heroism  of  a  mother.

without  blame  and  without  praise.  .  .  .  Neither 
virtuous  nor  vicious.  .  .  .  Dull,  flabby,  and 
soft.  .  .  .  Have  not  left  memory  of  any  per- 
sonality. .  .  .  They  scarcely  lived;  they  were 
afraid  to  live." 

My  Antonia,  by  Willa  Gather,  published  by 
Houghton-Mifflin  Company,  Boston  and  New 
York.  Is  a  story  purported  to  have  been  told  by 
a  worldly  and  very  successful  New'  York  lawj'er, 
whose  rich  and  fashionable  wife,  through  her  mar- 
riage, has  shaped  the  lawyer  's  worldly  career,  but 
whose  inner  life  has  been  entirely  stirred  by  the 
imagination  of  Antonia  Shimerda,  a  Bohemian 
girl,  whom  he  knew  in  his  boyhood  out  on  the 
Nebraska  prairies.  This  is  the  most  remarkable 
of  all  Miss  Cather  's  excellent  portraits  of  women, 
in  its  appeal  poetically  and  vitally.  The  fresh- 
ness and  virility  of  the  new  soil  of  the  prairies  en- 
folds her  as  her  personal  drama  is  enacted  before 
the  mind  of  the  reader. 

One  of  Ours,  by  Willa  Cather,  published  by 
Alfred  A.  Knoff,  New  York.  The  story  of  Claude 
Wheeler,  a  Nebraska  boy  who  fails  to  find  con- 
tentment in  youth,  in  manhood.  A  man  of  superior 
quality  but  who  is  not  fortunate  in  selecting  a 
wife,  and,  therefore,  continues  to  be  unhappy.  A 
very  life-like  story  in  which  his  wife  finally  leaves 
him  to  go  to  nurse  her  sister,  who  is  a  missionary 
in  China,  and  when  the  late  war  breaks  out,  it  is 
but  natural  that  Claude's  unhappiness  would  find 
its  outlet  in  entering  the  service.  It  is  a  strong 
story,  one  of  Willa  Cather  's  best. 

Heirs  Apparent,  by  Philip  Gibbs,  published  liy 
George  H.  Doran  Company,  New  York.  An  Eng- 
lish story  told  by  an  English  writer,  but  in  the 
characters  of  Julian  Perryam  and  Audrey  Nye,  is 
expressed  the  apparent  unconcern  for  convention- 
alities and  the  determination  of  freedom  from  the

Haunch,  Paunch  and  Jowl,  an  Autohiography, 
published  by  Boni  and  Liveright,  hw.  Story  of  a 
boy  born  of  Russian  Jewish  parents.  ...  It 
is  poignantly  carried  through  Seven  Periods.  It 
is  an  interesting  human  document  .  .  .  sordid 
as  life  is  sordid.  .  .  .  Out  and  up  from  the 
muck  into  the  higher  muck  and  at  the  end — 
"What  is  it  all  about?"  What?  Read  it  and 
see. 

Tlie  Boy  Grew  Older,  by  Haywood  Brown,  pub- 
lished by  Grosset  and  Dunlep.  The  story  of  a 
child  who  was  deserted  by  his  mother  and  Ijrought 
up  entirely  by  his  father  whose  occupation  was 
that  of  sporting  editor  of  a  newspaper.  The  dis- 
tinction as  to  parentage  and  its  psychological  hold 
on  the  offspring  is  the  basic  theme.  When  the 
lad  grew  old  enough  to  find  his  mother,  the  woman 
came  to  know  that  even  in  desertion  she  had  not 
wholly  freed  herself  from  motherhood  and  its  re- 
sponsibilities.

THE  TEACHER 


'riuM'o  w;is  iin  article  in  one  of  the  Suiidiiy 
pajters,  lamenting  the  fact  that  men  wei'e  no 
longer  attracted  to  the  teaching  field,  and  infer- 
ring that  the  women  had  driven  them  out. 

This  in  itself  is  an  absurdity;  women  dominate, 
to  he  sure,  but  the  work  has  been  left  to  them 
because  the  remuneration,  in  proportion  to  the 
service,  is  so  unattractive. 

We  select  with  great  care  the  men  an<l  women 
to  handle  industry,  in  many  instances  requiring  of 
them  years  of  service.and  training  before  passing 
to  them  the  responsibility  of  liuilding  for  com- 
merce, but  we  turn  over  to  inexperienced  children 
the  task  of  building  the  human  intellect,  and  pay 
more  to  an  individual  to  construct  a  7nachine  or 
keep  a  set  of  books  than  to  perform  the  most 
vital  of  all  human  tasks — that  of  training  the 
mind. 

Keal  teachers  are  born,  not  made,  and  the 
amount  of  knowledge  that  one  possesses  does  not 
insure  ability  to  impart  it.  The  best  teacher 
must  not  only  be  able  to  comprehend  the  mental- 
ity of  the  pupil,  but  to  view  the  lesson  with  the 
limited  vision  of  the  student. 


I''re«|m'nt  are  the  complaints  set  forth  as  to  the 
weakness  of  our  educational  systems  and  the  in- 
competence of  the  pupils,  but  no  serious  effort  is 
made  to  encourage  the  teacher  with  proper  com- 
pensation. Were  it  not  that  so  many  really  like 
the  task,  we  would  indeed  be  hard  put  to  fill  the 
demands  on  this  jnofession.  This  is  not  in  any 
sense  a  local  condition,  hut  a  national  one. 

(ireat  caie  is  used  in  selecting  the  cook,  but  the 
nursemaid  is  often  a  matter  of  indifference;  fabu- 
lous sums  are  {laid  individuals  who  can  exjievtly 
and  decisi\-ely  bruise  the  human  body,  but  a  beg- 
garly i)ittance  is  offered  the  man  or  Avoman  called 
to  heal  human  souls;  throngs  jam  themseh^es  into 
hails  and  pay  attractive  sums  to  learn  how,  by 
some  mental  gymnastics,  they  can  "find"  them- 
selves and  become  possessed  of  miraculous  ability 
overnight,  but  they  would  protest  paying  the  same 
sums  that  their  children  might  receive  such  in- 
struction as  to  jirevent  it  being  necessary  in  later 
yeais  to  seek  some  quick  method  to  gain  the 
normal  development  denied  them.  Isn't  it  a  sorry 
joke?

Not  lonoj  ago  cui-iosity  led  me  to 
purchase  a  copy  of  a  magazine  that  an- 
nounced in  bold  type  it  was  "A  Weekly 
Poi-  Everybody."  and  when  I  turned  to  the 
editorial  page  to  gain  some  knowledge  of 
theii-  policy,  the  heading  editoi-ial  boldly 
iunounced  that  it  was  pulilished  for  and

UNCLE  SAM'S  PEACE  HEROES 


Uncle  Snni  has  his  heroes  in  peace-time  as  well 
as  in  war. 

Kecords  of  bravery  and  of  heroism  equal  to  the 
deeds  of  darin<j  performed  by  those  patriots  who 
have  facetl  shot  and  shell  of  an  enemy  country  are 
not  lacking  among  the  army  of  employees  of  the 
United  States  government.  While  the  hardships 
encountered  and  the  loss  of  life  are  not  so  great  in 
nundjers  as  those  recorded  in  actual  warfare,  nev- 
ertheless, they  bear  mute  testimony  to  the  valiant 
service  rendered  by  these  faithful  servants  of  the 
people,  bent  on  performing  the  onerous  and  diflS- 
cult  tasks  assigned  them. 

And  the  praises  of  these  heroes  are  not  sung  in 
either  prose  or  poetry.  They  are  not  broadcast 
throughout  the  land.  There  is  no  Congressional 
Medal  of  Honor  bestowed  on  them;  no  decoration 
if  any  kind  awaits  them.  There  is  not  even  so 
much  as  a  citation  for  bravery  and  meritorious 
service  performed  in  the  line  of  duty. 

But  these  faithful  employees  of  Uncle  Sam  never 
iomplain.  They  are  not  seeking  notoriety.  They 
ire  being  content  to  carry  on  their  daily  labors 
vithout  thought  of  reward  other  than  that  which 
joes  with  the  consciousness  of  duty  fulfilled. 

There  is  no  class  of  employes  of  the  government 
hat  face  more  actual  perils  of  life  and  limb  and 
ire  subject  to  more  vicissitudes  of  the  elements 
n  their  daily  routine  than  some  of  the  men  who 
arvy  the  mails  over  some  of  the  more  difficult  of 


the  star  routes.  Thest"  men  are  not  paid  salaries, 
but  work  under  contract,  awarded  under  the  law 
as  a  result  of  competitive  bidding.  It  might  be 
said  that  they  differ  from  all  other  government 
employees  in  that  they  fix  their  own  salaries. 

When  it  is  pointed  out  that  during  the  past  two 
and  a  half  years  55  carriers  have  lost  their  lives 
while  in  the  performance  of  duty,  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  tasks  assigned  them  are  hazardous  in  the 
extreme. 

There  are  star  routes  scattered  throughout  the 
country  where  "seas  of  mud"  are  considered  of 
slight  moment  and  where  the  perils  encountered 
from  ice  jjacks  am!  floes  many  times  result  in 
death  or  serious  and   {)ermanent   injury. 

To  the  city  dweller  a  reference  to  the  mail  men 
brings  a  picture  of  the  gray-coated  carrier  who 
delivers  his  letters  and  packages  unhampered  to 
any  great  extent  by  wind  or  weather.  But  the 
denizen  of  the  rural  district  thinks  of  him  as  the 
driver  of  a  horse-drawn  or  motor  vehicle,  whose 
arrival  is  regarded  as  an  event  in  the  daily  life  of 
the  occupant  of  the  farm,  putting  him,  as  it  does, 
in  touch  with  the  outside  world  and  with  his 
fellow  man. 

In  January  of  this  year  Reinhold  Dreahn,  car- 
rier on  the  star  route  between  Buffalo  and  Murch- 
ison.  South  Dakota,  fell  a  victim  to  duty.  For 
several  years  Dreahn  had'  been  making  twice-a- 
week  trips  between  the  two  hamlets,  encountering 
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all  sorts  of  weather  conditions,  but  never  failing 
to  carry  out  his  part  of  the  contract  with  the  Post 
Office  Department.  He  had  started  from  Murehi- 
son  as  usual  on  a  certain  Saturday,  and  when  he 
did  not  put  in  an  appearance  the  next  day  at 
Buffalo,  a  search  was  made  for  him.  He  was  found 
just  one  mile  outside  of  town  with  both  hands  and 
feet  frozen.  He  was  dead  when  discovered  and  it 
is  estimated  he  had  been  exposed  to  the  intense 
cold  for  over  sixteen  hours.  The  theory  advanced 
for  his  death  was  that,  becoming  exhausted  from 
a  hard  day's  work  and  while  attempting  to  crank 
his  car,  he  fell  and  was  not  able  to  recover  his 
senses  before  he  succumbed  to  the  cold  of  the 
night. 

Records  of  the  Post  Office  Department  show  that 
among  the  most  dangerous  and  difficult  routes 
served  by  rural  carriers  and  star  route  contractors 
are  those  extending  from  Newport  to  Otter  Rock, 
Oregon;  Ellison  Bay  to  Detroit  Harbor,  Wiscon- 
sin; Rocky  Bar  to  Atlanta,  Idaho;  and  from  San- 
dusky to  Kelley's  Island,  Middle  Bass  and  Put-in- 
Bay,"  Ohio. 

On  the  Rocky  Bar-Atlanta,  Idaho,  route,  the 
service  is  performed  in  the  winter  season  by  car- 
riers traveling  on  snowshoes,  packing  .50  pounds  of 
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mail.  Not  infrequently,  carriers  on  this  route  have 
been  caught  in  snowslides  and  swept  to  death.  Only 
a  year  or  two  ago,  a  carrier  lost  his  life  in  this 
way  early  in  January  and  his  body  was  not  recov- 
ered until  late  the  following  June. 

The  routes  from  Ellison  Bay  to  Detroit  Harbor, 
Wisconsin,  and  from  Sandusky,  Ohio,  to  nearby 
islands  must  be  operated  over  the  ice  in  the  winter 
and  in  the  fall  when  the  lake  is  frozen.  During 
the  spring  thaw  it  is  extremely  difficult  and  haz- 
ardous to  carry  on  the  service.  A  number  of  car- 
riers have  lost  their  lives  in  endeavoring  to  trans- 
port the  mails  between  these  points. 

Probably  one  of  the  most  hazardous  experiences 
that  ever  befell  one  or  more  of  Uncle  Sam's  mail 
carriers  was  that  of  the  Hitchcock  brothers,  car- 
riers on  the  routes  out  of  Sandusky.  Some  winters 
ago,  while  endeavoring  to  deliver  mail  to  residents 
of  some  of  the  smaller  islands  in  Lake  Eiie  they 
were  caught  in  a  storm  and  running  ice.  They 
were  carried  down  the  lake  by  the  resistless  force 
of  a  drift  in  which  they  had  become  wedged.  The 
carriers  were  given  up  for  lost  by  the  excited 
islanders.  A  cablegram  wired  to  Kelley  's  Island 
read : 

"Look  out  for  the  carriers;  they  are  fast  in  the 
ice  and  drifting  that  way. ' ' 

But  the  two  men,  after  many  efforts,  were  res- 
cued. They  were  in  an  exhausted  condition  and  so 
completely  covered  and  weighed  down  with  ice  as 
to  be  helpless.  Their  caps  were  frozen  fast  to  their 
heads  and  their  clothes  so  loaded  with  ice  that  the 
wearers  were  unable  to  bend. 

On  arrival  at  home  their  friends  were  obliged  to 
cut  and  tear  away  their  ice-armored  garments. 
After  changing  clothes  a  bushel  of  ice  that  had 
fallen  ofll'  in  the  process  was  swept  from  the  floor. 

For  several  years  George  and  Charley  Morrison 
■were  employed  as  carriers  on  the  Bass  Island 
loute.  They,  too,  passed  through  many  arduous 
and  trying  experiences,  being  the  victims  of  many 
close  calls  from  death.  Out  on  the  lake  in  all 
kinds  of  weather,  with  ice  conditions  of  every  de- 
scription, they  battled  with  storm,  running  ice,  fog 
and  blinding  snow. 

Formerly  associated  with  George  Morrison  in 
the  mail-carrying  service  was  his  brother-in-law, 
Carl  Rotert.  The  two  were  unexpectedly  overtaken 
by  an  accident  which  resulted  in  the  drowning  of 
Rotert.  Among  the  articles  carried  in  the  boat 
operated  by  the  tw-o  men  was  a  long,  unwieldy 
piece  of  metal.  This  in  some  way  shifted,  capsiz- 
ing the  boat.  Morrison  found  himself  struggling 
in   the   water.     With   great   difficulty  he  succeeded 
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ill  extricating  himself,  but  Rotert  waa  carried 
iiiiilcr  the  ice.  His  Ixidy  was  not  rocovorod  until 
late  tlic  followinff  spriii;^. 

Henry  KltVrs  carried  tlie  mails  to  Kelley 's 
Nl.iiid  for  over  forty  years.  Duriiifj  that  time  he 
h.nl  many  hairhreailtli  escapes  ami  adventures 
-.■il.ire. 

■"When    1    was    a    youiij^ster, ' '    said    i']lt'ers    not 
lonjj  ago,  "I  was  out  in  a  boat  aliout  all  the  time. 
Now  I  don't  care  for  ordinary  sailing,  hut  battling 
with  the  ice  has  a  fascination  for  me.     As  soon  as 
the  ice  begins  to  form   I   fivl  eager  to  get  out  one 
of  the   ironclads  and    fight    my   way   across.      Each 
is    a    Hat  bottomed    skiff.      There's    a    sail    in    the 
I  bow  to  carry  us  through  the  water  or  over  the  ice 
when    conditions   are    right.      There   are   two    iron- 
shod    runners   on   the   bottom   so   the  boat   may   be 
I  used  as  a  sled.     The  aides  are  sheathed  with  gal- 
1  vnnized  iron.     This  is  very  important,  because  thin 

I  ice  will  cut  a  boat  like  a  knife. 

"From  here  to  Sandusky  is  ten  miles  in  a  direct 

!  line  and   I  go  there  when  conditions  are  good.     At 

other    times    I    go    to    Marblehead,    which    is    four 

miles  away  and  the  nearest  point  on  the  mainland. 

II  have  sailed  these   four  miles  over  smooth    ice   in 
twenty  minutes.     1   have  covered  the  same  distance 

;  in  eight  hours.     That  was  when  the  ice  was  about 
:  an  inch  and  a  half  thick  and   I    had  to  break  my 
>way  over  every  foot  of  the  four  miles.     At  times 
;  the  lake  has  been  covered  with  icebergs  twenty  to 
thirty   feet  high  and   1  have  had  to  travel   fifteen 
■jniles  in  a  roundabout  course  to  reach  Marblehead. 
•'In    the    winter    of    lS9<i    I    started    back    from 
M.iri)lehead  with  my  son  and  we  got  to  within  half 
a    mile   of   the    island    when   we   were   caught    in   a 
blizzard.     The  wind   blew   fifty-five  miles  an  hour. 
■Snow  filled  the  air  so   \  could   not  see  my  son  at 
the  other  end  of  our  sixteen-foot  boat.     Our  sail 
was  torn  to  pieces  and  we  battled  with  the  bliz- 
zard  four  hours  before  we  succeeded  in  reaching 
t^Marblehead. 

"At  8  o'clock  one  night,  I  had  almost  reached 
the  island  when  I  found  I  coidd  not  land  on  ac- 
count of  running  ice.  I  turned  toward  Marble- 
head, but  lost  my  way  in  a  fog  and  did  not  reach 
there  until  '^  o'clock  ne.xt  morning.  Twice  the 
life  savers  came  out  and  got  me  wiien  high  seas 
and  running  ice  made  it  impossible  for  me  to  land 
without   their  help." 

The  craft  used  by  Uncle  Sam 's  carriers  to  de- 
liver the  mails  to  these  points  on  Lake  Erie  is  a 
combination  sailboat,  rowboat,  ice  yacht  and  sled. 
The  star  route  from  Ellison  Bay,  the  northern- 
most postoftiee  in  the  Door  Country  peninsula  to 
Detroit  Harbor,  Wisconsin,  is  one  that  is  covered 
b}-  carrier  entirely  by  water,  crossing  the  famous 
passage  called  "Death's  Door." 

During  the  months  when  navigation  is  open,  that 
•is,  from  May  1  to  November  1,  carrying  the  mail 
on  this  route  is  a  comparatively  safe  occupation 
and  free  from  difficulties.  It  is  during  the  winter 
period,  however,  from  November  1  to  May  1,  that 
the  carrier  has  more  than  a  man's  size  job  on  his 
hands. 

But  let  the  postmaster  at  Detroit  Harbor  tell 
dis  own  tale: 

"The  chief  difficulty  encountered  while  crossing 
Death  's  Door  in  winter, ' '  he  says,  ' '  is  drifting  ice 
fields.  The  ice  bridge  that  forms  in  extremely 
Jold  weather  hardly  ever  remains  for  more  than  a 
few  days  at  a  time.     It  is  speedily  dissembled  by

Surely  it  is  most  fitting  that  we  send  her 
to  Bakersfield  to  join  her  old  club  friends  in  help- 
ing to  make  the  coming  convention  a  success.

We  want,  and  need,  good  schools,  well  trainel 
and  well  paid  instiuetors;  comjjletely  equipped 
hospitals,  efficiently  manned,  for  our  unfortunate; 
well  paved  streets,  and  good  roads.  But  all  these 
things  cost  money,  and  this  money  must  come  from 
taxes. 

Investment  in  the  above  projects  of  the  tax- 
payers' dollars,  could  and  should,  prove  profitable, 
l)ut  the  uncertain  human  element  is  what  plays  the 
mischief  with  things. 

Ancient  customs  and  ideas  on  the  part  of  the 
general  public  as  to  the  perquisites  of  public  office; 
the  failure  of  each  individual  citizen  to  realize  that 
city  money,  or  government  money,  comes  from  one 
source,  and  that  any  loss  or  betrayal  of  public  wel- 
fare is  for  his  or  her  account  and  not  for  the  ac- 
count of  an  intangible  personality  designated  as 
the  city,  the  State,  or  the  Government;  has  led  to 
carelessness  and  inefficiency  in  the  main  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  public  affaiis.  Therefore,  the 
costs  are  so  great  that  instead  of  proving  an  in- 
vestment these  things  so  greatly  to  be  desired, 
arc  apt  to  prove  a  liability.  It"  is  a  great  prob- 
lem, but  will  only  be  solved  M-hen  the  citizens 
awaken  to  the  realization  of  individual  responsi- 
bility in  the  handling  of  civic  affairs.

Miis  he  has  conveniently  moored  inside  the  edge 
f  the  heavy  ice  with  a  channel  cut  away  to  open 
fater. 

"  IbMC  he  may  have  to  buck  new  ice  for  huig 
•stances  and  travel  through  slush  ice  which  will 
le  eight  or  ten  feet  deep  and  oftentimes  impassa- 
Jc.  In  such  circumstances,  he  has  to  return  and 
Bek  out  new  openings  in  the  ice  fields.  Some 
inies  his  boat  is  caught  in  drifting  ice  fields  and 
arried  out  into  Lake  .Michigan  ami  forced  to  stay 
lit  over  night.  He  must  find  suitable  landing 
laces  on  either  shore  during  the  winter,  as  all 
ccess  to  docks  is  often  cut  off.  Then  the  carrier 
uist  land  along  the  beaches  wherever  the  surf  will 
eruiit,  anchor  his  boat  in  deep  na^^gable  water 
nd  ferry  the  mail  in  to  shore  in  a  rowboat,  then 
arry  the  mail  bags  over  the  ice  banks  and  huni- 
lOcks  to  the  waiting  team  on  land. 

"Another  mode  of  carrying  the  mail  is  by  the 
se  of  the  ice  boat.  The  carrier  attaches  ropes  to 
lie  gunwales  forward  and  hauls  the  boat  along 
lie  ice  like  a  sled.  When  open  water  is  encoun- 
3red  he  launches  the  boat,  takes  his  place  at  the 
ars  and  pidls  for  the  other  side.  This  sounds 
seee<lingly  simple  to  the  uninitiated,  but  the  dif- 
cnlty  comes  when  attempting  to  launch  the  boat 
rom   the  edge  of  the  ice.     Naturall}',  there   is  a 

ide  belt  of  slush  ice  and  small  cakes  caused  by 
le  seas  pulverizing  the  outskirts  of  the  ice  floes.

quite  frequently  for  five  or  six  days  at  a  time. 
During  these  delays,  mail  is  piling  up  at  the  Elli- 
son Bay  postofifice,  making  it  quite  a  problem  for 
the  already  overworked  carrier  as  to  how  to  trans- 
port such  a  large  volume  of  mail  with  the  means 
at  hand.  These  periods  of  non-mail  delivery  are 
tiying  to  the  one  thousand  inhabitants  on  Wash- 
ington Island,  since  the  jiarcel  jjost  system  affords 
the  only  means  in  winter  to  procure  supplies,  medi- 
cine and  other  commodities.  These  conditions  will 
continue  to  exist  as  long  as  the  mail  is  trans- 
ported along  the  surface  of  the  water.  Perhaps 
the  airplane  Avill  solve  the  problem  in  the  future. 
Why  not?" 

The  carrier  who  supplies  mail  on  the  Newport- 
Otter  Rock  route  in  Oregon,  immediately  on  the 
Pacific  coast,  is  up  against  many  difficulties  and 
hardships  and  many  times  takes  his  life  in  his 
hands  in  order  that  the  patrons  on  the  route  may 
receive  their  letters  and  packages.  The  carrier  is 
compelled  to  travel  down  the  beach  at  low  tide. 
If  for  some  reason  the  incoming  tide  catches  him 
before  completing   his  trip,   he   must   either   aban- 


don his  team  and  the  mails  and  climb  the  rocks  oi 
be  dashed  to  pieces  against  them. 

The  most  expensive  star  route  in  the  United 
States  is  from  Price  to  Vernal,  Utah.  It  is  121 
miles  long  and  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 
1923,  the  cost  of  maintaining  it  was  approximatelji 
$96,700.  As  high  as  twenty  or  more  tons  a  da;v 
of  mail  matter — mostly  parcel  post — are  handled 
over  this  route. 

The  longest  routes  are  from  Two  Harbors  tc 
Grand  Portage,  Minn.,  and  from  Midland,  Texas, 
to  Lovington,  New  Mexico.  These  routes  are  eact 
143  miles  in  length.

Vou  would  think  the  world  never  was  so  awry

Anything  new  in  human  thought  or  ideas  is 
usually  promptly  stamped  '' radical, ".  and  many 
rush  into  print  or  to  the  platform  to  assail  it;  but 
if  you  look  backward  you  will  find  that  the  radical 
of  fifty  years  ago  is  the  conservative  of  today. 
Some  one  always  has  to  go  ahead  and  set  the  mile 
post  for  the  next  frontier  line. 

Those  who  sigh  for  the  * '  good  old  days " '  do 
not   know  wliat  they  sigh   for;    they   were  just   as 


turbulent  and  upsetting  in  their  time  as  today — 
it  is  only  forget  fulness  that  clothes  them  with  the 
glamor  of  peacefulness. 

"The  world  do  move,"  you  cannot  stop  it; 
travel  with  it  or  go  down  before  it.  Nature  is 
more  radical  than  we  ever  dream  of  being;  she 
slijis  the  mountains  into  the  sea,  whirls  the  things 
that  encumber  the  earth  into  space,  jnishes  up  new 
continents  from  the  ocean's  bed,  and  creates  new 
streams  and  valleys  as  she  splits  the  earth  asunder.

Our  member,  Dr.  Lillien  J.  Martin,  certainly 
gave  us  a  most  enjoyable  talk  at  our  last  dinner 
meeting.  The  Doctor  is  looking  forward  to  the 
day  when  the  Business  and  Professional  Women  's 
Clubs  of  the  State  will  adopt  as  part  of  their  fixed 
program,  the  task  of  looking  after  the  employ- 
ment problems  of  their  membership  and  the  com- 
munity, as  they  relate  to  the  employment  of 
women. 

Vocational  placement  and  research  work  has 
been  one  of  the  most  important  features  of  the 
Federation's  program,  but  the  work  is  very  much 
in  its  infancy.  Like  all  other  things,  it  requires 
funds ;  the  necessary  service  and  equipment  can- 
not he  obtained  for  nothing.  The  necessary  funds 
will  be  obtained  just  the  moment  that  business 
women  realize  how  important  is  the  work  of  or- 
ganization, and  how  helpful  and  enjoyable  it 
really  is  when  we  rightly  enter  into  it.  Of  course, 
Dr.  Martin  is  particulaily  interestetl  in  the  psycho- 
logical development  of  this  department,  but  she  is 
also  interested  in  the  department  as  a  whole. 

The  object  of  a  true  vocational  department  is  to 
help  others  find  themselves;  not  to  serve,  as  a 
crutch  to  the  weak  or  the  indifferent,  but  to  direct 
them  into  channels  that  will  change  their  iu'lif- 
ference  to  interest,  and  replace  their  weakness  with 
strength. 

The  whole  program  of  the  Federation  is  one  of 
education,  and  is  necessarily  slow,  but  each  year 
we  progress,  and  we  are  looking  forward  to  the 
day,  which  is  most  surely  coming,  when  our  mem- 
bership will  be  the  most  powerful  organized  body 
of  representative  womanhood,  engaged  in  worth- 
while work,  in  the  State. 


More  than  300  towns  and  cities  in  the  United 
States  operate  under  the  city  manager  plan,  but 
until  Cleveland  adopted  a  city  manager  charter 
the  first  of  the  year  this  method  of  handling  muni- 
cipalities was  confined  to  cities  of  less  than  200,- 
000  population.  Most  objectors  have  contended 
that  it  would  not  work  out  successfully  in  a  large 
city,  so  the  outcome  of  Cleveland's  experiment  is 
watched  with  a  great  deal  of  interest. 


In  Belgium  the  Socialists  are  opposing  women 
suffrage  on  the  ground  that  women  will  only  double 
the  number  of  reactionary  votes;  while  in  Switzer- 
land the  so-called  conservatives  oppose  it,  claiming 
that  suffrage  will  usher  in  a  vicious  era  of 
Bolshevism.  Apparently  a  ease  of  any  port  in  a 
stoi'ni. 
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WHERE  IS  THE  FAULT?

qnirt'df  And  it  is  a  peculiar  fact  tliat  the  {greater 
the  opportunity  for  education,  the  jjreater  the  in- 
dication of  lack  of  tliou^lit. 

Where  is  the  fault?  Is  it  with  tlu>  various  in- 
structors, the  individual,  the  Siduiol  or  the  lionu-;' 

The  l)oy  or  j^irl  who  stops  l)efore  completing;  an 
ordinary  educati(Mi  iisually  does  so  because  (iiiances 
will  not  permit  of  uu>re  time  l)eing  spent  in  the 
school  room.  rndoubtedly  to  get  that  far  lias 
ibeen  a  struggle,  but  the  struggle  has  meant,  where 
there  is  any  inclination  at  all  to  progress,  a  bet- 
ter mental  develo|mient  when  it  comes  to  bringing 
into  play  ordiiuiry  common  sense. 

A  commercial  course  can  teach  you  the  funda- 
mcMtiils  of  accounting.  IMactice  will  make  you 
prolicient  in  typing,  and  a  little  study  will  master 
the  mysteries  of  the  pot  hooks  that  make  up  a 
shorthand  system.  Yet  all  this  knowledge  is 
utterly  valueless  if  you  are  not  trained  to  think, 
an<l  if  you  do  not  luring  your  tliiidviiig  to  the  task 
in  hand. 

With  a  good  foundation  of  common  sense,  pro- 
ijeed  to  apply  the  principles  you  have  learned  to 
•lolving  the  problems  in  hand.  Every  business  is 
lilVerent,  therefore  only  the  fundamentals  can  be 
r.anght  in  the  school;  observation  will  teach  you  ap- 
blication  when  you  actually  get  into  the  field. 

A  stenogra])her  who  mechanically  takes  and 
vrites  dictation  may  do  so  ])erfectly,  but  she  will 
aever  be  a  good  stenographer;  half  the  time  the 
lictators  will  insist  they  never  said  what  is  written, 
and  other  times,  although  perfect  of  diction,  costly 
rrors  due  to  lack  of  memory  or  lack  of  informa- 
ion,  may  creep  in  with  disastrous  results. 

>School  is  never  ended  for  the  ambitious  i)U])il; 
he  whole  world  is  a  school,  and  there  are  new  les- 
ons  every  day.  If  you  are  interested  you  will 
cquire  tlie  joy  of  learning  and  the  fruits  of 
aiowledge,  which  mean  success;  if  you  are  not 
nterested,  undoubtedly  you  will  be  one  who  later 
k'ails  about  "no  chance." 

But  going  back  to  the  opening  question.  It  has 
ever  been  answered.  Ts  it  not  ])ossil)le  for  some 
ne  to  start  a  school  in  which  a  large  anu)unt  of 
ime  will  be  devoted  to  teaching  the  pupils  to  use 
heir  heads;  not  in  cramming  them  full  of  knowl- 
dge,  learned  parrot  wise,  but  in  making  them  dig 
ut  their  own  knowledge f  We  do  too  much  think- 
flg  for  the  student — let  him  do  his  own  thinking.

OUR    HOUSING   PROBLEM 


Just  after  the  war,  some  friends  of  mine  went 
to  a  city  in  the  State  of  Washington,  and  as  they 
intended  remaining  in  that  vicinity  several  months, 
they  rented  a  furnished  apartment.  Seven  months 
later  they  were  back  in  the  same  city,  and  again 
sought  to  rent  an  apartment,  so  returned  to  the 
same  apartment  house.  The  place  had  changed 
hands,  and  had  been  sold  for  such  a  price  that  an 
average  of  $20.00  per  month  had  been  added  to  the 
rent,  yet  the  previous  rent  had  been  high,  so  high 
that  it  made  a  most  attractive  profit  for  the 
lessee ;  that  is  why  she  asked  so  nuich  when  she 
sold  out.  However,  they  again  took  an  apartment, 
and  on  their  next  trip  back  north  seven  or  eight 
months  later,  went  to  the  same  house,  found  it 
much  shal)bier,  run  down,  but  with  ten  dollars  per 
month  more  added  to  the  rent.  Again  it  had 
changed  hands,  and  a  good  profit  to  the  previous 
lessee,  and  again  the  new  owner  must  make  a 
profit. 

This  is  merely  a  sample  of  wliat  has  lieen  hap- 
pening ever  since  1914  in  the  matter  of  rents,  aud 
this  is  what  presses  so  greatly  ujion  the  wage 
earner.  The  value  isn't  there — but  some  one  made 
a  profit,  an  abnormal  profit,  the  next  one  had  to 
make  a  profit ;  tales  of  quick  and  huge  profits  in 
apartments  and  real  estate  flooded  the  country — 
for  these  conditions  are  nation  wide — and  up,  up, 
up,  climbed  the  rents,  close  on  their  heels  went  the 
wages  in  costs  in  construction  work  and  construc- 
tion materials,  and  a  good  ways  behind  crawled 
the  salaries. 

False  values  create  tremendous  burdens — not  the 
least  of  which  is  the  tax  burden.  Quick,  abnormal 
profits  must  be  taken  out  of  some  one — everybody 
is  cursed  more  or  less  with  the  desire  to  get  rich 
quick — that  is  why  swindling  o])erations  with 
promises  of  large  returns  never  lack  for  suckers.

fluently  he  prates  of  wage  slaves.  Reverse  the  sit- 
uation and  my,  what  a  change  of  view  takes  place. 

The  cost  of  housing  is  the  most  serious  problem 
confronting  wage  earners  and  salaried  people  to 
day.  Decent,  comfortable  homes  and  i)roper  sur 
roundings — not  cave  dwelling  quarters  —  mean 
healthy  children,  thinking  communities,  and 
lessened  crime.  What  can  the  business  women  do 
toward  seeking  some  solution  of  this  ti'cmendous 
question  for  their  fellow  workers?  Proper  housing 
for  business  women,  particularly  those  whose  earn 
ings  are  small,  is  a  serious  matter. 

There  are  boarding  homes  in  many  places  sup 
posedly  of  a  semi-(diarital)le  nature  for  the  use  of 
the  young  business  girl,  but  the  business  woman  is 
not  looking  for  charity.  She  feels  that  she  is  en 
titled  to  more  than  what  is  commonly  termed  a 
' '  living  wage, ' '  but  is  nearer  an  ' '  existing  wage  ' ' ;: 
she  feels  she  has  a  right  to  what  the  work  is  wortl^ 
— and  that  it  must  be  suflficient  to  enable  her  to 
have  a  decent  roof  over  her  head,  decent  clothes  to 
wear;  a  certain  amount  of  recreation,  proper  food 
and  a  bit  to  save  against  the  inevitable  future.  But 
under  ju'esent  conditions  the  average  wage  does 
not  permit  of  this  because  first  of  the  unnatural 
proportion  demanded  for  inadequate  housing.  We 
are  going  to  get  our  heads  together  and  see 
what  we  can  work  out  along  this  line  for  the 
woman  in  business.

A  RESOLUTION 


The  Public  Spirit  Club  of  San  Francisco  have 
forwarded  to  this  Club  a  copy  of  a  resolution 
recently  adopted  by  them,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"RESOLUTION  ADOPTED  BY  THE  BOAED 
OF  DIRECTORS  OF  THE  PUBLIC  SPIRIT 
CLUB  OF  SAX  FRANCISCO,  AT  A  MEET- 
ING WEDNESDAY,  AUGUST  13,  1924. 

"Whereas,  Los  Angeles  has  eight  State  high- 
ways into  that  city,  which  has  greatly  helped  to 
stimulate  growth  of  Los  Angeles;  and, 

"Whereas,  San  Francisco  has  one  State  high- 
way, which  has  greatly  retarded  the  growth  of 
San  Francisco;  and, 

"Whereas,  there  is  a  movement  on  foot  to  ex- 
tend the  first  unit  of  the  Bay  Shore  Highway  in 
San  Mateo  County  from  South  San  Francisco  to 
Pacific  City  and  to  extend  the  Skyline  Boulevard 
from  its  terminal  at  Woodwardia  to  Salinas  and 
Gilroy,  making  it  a  trunk  line  for  through  traffic; 
and, 

"Whereas,  a  committee  of  nine  has  been  ap- 
pointed  by  Governor  Richardson,  through   author-

ECONOMICS 

Z.  Clements 


What  a  dry  subject,  and  how  everybody  shies 
.t  it,  treats  it  as  something  weighty  and  mysteri- 
Kus,  and  yet  the  dictionary  says  it  is  merely  "the 
cience  that  treats  of  the  production  and  distribu- 
ion  of  wealth. " 

And  what  produces  wealth — labor;  and  what  dis- 
ributes  it — more  labor.  Consequently,  it  behooves 
s  all  to  be  students  of  economics;  in  fact,  we  do 
lU  blindly  stab  at  it,  for  are  we  not  all  interested 
tt  material  advancement?  We  feel  that  this  will 
iring  us  material  comfort,  the  ease  we  think  we 
rave,  the  wherewithal  to  relieve  us  of  the  worry 
8  to  what  the  next  daj'  will  bring  forth. 

The  world  is  a  restless  place;  a  place  of  chang- 
ag  moods  and  unsatisfied  longings;  unsatisfied 
aainly  because  we  do  not  really  know  what  it  is 
7e  seek,  what  the  ultimate  goal  is  to  be.  We  fre- 
uently  have  the  feeling  that  we  are  trying  to 
ravel  one  way,  yet  are  being  driven  another. 
>ome  long  to  attempt  new  paths,  yet  lack  the 
ourage  to  uproot  themselves  from  the  old.  A  few 
o;  they  are  the  pioneers,  their  urge  to  delve  into 
he  unknown  is  greater  than  their  fear  of  what  it 
lay  hold.  Yet  each  has  a  part  to  play,  and  the 
ouservatism  of  one  hampers  the  recklessness  of 
thers,  just  enough  to  keep  us  from  traveling  on 
afore  the  time  is  ripe,  but  not  to  the  extent  that 
tie  progress  of  the  world  is  stayed. 

About  the  most  foolish  thing  we  do  is  to  at- 
?mpt  to  supplant  the  basic  laws  of  nature  with 
iir  own  laws^  and  therein  lies  most  of  the  grief 
f  the  world. 


It  is  impossible  to  legislate  happiness,  peace  or 
prosperity ;  the  laws  that  govern  these  were  written 
Jong  before  we  appeared  in  the  world.  Nature's 
laws  are  very  simple  and  very  few — that  is  the 
trouble,  so  simple,  so  few,  so  bereft  of  all  legal 
verbiage  that  we  doubt  their  efficacy  and  seek  to 
improve  them. 

The  Golden  Eule  doesn  't  sound  much  like  an 
economic  law,  yet  its  practice  is  the  quickest  way 
to  insure  the  proper  production  and  equitable  dis- 
tribution of  wealth  with  its  resultant  much-dcsiied 
peace,  prosperity  and  happiness.  It  is  the  law  of 
the  square  deal,  the  law  that  insures  protection  of 
the  inherent  rights  of  every  one,  the  law  that 
means  full  co-operation  in  the  building  of  a  com- 
munity. But  then  it  is  apparently  such  a  simple 
thing;  therefore,  we  daub  it  idealistic,  impossible, 
and  go  on  adding  our  yearly  quota  of  stupid  laws 
to  the  statute  books. 

The  real  trouble  is  that  it  isn't  so  simple  as  it 
sounds ;  it  requires  that  we  forget  ourselves  and 
think  of  the  other  fellow,  and  too  many  are  in- 
clined to  feel  that  we  must  think  of  self  first  if 
we  wish  to  land  in  the  front  row;  we  are  afraid 
we  will  lose  our  place  in  line. 

Emerson  has  said : 

'  *  The  word  unto  the  prophet  spoken 
Was  writ  on  tables  yet  unbroken. ' ' 

So  still  the  laws  of  God  remain  and  act  or  re- 
act according  to  our  wisdom  or  folly.

This  is  a  matter  that  will  come  bet'oro.thc 
voters  on  October  7th,  and  while  it  is  incon- 
ceivable— when  the  qnestioii  is  given  proper  con- 
sideration, that  the  election  shonld  go  against 
the  bonds — in  this  very  fact  lies  the  danger,  for 
it  breeds  over-contidence;  it  is  an  invitation  to 
the  careless  to  forego  voting  with  the  idea  that 
one  vote  will  not  be  missed.  It  doesn't  take 
very  nuich  imagination  to  figure  out  the  multi- 
plication of  this  "one  vote,"  and  its  disastrous 
■oonsequenccs  if  the  citizenry  are  not  awakened 
to  their  responsibilities. 

Water  is  going  to  cost  money — but  that  is  no 
argument  against  it — it  wdl  cost  much  more 
money  to  go  without  water  than  to  buy  it ;  it 
will  curtail  industry,  restrict  growth,  and  bring 
poverty  and  misery  in  its  trail. 

We  are  very  busy  running  around  to  all  the 
Jlubs  and  organizations  asking  them  to  use  their 
i'?fforts  to  bring  out  the  vote.  Are  we  making 
sche  same  effort  to  reach  the  entire  personnel  of 
:he  city's  industrial  and  commercial  concerns, 
ind  bringing  home  to  them  what  a  menace  to 
ndustrv  the  lack   of  water  will   be  ?     Have  we 


awakened  tlieni  to  the  necessity  of  seeing  that 
their  employees  are  assured  of  the  ojtportunity 
to  register  their  vote?  If  all  places  of  business 
were  opened  two  hours  later  on  election  day,  the 
possibility  of  getting  out  the  full  vote  would  oe 
greater.

Those  who 
are  not  sufficiently  interested  in  democracy  to 
participate  in  the  first  duty  of  a  citizen,  can 
come  down  and  open  up  the  office  or  factory.

L  SOMETHING  FOR  NOTHING 

P  Z.  Clements 

Did  you  ever  ask  some  one  to  join  some  club, 
some  civic  movement  or  organization,  and  have 
them  say,  "I  can't  see  that  1  get  anything  out  of 
it,  so  it  doesn't  interest  me"?  If  it  doesn't  inter- 
est them,  they  shouhhi  't  join,  because  if  they  have 
no  interest  to  offer,  nothing  to  give  in  the  way  of 
personal   service   or   co-operation,   no   idea    beyond 

^getting  something,  then  there   isn't  "anything  in 

lit ' '  for  them. 

"'Unto  him  who  hath  shall  be  given."  That  is 
the  second  basic  economic  law.  If  you  have  noth- 
ling  to  invest,  or  if  you  will  not  invest,  upon  what 
do  you  expect  to  earn  returns?  Surely  you  would 
not  expect  to  put  your  funds  in  a  safety  deposit 
box  and  receive  interest.  Yet  that  is  the  attitude 
many  j^)eople  adopt  throughout  their  entire  course 
of  life.  Naturally  the  added  years  find  them  bit- 
terly disappointed  misanthropes,  bewailing  the  fact 
that  Opportunity  has  dodged  them  through  life. 

Contrary  to  the  poet 's  tale.  Opportunity  does 
not  knock  once;  she  never  knocks  at  all;  she  is 
quite  a  stay  at  home  body  and  if  you  desire  to 
meet  her  it  is  up  to  you  to  go  calling  and  rouse 
her  from  her  seclusion  if  you  can.  She  is  quite 
kind  to  those  who  have  the  persistency  to  keep 
after  her,  but  decidedly  uninterested  in  those  who 
wait  for  her  to  call. 

Moreover,  she  frequently  chooses  the  most  unat- 
tractive of  abiding  places;  she  seldom  lives  on  the 
tieights;  that  would  make  her  too  conspicuous,  too 
2asy  of  attack.     It  is  her  custom  to  move  among 


the  common  place,  to  seek  humble  surroundings, 
and  she  is  met  most  frequently  by  those  so  intent 
on  doing  well  the  task  in  hand  that  they  have  given 
little  thought  to  seeking  her. 

In  my  business  experience  I  have  seen  many  men 
and  women  sit  at  the  same  desk  with  Opportunity 
and  declare  she  did  not  exist.  Perhaps  it  was  be- 
cause, like  the  peoples  of  old,  they  considered  that 
persons  of  great  worth  must  travel  surrounded  by 
all  the  panoply  of  royalty.  Royalty  is  a  misfor- 
tune of  birth;  wisdom  and  knowledge  are  gifts  of 
God;  they  are  never  tarnished  by  cheap  trappings; 
they  do  not  require  a  fanfare  of  trumpets  to  herald 
their  approach;  they  are  for  all  men  and  all  times 
and  walk  within  their  reach  that  those  who  seek 
may  find. 

Unless  we  are  willing  to  give,  by  what  right  do 
we  ask  to  receive?  Unless  we  are  willing  to  serve, 
wherein  are  we  justified  in  seeking  service? 

There  is  no  such  thing  as  something  for  nothing, 
an<l  yet  more  people  seek  this  than  any  other  one 
thing.  That  is  what  makes  gamblers,  provides 
sucker  lists  for  get-rich-quick  enterprises,  creates 
]\Iicawbers  spending  their  days  hoping  for  some- 
thing to  turn  up. 

You  are  through  with  the  past ;  it  is  behind  you 
and  all  its  faults  will  soon  be  mellowed  by  forget- 
fulness  into  the  much  over-rated  and  oft-sung-of 
* '  good  old  days. ' '  You  have  no  need  to  delve  into 
the  future,  for  in  time  it  becomes  the  present  and

him  it  becomes  notable."     The  character  Henri  is 
as  rare  and  as  beautiful  as  Madame  Claire. 

"The  Green  Hat,"  by  Michael  Arlen,  published 
by  Doran  &  Co.,  New  York,  is  (and  one  need  not 
be  surprised  after  reading  the  title)  about  a 
woman.  This  character  marks  rather  a  new  type 
of  the  feminine.  Mr.  Arlen,  like  Joseph  Conrad, 
writes  in  a  language  (English)  which  was  foreign 
to  his  birth,  but  which  he  handles  with  easy  self- 
assurance  not  to  say  nonchalance. 

"The  Innocents,"  by  Henry  Kitchell  Webster, 
published  by  Bobbs-Merrill  Co.  This  is  a  story  of 
father  and  son  and  of  their  misunderstandings  and 
estrangement.  Edward  Patterson,  Jr.,  eighteen- 
year-old  youth,  fails  in  his  high  school  work  be- 
cause of  his  aversion  to  Latin.  Young  Edward  is, 
moreover,  absorljingly  interested  in  mechanics  and, 
young  though  he  is,  struggles  to  find  his  relation- 
ship to  the  life  about  him.  The  story  discloses, 
incidentally,  another  story,  which  is  that  of  the 
father.  Neither  father  nor  son  comprehends  the 
other,  but  in  the  end  the  years  bring  a  clearer 
understanding. 

A  new  novel,  ' '  The  Priceless  Pearl, ' '  by  Alice 
Duer  Miller,  is  just  issued  by  Dodd,  Mead  &  Co., 
New  York. 

Thomas  Nelson  Page 's  posthumous  novel  of  the 
Civil  War,  "The  Eed  Riders,"  will  be  published 
by  Scribner's  in  October. 

LTpton  Sinclair  has  a  new  drama  in  four  acts, 
entitled  "Singing  Jailbirds."  This  play  is  typical 
of  Mr.  Sinclair 's  pen,  in  that  it  writes  about 
truthful  things  without  any  attempt  to  smooth 
over.  The  play  is  strong  and  is  a  protest  against 
existing  conditions.     It  is  published  by  the  author 

"So  Big,"  by  Edna  Ferber,  is  a  "best  seller." 
Since  its  publication  by  Doubleday,  Page  &  Co., 
last  February,  it  has  been  selling  at  one  thousand 
copies  per  day. 

A  new  Galsworthy  play  is  out,  entitled  "A 
Family  Man, ' '  published  by  Charles  Scribner  's 
Sons,  New  York.  It  tells  an  interesting  story  and 
is  the  result  of  Galsworthy 's  earnest  and  shrewd 
observations  of  modern  social  conditions.  Here  is 
a  conflict  between  parental  authority  and  the  crav 
ing  of  the  youth  for  self-expression.  The  argument 
of  the  play  is  weakened,  however,  by  trying  to 
argue  too  much  by  the  introduction  of  characters. 

Mrs.  H.  L.  Fisher,  in  her  new  book,  ' '  The

These  women  represent  praetically  every  business 
and  profession — doctors,  dentists,  lawyers,  scien- 
tists, artists,  judges,  undertakers,  financiers,  im- 
porters, exporters,  manufacturers,  tratiic  nianai;-eis, 
accountants,  secretaries,  the  press,  puldic  officials 
elective  and  appointed. 

Why  are  they  coming  together.'  Because  the 
business  woman,  although  the  last  to  appreciate 
the  advantages  and  even  the  necessity  of  organi- 
zation, have  had  it  forcibly  brought  to  their  atten- 
tion that  the  part  they  are  now  playing  in  the 
economic  world  is  assuming  such  proportions  as  to 
cause  dismay  to  those  who  always  view  with  alarm 
any  change  from  the  established  order  of  things, 
and  Avhose  distrust  does  so  much  to  retard  the 
wheels  of  progress. 

Their  alarm  takes  the  form  of  agitation  against 
the  mounting  importance  of  women  in  the  world  of 
business;  they  concede  to  her  the  privilege  of 
drudgery,  but  bewail  the  danger  to  her  health  and 
particularly  her  MORALS  in  economic  indepen- 
dence, and  they  systematically  dispense  propa- 
ganda to  restrict  or  handicap  her  field  of  opera- 
tion.

lla\ing  come  t(jgether,  the  business  women  have 
been  quick  to  realize  the  value  of  personal  con- 
tact, and  are  now  beginning  to  understand  that 
the  best  way  to  promote  themselves  is  to  promote 
the  coming  business  woman,  help  her  work  out  her 
jiroldems,  endeavor  to  raise  her  standard  of  effi- 
ciency, and  give  her  such  vocational  guidance  as 
will  help  in  finding  her  proper  sphere  of  activity'. 
It  is  impossible  to  work  efficiently  if  not  suited 
for  the  task,  and  each  inefficient  woman  in  the 
business  world  reacts  upon  her  sisters,  for,  strange 
to  relate,  while  men  have  centuries  of  business 
training  back  of  them,  the  business  world  expects 
nuich  more  of  woman  than  of  her  male  i)rototype. 
This  same  policy  is  carried  out  in  measuring  the 
progress  of  women  with  the  ballot;  since  they  have 
acquired  the  vote  they  have  been  expected  to  ac- 
complish in  a  few  years  what  the  male  voters  have 
failed  to  accomplish  in  a  century. 

Business  women  are  interested  in  all  live  topics, 
and  strange  as  it  may  seem  to  the  uninformed  they 
are  enthusiastic  home  niakeis  and  ofl"er  a  fertile 
field  for  business  sujijilying  home  neeils,  such  as 
realtors,  house  furnishings  and  interior  decorators, 
for  you  will  find  the  majority  of  them  eithei'  plan- 
ning to  build  or  building  a  home. 

They  are  usuallj'  good  cooks  and  nuich  more 
efficient  in  their  home  making  than  many  a  so- 
called  home  woman,  because  they  bring  to  the  task 
a  business  training  and  their  exjjerience  in  making 
every  moment  count.

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Not  only  does  the  business  woman  have  to  make 
her  way  against  the  normal  competition  that  her 
brothers  must  meet,  but  also  the  abnormal  competi- 
tion of  prejudice  and  the  stigma  of  cheap  labor. 
As  cheap  labor  she  was  first  permitted  to  enter  the 
field  in  times  when  few  women  found  the  door' 
open,  and  for  many  years  she  has  accepted  meekly 
what  has  been  allotted  to  her,  working  early  and 
late,  only  all  too  often  to  see  the  credit  for  suc- 
cessful accomplishment  awarded  to  some  man  who 
has  profited  by  the  use  of  her  brains. 

This  happens  much  more  often  than  lovers  of 
fair  play  would  care  to  believe,  but  the  recent  war 
has  done  this  much  for  the  woman  engaged  in 
gainful  occupations.  During  this  period  so  often 
did  the  entire  burden  fall  upon  her  shoulders  that 
recognition  could  not  be  denied,  for  it  is  strange 
but  true  that  war,  of  which  every  woman  is  inher- 
ently a  foe,  has  always  marked  woman's  greatest 
strides  towards  industrial  freedom. 

We  bear  no  antagonism  to  our  brothers;  we 
deplore  the  attempt  to  spread  the  propaganda  of  a 
so-called  sex  war,  for  which  we  feel  there  is  no 
foundation  in  fact,  for  we  believe  this  is  a  Morld 
not  for  men  and  not  for  women,  but  for  men  and 
women,  and  that  its  greatest  progress  will  only  be 
possible  when  that  fact  is  realized,  for  woman's 
place  is  to  walk  side  by  side  with  man  in  the 
making  of  a  better  and  greater  civilization. 
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THE  "PINCH  HITTER" 

From  the  braggart,  the  egotist,  the  self-sufficient 
person,  good  Lord,  deliver  us!  Not  one  of  us  but 
will  breathe  a  hearty  "Amen!"  to  that  prayer. 
But  between  self-sufficiency  and  self-confidence 
there  is  a  wide  gap.  Too  many  women  in  the 
business  world  are  lacking  in  self-confidence.  A 
recent  instance  occurring  in  a  local  organization 
vivitlly  emphasizes  this  opinion. 

Miss  E.,  the  secretary  of  the  advertising  and 
office  manager,  had  been  with  the  firm  several 
years,  and  she  was  receiving  $125  a  month.  As  is 
"the  case  Avith  so  many  business  women,  she  was 
supporting  dependents.  She  had  not  received  an 
increase  in  salary  for  over  a  year,  and  she  had 
reached  a  point  where  she  had  to  earn  more 
money.  So,  after  much  inward  struggle,  she  went 
to  the  manager  and  preferred  her  request.  She 
(lid  not  receive  nnich  encouragement,  but  he  said 
he  would  discuss  the  matter  with  the  general  man- 
iiger.  When  the  manager  spoke  to  her  about  it  \ 
again,  he  said  that  they  could  not  see  their  way 
clear  to  grant  the  raise;  that  they  valued  her 
services,  Ijut  felt  that  she  had  gone  as  far  as  she 
could  with  them,  and  he  advised  her  not  to  over- 
look any  opportunity  that  might  offer  a  better 
position!  She  promptly  tendered  her  resignation, 
to  take  effect  at  the  end  of  a  stipulated  period. 

Just  about  this  time  the  girl  in  charge  of  a  desk 
handling  Avork  of  considerable  detail  and  impor- 
tant because  of  its  direct  contact  with  the  firm  's 
customers,  found  it  necessary  to  take  a  leave  of 
absence  for  several  months.  The  substitute  hired 
l^ecause  of  her  supposed  knowledge  and  previous 
experience  with  similar  work  proved  to  be  almost 
entirely  incompetent.  She  required  almost  con- 
stant watching,  and  this  job  devolved  upon  ^Ir^is 
E.,  who  had  learned  something  about  the  work 
before  the  first  girl 's  departure. 

Shortly  after  this,  the  cashier  decided  to  get 
married  and  departed  on  her  iioneymoon.  The 
firm  did  not  wish  to  hire  a  substitute,  so  Miss  E. 
entered  incoming  checks,  made  bank  deposits  and 
did  such  other  necessary  things  as  could  not  Avait 
until  the  cashier's  return. 

Scarcely  had  the  cashier  returned  than  the 
A\oman  in  charge  of  a  desk  handling  certain  pul)- 
lications  connected  with  the  firm's  business  and 
sold  by  it  to  the  public  dcA-eloped  an  abscess  of 
the  throat.  In  her  absence,  Miss  B.,  Avho  had  at 
some  earlier  time  become  familiar  Avith  the  Avork, 
sold  books  and  entered  orders  and  made  change. 

In  her  "spare  moments"  she  attended  to  the 
duties    of   her   oAvn   position,   took    dictation    from

The 
mysterious  question  of  who  fired  the  seventh  shot 
in  the  plot  which  is  woven  round  the  murder  of 
Alan  Mortimer,  whose  fascination  for  the  oppo- 
site sex  has  made  him  few  friends  and  many 
enemies.  The  characters  are  realistically  drawn 
and  the  whole  plot  is  plausible.  It  is  more  like 
a  piece  of  life  than  a  part  of  fiction. 

A  new  novel  by  George  F.  Hummel  is  published 
by  Boni  &  Liveright,  entitled  "Subsoil."  Cornell 
Gieening  is  the  author  of  "The  Wishbone  Man," 
published  by  Century,  which  he  has  dedicated  to 
Jackie  Coogan.  William  Allen  White  has  Mritten 
a  book,  "  Woodrow  Wilson;  The  Man,  His  Times, 
His  Task,"  which  is  to  be  published  in  October  by 
Houghton-Mifflin. 

A  collection  of  Lafca<lio  Hcarn 's  writings  will 
be  issued  this  fall  under  the  title  of  "American 
Miscellanies,"  by  Dodd,  Mead  &  Co.,  New  York. 

.lohn  Bojer,  the  famous  Norwegian  novelist, 
has  a  new  book,  ' '  A  Pilgrimage, ' '  published  by 
Century.  Bojer  writes  '  'brief ' '  novels,  for  they 
are  only  about  half  as  long  as  those  of  the  major- 
ity of  his  European  contemporaries.  And  yet 
these  short  novels  are  as  big  as  life  itself  in  their 
cj;ni>ass.  One  of  his  earlier  works  he  has  called 
"Life,"  a  challenge  to  other  writers.  "Pilgrim- 
age" is  the  pathetic  story  of  a  young  woman, 
l\egiiia,  giving  up  her  illegitimate  child.  The 
"pilgrimage"  is  through  her  own  black  night  of 
despair,  when,  lonely  and  half-mad,  Regina  hunts 
lirokenly,  fearfully,  tirelessly,  for  the  child  which 
has  gone  from  her.

All  parties  are  alike — their  advocates  tell  of  the 
vonderful  benefits  that  will  accrue  to  the  people  if 
cheir  particular  brand  of  salvation  is  selected  for 
:he  honor,  and  while  we  ought  to  know  by  this  time 
just  how  little  they  really  can  and  will  do — having 
lad  many  years  of  actual  demonstration,  most  of 
.IS  still  appear  to  l)e  locdving  for  miiacles,  for 
.ruly,  "hope  springs  eternal  in  the  human  breast." 

It  is  interesting  to  listen  to  the  pot  making 
lerogatory  remarks  about  the  kettle,  an<l  it  is  foojisli 
0  take  it  seriously,  but  as  a  matter  of  fact  the 
nore  foolish  the  statements  the  more  seriously 
hey  are  accepted  ami  passed  around,  with  the 
isual  embellishment. 

We  demand  of  our  candidates  that  they  be 
•onrageous  to  the  point  that  they  will  appear  to 
•'^IJoy  being  targets  for  mud  and  victims  of  dis- 
orted  imaginations;  that  they  throw  open  the  door 
0  their  lives  so  that  the  curious  may  pry  and  paw

over  their  nuist  j)ersonal  i)ossessions,  prod  their  emo- 
tions, and  parade  their  weaknesses.  To  what  end? 
No  one  knows.  If  this  was  done  before  choosing, 
so  that  we  might  select  the  fit  and  reject  the  unfit, 
it  would  be  a  different  matter,  but  this  is  done 
before,  after  and  for  all  time,  even  though  the  un- 
fortunate be  giving  his  best  to  the  work  of  ui>- 
liolding  his  oath  of  office. 

Meanwhile,  behind  the  Presidential  smoke  screen 
the  real  lawmakers  and  would-be  lawmakers  are 
getting  busy,  and  no  one  is  paying  the  slightest 
attention  to  them.  They  are  the  candidates  for 
House  and  Senate,  both  State  and  National ;  they 
are  the  ones  who  really  have  the  power  to  do  and 
undo;  to  burden  with  taxation  and  encumber  with 
useless  laws.

Mrs.  Alloa,  who  is  ono  of  tlio  Ix-st  informed  and 
most  astute  political  stndents  of  the  ("oast,  has 
iust  returned  from  an  e.xtensive  trip  al)r()a<l, 
Nvlu>re  slu>  was  sent  as  international  represent  at  i\e 
i)f  the  Woman's  Party  to  confer  with  leadiiifj;  fem- 
inists of  other  countries.  She  was  for  thirteen 
years  Kxecutive  Secretary  of  tlie  Civic  Center  of 
iSan  Francisco,  and  was  last  year  Legislative  Di- 
rect(M'  for  the  organized  women  of  California  in 
obtaining  reform  women's  legislation.

The  less  we  know  the  greater  our  attempts  to 
issemble,  and  the  more  stupid  we  appear.  An 
iiployment  or  personnel  director  who  is  a  good 
.uilent  of  human  nature  and  possessed  of  suffi- 
ent  patience,  will  probably  be  able  to  put  appii- 
ints  at  ease  and  in  that  way  may  more  or  less 
)rrectl}'  gauge  their  ability. 

Getting  a  position  is  a  job  of  salesmanshij) — 
is  one  of  the  biggest  efforts  at  salesmanship 
lat  most  of  us  are  called  upon  to  put  forth.  It 
also  an  advertising  problem.  The  trouble  is 
est  of  us  endeavor  to  advertise  that  we  are 
■niethincj  we  are  not — it  is  because  our  advert is-

ing  falls  flat  that  we  appear  stupiil,  and  are  un- 
able to   register. 

Our  clothes  are  the  wrapper  in  which  the  pro- 
duct goes  out  to  the  buying  public — in  this  case 
the  oiiiployor.  They  should  be  clean  and  neat  but 
not  gaudy;  they  should  be  of  suitable  material, 
and  not  shoddy  or  tawdry.  Many  a  package  gets 
the  best  display  space  on  the  merchant 's  shelf  be- 
cause it  is  substantially  attractive — well  labeled, 
with  a  color  scheme  that  not  only  denotes  care, 
l)ut  blends  pleasingly  with  the  surroundings. 

To  sell  service  advantageously  requires  that  the 
seller  must  have  full  confidence  in  what  he  is  offer- 
ing— not  over-confidence;  that  is  just  as  bad  as 
too  little,  as  it  leads  the  applicant  to  attempt  the 
imjiossible,  with  .subsequent  failure. 

>Ioxt,  we  should  endeavor  to  inform  ourselves 
fully  as  to  the  market  where  we  propose  to  sell 
our  service,  its  requirements  and  possibilities.  Do 
not  waste  time  working  an  unprofitable  or  unde- 
sirable  field. 

If  you  are  successful  in  securing  the  position 
you  are  after,  give  it  at  least  as  fair  a  trial  as 
you  expect  to  receive.  Don't  quit  at  the  first  dis- 
agreeable thing  that  shows  up,  unless  a  matter  of 
integrity  is  involved.  You  will  find  something 
disagreeable  in  every  position,  the  perfect  posi- 
tion, the  perfect  employer,  and  the  perfect  em- 
ployee do  not  exist,  and  we  hope  such  a  monoton- 
ous combination  never  does  exist.

HISTORY  OF  OAKLAND  B.  P.  W.  C 

By  Jean  J)e  TjAir 

The  Business  and  Professional  Women  of  Oiik- 
laml  came  together  as  an  independent  organiza- 
tion growing  out  of  the  Women's  Bureau  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  in  March,  1917.  Miss 
Bessie  J.  Wood  \A'as  made  temporary  President. 
On  completion  of  tlie  organization,  Mrs.  Alice  T. 
Burnell  was  elected  President  for  the  first  year, 
Bessie  J.  Wood  serving  the  second  year.  The 
Ulub  met  weekly  at  the  Hotel  Oakland,  and  noted 
women  speakers  were  featured  at  the  gatherings. 
During  the  strenuous  war  period,  the  identity  of 
:.he  Club  became  somewhat  lost,  due  to  the  mem- 
bers joining  various  branches  of  the  service,  where 
their  work  would  be  most  effective. 

It  was  in  October,  1919,  in  response  to  an  in- 
?itation  by  Mae  B.  Wilkin,  the  Business  and  Pro- 
fessional Women  of  Oakland  came  together  at  a 
reciprocity  luncheon,  and  decided  that  the  business 
md  professional  women  needed  the  inspiration  to 
oe  gained  from  that  something  which  conies  from 
:he  fellowship  of  broader  acquaintance.  Informal 
kveekly  gatherings  were  continued,  Bessie  Wood 
jfustason  presiding  until  March,  1920,  when

During  the  year  of  Mrs.  MacGibbon 's  administra- 
tion, the  membership  giew  from  the  forty  organ- 
izers to  17.J.  Many  of  the  members  who  have 
been  the  "stand-bys"  of  the  Club  joined  at  this 
time. 

An  outstanding  accomplishment  of  Mrs.  ^lac- 
Gibbon's  regime  was  the  inauguiation  of  the 
nucleus  of  the  Club  room  fund,  which  later  re- 
sulted in  the  opening  of  the  Club  quarters.  Dur- 
ing this  year  the  Club  also  joine<l  the  National 
Federation,  and  tendered  a  splendid  reception  to 
Lena  Lake  Forest,  the  National  President.  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Club  took  part  in  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  State  Federation,  .Jessie  E.  Eckles  be- 
coming its  first  Auditor,  and  Mrs.  MacGibbon  was 
on  the  Board. 

It  was  in  1921,  during  the  Presidency  of  Mrs. 
Gladys  H.  Barndollar,  when  the  Ciulj-room  fund 
had  grown  sufficiently  to  finance  the  Club  quar- 
ters, that  the  location  at  1741  Broadway  was  se- 
cured and  equipped.

History  of  Oakland  (Continued) 

Mrs.  Barndollar  served  two  years  as  President — 
during  1921  and  1922 — during  whicli  time  a 
junior  membership  was  added  to  the  Club;  and  an 
exhibit  of  the  products  of  the  various  businesses 
represented  in  the  niembeiship  was  held  in  the 
(liub  rooms.  The  Christmas  dinner  festivities  were  in- 
augurated as  an  annual  event,  and  many  vital  civic 
activities  were  carried  on,  frequently  in  connection 
with  other  Service  Clul)S.  At  this  "time  the  Presi- 
<lent  of  the  Club  was  invited  to  participate  with 
tile  Presidents  of  other  Service  ('lubs  in  the 
"President's  Round  Table,"  and  the  Business  and 
Professional  Women's  Club  has  since  been  repre- 
sented in  that  group. 

Vocational  research  work  was  carried  on,  with 
Miss  Emily  Palmer,  of  the  Vocational  Research 
Bureau  of  the  University  of  California,  heading 
the  committee;  and  Miss  Palmer  was  selected  to 
represent  the  Club  on  the  committee  formulating 
the  Women's  Employment  Bureau  and  Vocational 
Service,  supiiorted  by  this  and  other  Clulis. 

Dr.  Lillian  Shields,  delegate  from  the  Oakland 
Club  to  the  Isational  Convention  at  Cleveland,  in 
1921,  pledged  the  support  of  this  Cluli  of  the  ]iol- 
icies  of  the  Federation,  which  action  was  ratified 
by  the  Club,  and  the  local  organization  has  con- 
tinued to  maintain  its  membership  and  close  attiiia- 
tion  with  the  National  grouj). 

In  1922  the  Club  was  represented  at  the  Na- 
tional Convention  at  Chattanooga,  Tennessee,  by 
Mrs.  Barndollar. 

In  October,  1922,  Bird  M.  Wilson,  as  Chairman 
of  the  Club  Property  Committee,  was  directed  to 
present  plans  for  ways  and  means  for  acquiring 
a  Club  building. 

The  "  Ponny-a-day ' '  plan,  which  was  the  first 
presented,  is  well  remembered;  right  on  the  heels 
of  this  came  Mrs.  Anna  L.  Simpson  with  informa- 
tion relative  to  a  piece  of  property  well  suited  to 
the  needs  of  the  Club  for  its  new  building.  Miss 
Wilson  caught  the  vision  instantly.  A  conference 
followed  with  Dr.  Lillian  Shields  of  her  committee, 
and  faith  in  the  support  of  the  membership  of  the 
Club  was  expressed  to  the  extent  that  the  necessary 
,$500  deposit  was  immediately  produced  by  the 
first  ten  members  who  could  be  reached  by  tele- 
phone. Then  the  "Own  Our  Own  Home"  pro- 
gram was  launched.  A  campaign  to  secure  the 
necessary  $5,000  for  the  initial  payment  on  the 
])urchase  price  of  $27,500  was  started  simultaneous- 
ly, with  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  incor- 
porate a  holding  company.  Dr.  Lillian  Shields  was 
the  first  President  of  the  Business  Women  's  Hold- 
ing  Company.

REPORT  OF  BUSINESS  AND  PROFESSIONAL  WOMEN'S  CLUB  OF  SANTA  ROSA 


The  Girls'  Work  Council  of  Santa  Eosa,  which 
was  organized  to  promote  girls'  activities,  organ- 
ized the  business  Women's  Club  in  response  to  re- 
quests for  a  Club  for  the  younger  business  women, 
the  women  m  offices  and  stores.  Later  a  drive  was 
conducted  which  brought  the  membership  up  to  85. 
We  federated  with  45  members;  July  1  last,  we 
had  36  members.  We  now  have  45  paid-up  mem- 
bers.

We  have  the 
will  to  live  and  hope,  with  your  insisiratiou  and 
advice,  to  make  a  healthy  growth  and  take  our 
place  with  our  sister  Clubs  who  aie  making  their 
mark  in  the  world. 

We  have  no  initiation  fee.  Cur  dues  are  three 
($3.00)  dollars  a  year,  payable  semi-annually  in 
advance.

International  Golden  Rule  Sunday 
December  7,  1924 


ILLING  to  test  themselves  by  this  golden  measure,  many  thousands  of  people  in  twenty 

countries  will  observe  the  second  International  Golden  Rule  Sunday  on  December  7,  1924. 

It  is  to  be  a  day  for  personal  stock-taking;  a  world-wide  measurement,  each  of  our 

own  lives — of  our  sincerity,  of  our  religion — by  the  Golden  Rule,  the  universal  creed,  the 

common  denominator  of  all  religions. 

On  that  day,  all  who  are  disposed  to  make  a  practical  application  of  the  Golden  Rule 
in  their  own  homes  will  substitute  for  their  usual  Sunday  dinner  the  menu  regularly  given  (when 
funds  permit)    to  the   children   in   the   Near  East   orphan;iges. 

A  COMMUNION   OF  THE  GOLDEN    RULE 

As  the  families  of  twenty  nations  are  gathered  about  their  common  table  in  commemoration 
of  the  Golden  Rule,  they  are  asked  to  make  the  difference  in  cost  between  the  orphanage  meal  and 
the  usual  Sunday  dinner  the  basis  of  a  thank-offering  or  contribution  for  the  purchase  of  food  for 
the  children  in  the  orphanages  of  the  Near  East  Relief,  giving  as  they  would  have  these  children 
give  to  them  were  their  positions  reversed. 

In  some  cases,  with  loyal  and  sincere  friends,  the  actual  difference  in  the  cost  of  the  two 
meals  may  be  the  only  gift  possible.  Then  let  ns  by  our  personal  effort,  help  to  multiply  many 
times,  the  number  of  givers,  so  that  the  aggregate  may  go  far  toward  meeting  the  entire  present 
need  of  Near  East  Relief.  Is  it  not  possible,  however,  that  in  many  homes,  there  may  be  a  suffi- 
cient re-cai^ting  of  expenditures  to  permit  the  family  to  enlarge  and  enrich  the  family  circle  by 
assuming  the  full  support  of  one  of  these  little  children,  not  for  a  day,  but  throughout  the  year? 

THE   CALL  OF   CHILDHOOD 

These  children  are  international  wards.  Their  parents  were  our  allies  in  the  Great  War. 
Many  of  them  were  killed  in  defense  of  the  principle  of  religious  liberty.  They  are  not  only  with- 
out father  or  mother,  but  without  country. 

They  are  as  innocent  of  any  crime  and  are  as  much  entitled  to  daily  food  and  shelter  as  are 
the  children  in  our  own  homes. 

During  the  past  year,  25%  of  the  children,  trained  in  the  industrial  schools  and  on  the  farms 
of  Near  East  Relief,  have  been  placed  in  positions  of  self-support  or  adopted  by  relatives  or  fellow 
countrymen.  Those  remaining,  still  over  40,000,  have  no  relatives  to  provide  support,  and  are  far 
too  young  to  be  thrown  on  their  own  resources. 

They  work  hard  at  their  little  tasks,  even  the  tiniest  of  them,  mending  and  sweeping  and  help- 
ing to  prepare  the  food.  The  older  ones  are  striving  diligently  in  the  sewing  and  rug-weaving  and 
carpenter  and  trades  classes  to  equip  themselves  for  the  moral  and  industrial  leadership  to  which 
they  will  inevitably  be  called  as  they  go  out  into  the  next  generation.

There  will  be  no  abiding  world  peace  until  the  Near  Bast  question  is  solved.  But  in  this  darkest 
spot  of  the  old  world  there  is  latent,  today,  a  new  force — little  children  of  Armenia,  Syria  and 
Greece,  approximately  100,000  of  them,  including  those  still  in  refugee  camps  for  whom  there  is  no 
room  in  the  orphanages,  who,  if  rightly  trained  and  directed,  will  build  a  new  world  on  American 
idoals  of  love  and  unselfish  service  and  on  their  gratitude  for  our  gift  to  them  of  life  and  oppor- 
tunity. 

It  is  a  simple  thing.  Merely  the  eating  of  an  orphanage  meal  on  this  one  day  such  as  the 
orphanage  children  eat  and  are  glad  to  eat  every  day,  and  the  giving  of  a  gift  commensurate 
with  the  Golden  Rule.  Yet,  by  our  observance  of  Golden  Rule  Sunday  we  choose  the  way  our 
own  children  are  to  go.  They  and  these  orphaned  boys  and  girls  of  the  Near  East  are  making  the 
world  of  tomorrow  together.  Our  own  children,  no  matter  how  much  we  may  protect  them,  cannot 
make  it  alone.  The  lives  of  these  other  boys  and  girls  are  very  closely  bound  up  with  our  lives,  for 
what  they  do  and  say  and  think,  the  way  In  which  they  live,  the  things  they  are  taught,  the  hopes 
tliey  cherish,  the  dreams  they  dream  as  they  fall  asleep  each  night,  are  all  helping  to  determine  the 
future  happiness  and  security  of  our  own  boys  and  girls  in  America.

BOOK  REVIEWS 


"The  White  Monkey,"  by  John  Galsworthy, 
published  by  Charles  Scribner  's  Sons,  in  a  continu- 
ation of  fortunes  of  the  '  *  Forsyte  Family, ' '  as 
narrated  in  the  Forsyte  Saga,  which  book  Gals- 
worthy considered  at  the  time  of  writing,  his  best. 
This  story  concerns  itself  mth  a  very  young  and 
modern  offspring  of  the  old  stock,  by  name,  Fleur, 
and  with  her  practical  publisher-husband,  Michael 
Mont.  Michael  and  Fleur  typify  the  younger, 
post-war  generation,  in  which  "Sentiment  is  pish- 
posh,  feeling  is  tosh, ' '  and  so  on.  It  is  a  tri- 
angular story  and  contains  all  of  the  artistic 
merits  and  excellence  in  narrative  work  that  is  al- 
ways Galsworthian. 

Peter  B.  Kyne  has  a  new  novel  out,  ' '  The  En- 
chanted Hill"  (Cosmopolitan).  It  is  said  to  be 
a  ' '  thriller  of  thrillers. ' '  The  title  name  is  a  New 
Mexican  ranch,  its  owner — the  hero  of  the  story — 
is  a  sort  of  Eobin  Hood  fellow  who  expresses  his 
' '  bad  streak ' '  only  that  good  might  come. 

"Patricia  Ellen,"  by  Mary  Wiltshire,  pub- 
lished by  Dodd,  Mead  &  Co.,  is  a  good  "first 
novel. ' '  It  starts  with  Patricia  Ellen  's  girlhood 
in  the  village  of  Avebury,  on  the  Marlborough 
Downs.     It  is  a  story  which  carries  an  appeal. 

George  Barr  McCutcheon  is  the  author  of  ' '  East 
of  the  Setting  Sun,"  Dodd,  Mead  &  Son.  This 
is  a  story  with  a  villain-^the  Bolshevik — and  the 
"Red  Terror"  plays  through  the  book.  The  story 
is  about  a  Princess  Virginia  of  Dawsbergen,  which 
is   near  the   principality   of  Graustark.      It   is  the 


liveliest  sort  of  a  romance,  since  the  princess  fall 
in  love  with  a  plain  Mr.  Yorke. 

' '  My  Brother 's  Face, ' '  by  Dhan  Gopa 
Mukerji,  E.  P.  Button  &  Co.,  is  an  autobiograph 
— a  successor  to  ' '  Caste  and  Outcast ' '  by  thi 
writer.  It  brings  in  the  political  and  social  ur 
rest  of  India — the  massacre  at  Amritsar,  the  sud 
den  appearance  of  the  great  leader,  Gandhi. 

Margaret  Leech  is  the  author  of  ' '  The  Bac 
of  the  Book,"  published  by  Boni  &  Liveright. 

"  Paulus  Fy, "  by  Helen  MuUins  and  Mari 
Gallegher,  Robert  McBride,  N.  Y.,  is  a  stor 
written,  according  to  one  reviewer,  with  "word 
that  sing."

Invest  in  health — not  by  being  fussy  about  diet 
and  drafts,  as  those  who  dwell  upon  health  are 
sometimes  prone  to  be,  but  by  being  temperate  in 
all  things,  refusing  to  let  trifles  disturb  you,  ab- 
staining from  worry  and  culti\atiiig  a  saving 
sense  of  humor.

All  tilings  are  subject  to  change — new 
inventions,  new  methods  of  Inisiness  sometimes 
s'em  to  come  into  existence  over  night,  and  while 
they  may  wipe  out  your  particular  line  of  work,  or 
limit  it  so  that  fewer  workers  are  required,  they 
also  create  new  fields.

We  are  moving  at  a  terrific  pace  nowadaj-s;  just 
Qagine  less  than  thirty  years  ago  Ave  scoffed  at 
le  practicability  of  the  wireless,  yet  today  we 
re  told  it  may  only  be  a  question  of  mouths  when 

will  be  possible  to  transmit  an  entire  printed 
age  by  radio.  We  have  ceased  to  scoff  at  iuven- 
ons  in  the  wholesouled  way  we  used  to;  things 
ive  moved  too  fast  the  last  ten  years;  we  have 


])eeu  rudely  jarred  out  of  some  of  our  "know-it- 
all"  attitude. 

Communication  and  transportation  are  the  two 
greatest  factors  in  the  spread  of  civilization,  and 
look  at  the  speed  at  which  they  are  developing. 
What  is  the  meaning?  What  are  we  facing  in  the 
near  future?  Things  do  not  "just  happen";  there 
is  a  plan  back  of  all  of  it,  a  reason. 

And  are  we  preparing  ourselves  for  these  chang- 
ing times?  You  know  a  change  strikes  the  first 
object  with  a  great  blow,  and  then  goes  on  and  on, 
and  on,  its  force  diminishing  as  it  recedes  into 
the  distance,  but  nevertheless  affecting  everything 
it  contacts.

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CHILD    LABOR   AMENDMENT    RATIFICATION

At  our  Bakersfielil  Convention  in  October,  the 
tifieation  of  the  Child  Labor  amendment  was 
lopted  as  part  of  our  leg^islative  program.  1 
ihesitatingly  state  that  no  more  important  thing 
ill  come  before  the  1925  session  of  the  legislature 
California.  The  enabling  amendment  to  the 
nited  States  Constitution,  reading  as  follows: 

' '  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  limit, 
regulate,  and  prohibit,  the  labor  of  persons 
under  eighteen  years  of  age. 

' '  The  power  of  the  several  States  is  unim- 
paired by  this  article,  except  that  the  opera- 
tion of  State  laws  shall  be  suspended  to  the 
extent  necessary  to  give  effect  to  legislation 
enacted  by  the  Congress. 

11  become  part  of  our  organic  law  when  approved 
'  a  majority  of  the  legislators  of  36  State  legis- 
lures.  Our  California  le'gislature  must  ratify  the 
lendment  promptly  and  unanimously,  for  the  eyes 
the  nation  are  upon  us. 

1920  census  figures  showed  1,060,858  children 
tween  10  and  16  years  of  age  gainfully  em- 
Ot/ed,  not  including  children  under  10  in  this 
umeration.  One  in  every  12  in  the  entire 
untry;  3%  on  the  Pacific  Coast;  17%  in  the 
ist  South  Central  Stites,  comprising  Kentucky, 
al>ama,  Tennessee  and  Mississippi.

j)ations.  the  proportion  of  children  laborers  is  much 
larger  in  the  South;  excepting  agricultural  occupa- 
tions, the  proportion  is  considerably  larger  in  New 
England  and  Ohio,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Michigan, 
Wisconsin,  and  the  Middle  Atlantic  States,  than 
in  the  South;  413,549  of  these  1,060,858  children 
were  engaged  gainfullj'  in  mechanical  or  other  non- 
agricultural  occupations,  647,309  in  agriculture. 
Of  the  non-agricultural  occupations,  cotton  mills, 
and  other  te.xtile  mills,  iron  and  steel  mills,  cloth- 
ing factories  and  sweatshops,  lumber  mills  and 
furniture  factories,  shoe  factories,  coal  mines, 
servants  and  waiters,  office  and  store  employes  and 
cleiks,  newsboys,  and  miscellaneous  occupations, 
were  listed. 

The  arguments  against  the  amendment  arise 
from  a  propaganda  of  fear.  Congress  has  never 
attempted,  nor  has  any  State,  ever  to  regulate  farm 
work  or  domestic  work  by  children  in  their  own 
homes.  Also,  Congress,  in  the  two  laws  it  passed, 
excepted  of/ricultnral  and  domestic  labor  from  the 
control  of  its  laws.  Congress  has  no  intention  of 
including  tliem  now.  However,  the  need  in  the 
future  may  arise  for  Congressional  regulation  of 
certain  industrial  types  of  agriculture,  such  a<» 
truck  gardening,  where  conditions  approximate 
those  in  factories,  with  very  long  hours  and  dan- 
gerous living  conditions,  and  no  school  attendance. 
But  at  its  worst,  such  employment  is  seasonal  and 
less  objectionable  than  employment  in  mines  and

REGULATION 

From  time  immemorial,  man,  to  insure  his  selfish 
gains,  has  endeavored  to  stay  the  march  of  progress 
by  the  matter  of  regulation.  Nowadays  regula- 
tion is  still  attempted,  but  without  the  horrible 
penalties  so  frequently  invoked  to  protect  the 
world's  first  industries.  But  no  matter  how  fear- 
ful the  penalty  or  far  reaching  the  law,  it  has  al- 
ways been  unavailing.  Industrial  prosperity 
CANNOT  be  secured  or  insured  by  human  laws, 
because  economic  law  is  inexorable  and  sweeps 
everything  before  it.  The  ladies  used  to  worry 
our  forefathers  also  because  they  were  the  boldest 
fighters  against  regulation  when  it  affected  any- 
thing they  were  particularly  interested  in,  such  as 
dress.  The  Nation 's  Business  quotes  from  a 
pamphlet  published  in  1728  in  which  the  ladies  are 
i)lamed  for  their  ungovernable  passion  for  fashion, 
the  writer  stating  that  he  despaired  of  reform  be- 
cause they  were  claiming  English  liberties  as  well 
as  the  men,  and  insisting  upon  expecting  to  do 
what  they  pleased  and  dress  as  they  pleased.  It  was 
the  ladies  after  all  who  won  this  particular  fight, 
and  forced  England  to  manufacture  a  fabric  en- 
tirely of  cotton.

factories.  The  States  are  turning  their  attention 
to  enforcing  education  in  such  locations,  but  Con- 
gress did  not  touch  them  in  previous  laws,  and  has 
no  intention  now  of  reaching  them.  Manufacturers 
and  mill  and  mine  workers  are  using  the  agricul- 
ture argument  to  cloud  the  minds  of  the  people. 

ALSO,  Congress,  under  this  enabling  act,  will 
have  no  more  power  than  every  State  legislature 
now  has — is  Congress  more  dangerous  and  less  in- 
telligent than  our  State  legislatures? 

State  protection  has  failed.  It  cannot  protect 
a  regulated  State  from  interstate  competition  with 
manufacturers  who  employ  child  labor  at  low  wage 
and  low  standards.  Only  18  States  measure  up 
to  the  conservative  standards  of  previous  Federal 
child  labor  laws;  9  States  have  no  law  prohibiting 
children  under  14  from  working  in  factories  and 
stores;  23  States  with  a  14-year  mininunn  age 
limit  have  weakened  their  laws  by  exemptions;  35 
States  allow  children  to  work  icithout  a  common- 
school  education ;  19  States  do  not  make  physical 
fitness  for  work  a  condition  of  employment;  11 
States  allow  children  between  14  and  16  to  work 
from  9  to  11  hours  a  day;  one  State  does  not  reg- 
ulate daily  hours  of  labor  of  children  in  any  way ; 
4  States  do  .not  protect  children  under  16  from 
night  work. 

The  amendment  does  not  take  away  any  State's 
right  to  regulate  or  prohibit  child  labor;  it  allows 
Congress  to  establish  a  minimum  standard  of  pro- 
tection. 

Child  labor  is  defined  as  the  working  of  children 
at  unfit  ages,  for  unreasonable  hours,  or  under  un- 
healthful  conditions;  their  employment  under  un- 
fair or  improper  conditions  is  AN  ECONOMIC 
WASTE,  A  SOCIAL  CRIME,  AND  A  POLITL 
CAL  MENACE,  and  of  far  reaching  consequences 
to  the  generations  to  come.

BOOKS 


This  writer  would  like  to  offer  several  sugges- 
tions for  reading  for  1925.  One  is,  read  some  late 
book  of  etiquette.  There  are  a  fair  number  wliich 
liave  been  issued  within  the  last  twelve  months. 
Two  volumes,  one  I  am  reading,  is  by  Lillian 
Kichier,  published  by  Nelson  Doubleday,  Inc. 
There  is  one  which  is  written  by  Emily  Holt  (I 
am  quite  certain  of  the  name),  who  was  for  many 
years  Secretary  to  "the  first  lady  of  the  land''  at 
Washington,  I).  C. 

The  main  reason  for  this  first  suggestion  is,  that 
in  reading  about  an  admirable  quality — one  that 
all  may  attain — it  more  often  than  not  gives  one 
a  feeling  of  desiring  that  quality.  Now,  the  main 
quality  which  runs  through  the  pages  of  a  book 
of  etiquette,  is  that  of  courtesy.  Courtesy,  of  the 
right  or  the  correct  sort,  must  be  imbued  with 
kindliness;  kindliness  with  consideration  for  one's 
fellow  creatures;  consideration  begets  thoughtful- 
ness;  the  last  named  quality  savors  the  best  way 
of  pleasing;  pleasing,  giaciousness — and  so  on  ad 
infinitum. 

In  giving  out  the  above  suggestion  which  has 
to  do  with  the  amenities  of  life,  we  are  reminded 
that  nmdern  science  is  advancing  us  to  the  point 
where  we  are  fast  coming  to  know  that  our  con- 
cern is  not  only  for  our  own  personal  life — or 
lives — but  of  life  as  a  whole,  and  the  most  bril- 
liant book  in  this  line  which  has  jirobably  been 
written  within  the  past  year  is  entitled,  "The 
New  Decalogue  of  Science,"  published  by  Bobbs- 
Merrill  C!o.,  Indianapolis.  The  author  of  the  book 
is  Albert  Edward  Wiggam.  It  is  not  possible  to 
give  adequate  praise  in  a  line  or  two  of  inadequate 
words.  But  it  is  sjilendid  reading,  full  of  com- 
mon sense,  and  told  with  wit  and  humor.  To 
many  it  is  nu)re  fascinating  than  a  fairy  tale.     It 


was  one  of  the  good  things  that  came  to  our  house 
at  Christmas. 

Another  suggestion  for  1925  the  writer  would 
like  to  make  (this  in  no  way  to  himler  our  fine 
Circulating  Library:  "  A-Y-E-R-S"),  dig  into 
some  of  the  old  writers  now  and  again.  Believe 
me,  they  are  refreshing!  Who  creates  such  char- 
acters today  as  "Pickwick,"  "Dick  Swiveller 
"Mrs.  Jarley,"  "Oliver  Twist,"  "  Squeers, " 
"Micauber, "  "Uriah  Heep, "  all  of  Charles 
Dickens?  Where  can  you  find  a  modern  "Becky 
Sharp,  "  a  "  Henry  Esmond,  "  a  "  Pendennis, ' 
such  as  Thackeray  has  created?  These  in  Eng 
lish,  not  counting  the  long  list  of  French  writers 
Avhose  characters  are  living  once  again  through 
the  eye  of  the  camera,  and  are  given  in  screen 
reviews. 

Now,  for  today  again :  I  have  had  sent  me,  by 
one  Avho  is  interested,  a  brief  criticism  quoted 
from  the  Christian  Science  MonUor  on  a  neM- 
novel  written  by  Ethel  Sedgwick,  "Laura."  The

To  work  together — presumably  for  a  good  pur- 
ose,  although  it  would  still  be  co-operation  were 
he  purpose  questionable.  Have  you  ever  noticed 
ow  some  words  are  what  yon  might  term  friendly 
■ords;  we  do  not  expect  to  use  them  e.xcept  in  a 
riendly  way,  and  co-operation  is  one  of  tliem. 

To  make  a  success  of  anything  requires  co- 
peration.  You  are  not  successful  by  yourself, 
or  for  that  matter,  is  an  individual  wholly  re- 
Donsible  for  his  failure.  So  many  things,  insig- 
ificant  things  many  times,  determine  our  course. 
iQ  many  little  things  we  do  are  like  seeds  planted 
)  be  harvested  later,  and  sometimes  we  are  rather 
arprised  at  the  crop,  and  inclined  to  think  that 
e  planted  same  from  a  Congressional  packet,  but 
;  is  merely  that  we  planted  unthinkingly. 

Mark  Twain  wrote  a  story,  which  was  not  pub- 
shed  until  after  his  death,  in  which  he  tried  to 
Qow  that  as  we  travel  through  life  we  have  at 
requeut  times  the  choice  of  two  roads,  but  which- 
i^er  we  choose,  and  it  is  usually  chosen  unthink- 
igly,  the  path  is  definite,  and  there  is  no  escaping 
le  consequence. 

Therefore,  it  is  a  good  plan  to  co-operate  wisely 
-work  with  the  world  as  you  travel,  not  against 
— and  you  will  find  the  way  not  only  easier  but 
luch  pleasanter  as  you  get  further  along  in  life. 

Yet,  do  not  travel  with  the  mob,  presence  your 
idividuality,  both  in  thought  and  action.     In  the 


book  referred  to  above.  Mark  Twain  dwelt  at 
length  on  the  mob  spirit,  holding  up  to  ridicule 
human  nature  for  its  folly  in  joining  the  cry  of 
the  pack,  and  senselessly  following  even  when  they 
knew  that  to  do  so  was  evil.  He  designated  it  as 
lack  of  moral  sense,  but  I  would  call  it  lack  of 
moral  courage. 

We  do  like  the  beaten  path;  we  feel  that  it  has 
been  tested  out  and  whoever  journeyed  that  way 
arrived  safely  at  destination.  Our  liking  in  this 
respect  has  made  the  world  's  highways  and  deter- 
mined the  location  of   its  great  cities. 

But  if  we  all  cling  to  the  beaten  paths  we  will 
get  nowhere  except  as  we  are  forced  off  the  road 
by  pressure  of  numbers. 

Fortunately,  there  are  always  some  not  so  timid, 
or,  perhaps,  blessed  with  such  inquisitiveness  as  to 
find  it  impossible  to  refrain  from  exploring  the 
unknown — these  break  new  paths  for  the  mob  to 
follow. 

And  the  mob  itself  will  be  whatever  its  leader 
may  be — if  kind,  it  will  act  kindly;  if  stupid  and 
cruel,  the  mob  will  be  cruel. 

Therefore,  if  you  cannot  lead,  choose  for  a 
leader  one  who  will  lead  wisely,  and  co-operate 
with  this  leader;  in  this  way  you  also  lead,  un- 
consciously— and  the  leader — he  becomes  a  great 
leader  because  of  this  co-operation. 

Life  is  a  sort  of  House  That  Jack  Built,  each 
part  hinges  upon  the  other,  and  it  survives  the 
storms  that  beat  upon  it  only  so  long  as  all  cling 
together.

Willi'hrandt,  Assistant  Attorney-GtMiorai,  who 
was  slated  for  the  Federal  .Iud>'esliip  vacancy 
in  the  Northern  District  of  California,  has 
lieen  eliminated  from  the  contest,  Senator 
Sliortridi/r,  of  California,  asserted  today. 

Since  the  announcement  that  the  President 
had  under  advisement  the  selection  of  Mrs. 
Wiliebrandt,  strong  protests  have  been  tiled 
at  the  White  House  by  leading  citizens  of 
California. 

While  attributing  to  Mrs.  Wiliebrandt  high 
mental  attainments  and  paying  her  many  com- 
pliments for  lier  high  character  and  strict  in- 
tegrity, the  President  is  being  told  by  pro- 
testants  that  to  a])point  her  to  a  Federal 
duilgeship  might  lead  to  much  dissatisfaction. 
Because  of  the  activities  of  Mrs.  Wille- 
lirandt  in  the  prosecution  of  violations  of  the 
Volstead  Act,  many  prominent  peoj)le  in  Cali- 
fornia have  informed  the  President,  her  eleva- 
tion to  a  Judgeship  at  this  time  would  l)e  un- 
wise and  unpolitic. 

Perhaps  we  do  not  understand  the  English 
inguage,  but  it  would  appear  to  us  from  the  word- 
ng  of  the  above  that  the  President  is  adviseil  it 
.•ould  be  unwise  and  unpolitic  to  elevate  Mrs. 
V'illebrandt  to  the  Judgeship  because  she  has  so 
lainly  demonstrated  her  understanding  that  an 
ath  of  otfice  is  something  to  be  fulfilled — in  other 
■ords,  that  when  sworn  in  to  enforce  the  law,  she 
•ill  use  every  eflt"ort  at  her  command  to  enforce 
If  we  are  correct  in  this  understanding,  then 
iiere  is  little  need  to  seek  the  cause  of  prevalence 
md  jirofitableness  of  crime.  If  a  person  is  to  be 
Dndemned  because  of  enforcement  of  the  law,  then 
inforcement  of  the  law  must  of  necessity  become 
uipopular  and  crime  a  licensed  profession. 
And,  furthermore,  is  not  the  implication  this 
em  conveys  rather  a  reflection  upon  the  emineut 
■entlemcn  mentioned  for  the  position?  Is  it  not 
iibject  to  the  construction  that  they  have  not 
ntagonized  by  their  stern  devotion  to  duty, 
lerefore  their  appointment  would  be  Avise  and 
olitic? 

Truly  the  ways  of  politics  are  past  all  reason- 
ig  when  it  is  intimated  that  public  favor  must  be 
urchased  at  a  sacrifice  of  public  trust.  But  then, 
3  we  stated  at  the  outset,  perhaps  we  do  not  un- 
erstand  the  English  language.

those  which  can  be  satisfied  with  a  good  con- 
science. ' ' 

' '  Entranced, ' '  by  Grace  Flandrau,  Harcourt, 
Brace  &  Co.,  New  York.  The  story  is  of  one,  Rita, 
and  of  another,  Dick.  A  story  of  ' '  breaking ' '  into 
St.  Paul  society,  which  involves  high  finance  and 
heavy  losses.  A  story  where  the  man  is  the  one 
entranced  with  himself  this  time,  and  not  the 
woman. 

"La  Roux, "  by  Johnston  Abbott,  Maxmillian, 
is  the  story  of  the  "New  France"  back  in  1641 — 
four  centuries  ago.  This  is  a  story  with  an  histori- 
cal background.  It  contains  a  hero,  a  heroine, 
and,  what  has  become  obsolete  in  our  modern  life, 
a  full-fledged  fiendish  villian — (villyan)  the 
])arenthesis  is  my  own.  One  critic  from  a  well- 
known  New  York  review,  says  of  this  book:  "It 
is  all  about  as  exciting  as  a  demonstration  of  a 
proposition  in  Euclid."  Evidently  in  this  case  the 
story  must  depend  upon  the  aptness  of  the  reader 's 
mind  to  become  excited. 

"Smoking    Flax,"     by    Robert    Stead,    Doran. 


Hasn't  this  novel  been  presented  to  the  public 
very  lately  in  a  movie  picture?  I  think  so.  At 
any  rate,  it  is  a  late  book,  the  story  of  which  is  a 
simple  tale  of  Canadian  prairies,  a  search  for 
health — romance  and  adventure. 

"So  Much  Velvet,"  by  F.  P.  A.,  issued  by 
Doubleday,  Page  &  Co.,  is  among  a  small  number 
of  books,  another  being,  ' '  Stacey, ' '  by  Alexander 
Black  (Bobbs-Merrill),  as  being  a  good  "ration 
for  week-end  readings." 

Do  you  know  that  "Wuthering  Heights"  is 
probably  the  most  widely  read  of  all  the  Brontes' 
novels?  Also  do  you  know  that  this  novel  is,  or  has 
been  up  to  a  few  years  ago,  if  not  now,  consid- 
ered tlie  greatest  novel — English  novel — written? 
Anne,  the  author  of  "Wuthering  Heights,"  is 
contended  to  be  the  greatest  of  the  sisters.  It  was 
Charlotte  Bronte  who  wrote  "Jane  Eyi-e. "  The 
three  sisters  were,  Charlotte,  Emily  Jane,  and 
Anne.  Each  of  these  women  were  poets.  The 
complete  poems  of  each  sister — complete  in  sep- 
arate editions — have  lately  been  published  by 
George  H.  Doran  Co.,  New"  York,  and  are  now 
being  reviewed  in  various  ' '  book  review ' '  columns. 

Of  the  three  sisters,  it  is  Emily  that  really  sings 
in  her  poetry.  The  gift  of  melody  is  hers;  she 
is  like  our  own  Emily  Dickinson;  hers  is  the  sing- 
ing voice: 

The  linnet  in  the  rocky  dells, 

The  moor-lark  in  the  air, 
The  bee  among  the  heather  bells. 

That  hide  my  lady  fair; 

The  wild  deer  browse  above  her  breast. 
The  wild  birds  raise  their  brood; 

And  they  her  smiles  of  love  caressed, 
Have  left  her  solitude.

William  Archer,  whose  death  took  place  in  Lon- 
flon  on  December  27,  was  not  only  one  of  the  fore- 
most British  dramatic  critics,  but  was  a  trans- 
lator and  editor  of  Ibsen 's  writings.  Mr.  Archer 
made  several  trips  to  America,  during  the  last  ^of 
which  he  wrote  a  series  of  articles  for  a  metropoli- 
tan daily. 

* '  The  Blue  Tiger, ' '  a  story  written  by  Harry 
R.  Caldwell,  from  the  Abingtou  Press,  is  one  of 
strong  characters  in  the  masculine  gender.  The 
writer  is  from  the  mountains  of  Tennessee.  He 
was  a  missionary  in  the  Fukien  province  of  China, 
which  is  infested  with  man-eating  tigers,  and  is 
overrun  by  hordes  of  bandits  and  soldiery.  It  is 
in  this  connection  that  Mr.  Caldwell  has  come  to 
know  and  to  understand  something  of  the  courage 
and  the  human  prowess  of  ' '  he  men, ' '  for  he  him- 
self is  said  to  be  one  of  them. 

' '  The  Enchanted  Wanderer ' '  is  by  Nicolai 
Lydeskov,  translated  by  A.  G.  Paschoff.  This 
story  concerns  itself  with  a  man  doomed  to  wander 
for  years  and  to  "perish"  many  times  for  hav- 
ing unintentionally  slain  an  old  monk.  As  the 
plot  unfolds,  much  valuable  insight  is  shown  into 
the  workings  of  the  Russian  mind  with  its  weird 
superstitions,  its  odd  imaginings,  its  childlike 
simplicity  and  kindliness. 

The  "Best  Hhort  Stories  of  the  Year," — mean- 
ing American  short  stories, — is  edited  by  Edward 
J.  O'Brien,  published  by  Small,  Maynard. 

"The  Red  Lacquer  Case"  is  a  new  story  writ- 
ten by  Patricia  Wentworth.  Zane  Grey  has  a 
new  story  out  entitled  ' '  The  Thundering  Herd, ' ' 
published  by  Harpers. 

Sir  James  Barrie,  always  very  reluctant  to  speak 
of  himself,  very  recently  disclosed  the  news  that 
he  had  torn  up  his  first  novel,  which   was  unpub- 


lished. This  story,  he  said,  was  "a  very  cynical 
work,  entitled  'A  Child  of  Nature' — she  was  not 
really  that  kind. ' '  It  was  a  long  story — one  hun- 
dred thousand  words. 

' '  Anatole  France  en  Pantoufles ' '  is  the  story  of 
the  great  writer  in  his  * '  slippers.  "  It  is  a  volume 
by  Jean- Jacques  Brousson,  who  for  ten  years  held 
tile  post  of  secretary  to  "the  greatest  of  the 
P^rench  writers  of  his  time. ' ' 

' '  Stacey, ' '  by  Alexander  Black,  of  which  note 
has  already  been  made  on  this  page,  is  said  to 
very  nearly  approach  being  a  "big  novel."  The 
central  figure  of  this  novel  is  a  young  man  from 
the  West,  a  recent  arrival  in  New  York,  who  in- 
tends to  carve  for  himself  a  career  in  business.

Mr.  Black's  sense  for  character  is  well  defined, 
and  his  craftsmanship  is  strengthened  by  a  fine 
discrimination  in  the  handling  of  his  words. 

Bernhard  Kellermann  has  a  new  novel  just  pub- 
lished by  McBride,  which  is  a  story  of  the  German 
revolution.  The  name  of  this  novel  is  "The  Ninth 
of  November. ' ' 

Among  the  most  famous  of  all  limericks  is  the 
one  so  often  quoted  by  the  late  Woodrow  Wilson, 
and  has  been  supposed  to  have  been  written  by  the 
great  "War  President."  But  it  now  appears  as 
written  by  Anthony  Euwer,  and  is  among  his 
' '  Rhymes  of  Our  Valley. ' '

There  are  others  more  handsome  by  fai;

Tlio  Log^islature  made  an  ajiprdpriation  for  an 
(histrial  Farm  for  Women  in  1919  of  $150,000. 
hon  the  Lejj^islature  convened  in  1921  the  Tins- 
ps  liad  pnrchased  the  site  of  (i47  acres  with  a 
iUling  already  erected,  at  Sonoma,  California. 
Ont  of  this  appropriation  a  $25,000  hospital  was 
ilt,  and  many  other  things  done. 
This  Farm  has  been  (dosed  since  192:5,  dne  to  the 
';k  of  fnnds. 

IThere  is  a  great  neeil  for  tiie  Farm.  Owing  to 
■■  neglect  of  such  an  institution,  the  insane 
y^lums  and  the  homes  for  the  feeble-minded  aie 
ed  to  overflowing. 

Police  Captain  Matheson.  of  San  Francisco, 
id:  "The  Farm  is  a  preventive."  Those  who 
'uld  close  it  on  the  score  of  economy  fail  to  take 
o  consideration  the  institutional  cost  of  insane 
r'lnnis,  homes  for  the  feeble-minded,  hospital 
■e  for  drug  addicts,  and  penal  and  reformatory 
ablishments,  whose  population  is  enormously  in- 
•asing  from  this  delinquent  class  of  women. 
Many  doctors  tell  us  that  syphilitic  and  alco- 
lic  parents  are  the  great  producers  of  imbecile 
Idren.  Drug  addicts  produce  children  whose 
nds  are  not  normal,  and  who,  under  the  stress 
city  life,  soon  give  waj-  to  join  the  ranks  of 
■!  feeble-minded. 

A.11  forms  of  punishment  are  worthless  unles'; 
'y  change  the  mental  viewpoint  of  the  punished. 
k\  the  Industrial  Farm  the  inmates  were  given 
!  first  opportunity,  which  many  of  them  had 
'er   had,    to   engage   in   useful,   helpful    occupa- 


tions. Let  us  start  NOW  to  care  for  the  CAUSF 
in  the  spread  of  disease — therefore,  the  State  will 
have  fewer  blind,  insane  and  feeble-minded  to  care 
for. 

This  is  onr  pro1)lem;  we  cannot  afford  to  ignore 
it. 

Our  Federation,  at  its  Bakevsfield  Convention, 
placed  this  Sonoma  Industrial  Farm  on  its  legis 
iative  program  for  1925.  During  this  recess  of 
the  Legislative  session,  and  for  the  next  few  weeks, 
make  it  YOUR  BUSINESS  to  interview  your  State 
Senator  and  Assemblyman,  in  person  or  by  letter, 
and  let  them  know  that  you  are  supporting  this 
Industrial  Farm  for  Women. 

A  bill  has  been  introduced  through  the  efforts 
of  our  Joint  Legislative  Committee  of  State  or- 
ganizations this  session  ajipropriating  $150,000  U> 
the  Farm,  $100,000  for  a  housing  building  and 
manual  training  building,  and  $50,000  for  main- 
tenance for  the  two  years,  1925-1926.  It  is  As- 
semblv  Bill  No.  777,  introduced  by  Assemblyman 
Weller.

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CHILD  LABOR 

Z.  Clements 

The  question  of  labor  is  an  economic  one,  and  it 
is  national  and  international,  but  not  local,  -ivhcre 
industry  is  concerned.  Consequently  we  have  been 
rather  amused  at  the  "State's  rights"  arguments 
so  quickly  brought  forth  from  the  propaganda 
closet,  dusted  off  and  displayed  in  bold  type  on 
many  an  editorial  page  in  connection  with  the 
Child  Labor  Amendment. 

It  is  said  at  this  writing  that  sufficient  States 
have  voted  against  the  amendment  to  defeat  it. 
The  writer  is  not  surprised ;  battles  with  greed  are 
never  easily  won.  The  only  surprising  thing  about 
it  is  that  business  should  be  so  gullible  as  to  work 
against  their  own  interests  and  ignore  this  oppor- 
tunity to  stabilize  one  branch  of  cheap  labor,  for 
it  is  business,  industrial  and  agricultural,  that  has 
•  lefeated  the  amendment. 

Child  labor  is  cheap  labor  in  one  sense,  but 
costly  in  another,  for  cheap  things  are  always 
costly,  and  particularly  cheap  labor,  although  in- 
dustry is  slow  to  learn  this  lesson.  We  can  leave 
the  matter  of  humanity  out  of  it  entirely  in  dis- 
cussing the  necessity  for  a  national  law,  because 
a  condition  that  permits  each  State  to  regulate, 
lialf  regulate,  or  not  regulate  child  labor,  or  cheap 
labor,  creates  a  difficult  competitive  condition. 

You  will  note  theie  is  very  little  ditficulty  in 
jiassing  individual  legislation  to  keep  out  cheap 
Oriental  labor,  but  when  it  comes  to  protecting  the 
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children  it  is  quite  another  matter.  The  trouble 
arises  from  the  fact  that  not  only  do  some  em 
ployers  have  the  mistaken  idea  that  the  labor  of 
children  is  desirable  because  of  its  cheapness,  but 
there  are  the  parents  who  often  live  entirely  upon 
the  earnings  of  their  children,  or  in  any  event,  find 
the  burden  of  support  lightened  by  the  pittance 
earned  through  childish  effort.  So  you  have  not 
only  the  greed  of  the  employer  but  that  of  the 
guardian  to  contend  with  in  this  battle  for  the 
protection  of  the  children. 

The  ' '  antis, ' '  to  support  their  case,  cite  many 
instances  of  men  and  women  who,  despite  the  drain 
of  childish  labor,  attained  high  places  in  the  world. 
But  these  are  exceptions,  not  the  rule,  and  they 
are  not  the  offsprings  of  drudgery;  they  are  of  the 
stock  that  the  spur  of  necessity  drives  to  greater 
effort ;  children  of  vision  and  ambition.  They  are 
not  in  any  sense  an  argument  for  the  perpetuatioq 
of  child  labor. 

The  menace  to  civilization  lies  in  the  stunted 
bodies  and  dulled  minds  of  the  coming  generat.on 
— those  who  toil  unceasingly  and  unthinkingly,  and 
whose  enfeebled  bodies  in  time  produce  other  weak- 
lings. It  is  a  matter  of  pay,  pay,  pay,  and  nature 
never  fails  to  collect ;  for  this  reason  we  can 
safely  say  there  will  be  nothing  more  costly  to 
humanity  than  the  perpetuation  of  child  labor. 

FLAPPERS  WOULD  BE  PANCAKE 
FLIPPERS 

The  much  discussed  flaj>i>er  is  actually  showing 
more  interest  in  the  kitchen  than  in  the  cabarety 
and  enjoys  the  frying  pan  even  more  than  the 
rouge  pot.  This  is  the  inference  which  may  be 
drawn  from  the  recent  report  of  the  United  States 
Bureau  of  Education,  which  says  that  the  increase 
of  student  enrollment  in  home  economics  exceeds 
that  of  any  other  subject  in  the  curriculum.  } 

This  ambition  on  the  part  of  American  girls  to 
learn  more  about  the  scientific  management  of  their 
homes  in  reflected  in  the  great  number  of  home 
service  departments  with  their  lectures,  cooking 
classes  and  radio  talks  which  have  been  installed 
during  the  past  year  by  the  gas  companies  of  the 
United  States. 

Nearly  8,000  high  schools  in  this  country  now 
give  courses  in  domestic  science,  with  a  total  en- 
rollment of  about  400,000  girls  and  3,000  boys. 
This  compares  with  only  1,350  schools  ten  years 
ago.  The  enrollment  of  girls  taking  these  courses 
in  Grades  5,  6,  7  and  8  of  the  elementary  schools 
approximates  3,700,000.  This  means  that  there 
are  well  over  4,100,000  children  of  school  age  learn 
ing  how  to  cook  and  keep  house  according  to 
the  most  modern  principles.

It  contains  two 
American  soldiers  of  fortune  who  stand  out  rather 
remarkably.  A  story  with  three  heroes  of  prac- 
tically the  same  importance,  and  ladies  given 
' '  standing  room  ' '  only. 

"The  Passing  of  Charles  Lanson,''  by  Louis 
Tracy,  published  by  Edward  J.  Clode,  Inc.,  is  the 
story  of  an  international  financier  whose  trans- 
actions involve  no  sum  less  than  six  figures.  He 
lives  in  an  ancient  castle  in  Englaml,  which  has 
been  remodeled,  which  contains  150  rooms,  and 
upward  of  that  same  number  of  retainers.

It  contains  a  venerable  mansion,  a  butler  in  the 
service  fifty  years;  a  family  lawyer;  a  majestic 
dowager,  et  aJ.     It  is  a  good  mystery  tale. 

"Blue  Water,"  by  Frederick  William  Wallace, 
]mblished  by  George  Sully  &  Co.,  is  a  story  told  of 
fisher  folk  in  a  fishing  village  on  the  Bay  of  Fundy. 
For  those  who  like  the  sea  and  stories  about  tho 
sea,  this  book  is  one  which  should  not  be  allowed  1 
to  go  unread. 

"The  Bellamy  Case,"  James  Hay,  Jr.,  is  con- 
cerned with  the  "new  woman"  who  has  found  a 
secure  footing  in  the  legislatures  in  Great  Britain 
— to  the  British  Parliament.  This  political  lady 
has  the  center  of  the  stage  as  the  heroine  of  the 
detective-mystery  yarn.

But  also 
omething  of  value  is  being  absorbed;  you  will 
'Ote  an  improvement  in  spelling,  and  a  quickening 
f  intelligence. 

Words!  Messengers  of  the  soul,  revealing  the 
itensity  of  feeling  back  of  the  spoken  word.  It 
»  then  they  are  truly  alive.  They  can  be  musical. 
Duching  a  responsive  chord  that  makes  them 
airly  sing  their  joyous  message,  or  awakening  the 
3ul  to  the  majesty  and  dignity  that  sounds 
irough  the  message  of  a  righteous  cause. 

They  can  alarm  as  they  express  the  fear  and 
jrror  of  known  and  unknown  evils,  or  warn  of 
npending  danger. 

They  can  disarm  criticism  by  fulsome  praise  and 
uU  the  senses  by  flattery.  Two  weapons  that 
lould  always  be  viewed  with  suspicion — they  are 
3rbal  smoke  screens. 

They  can  hurt  cruelly  when  barbed  with  thought- 
'Ss  criticism,  and  wound  deeply  when  dipped  in 
le  poison  of  senseless  bitterness. 


Scars  they  leave,  which  cannot  be  effaced,  when 
angrily  hurled  forth  as  a  vent  to  wounded  feelings; 
smiles  they  bring  when  timidly  they  seek  to  shield 
from  harm  without  appearing  to  do  so. 

Poison  they  brew  when  born  of  malicious  gossip, 
and  frightful  the  destruction  in  their  wake  when 
jealousy  speeds  them  to  their  target. 

Many  years  ago  Tudor  Jenks  wrote  one  of  his 
delightful  fairy  stories  on  "words,"  describing  at 
length  how  the  poor  but  honest  hero  arose  to  power, 
station  and  great  wealth  by  a  matter  of  words.  As 
a  reward  for  service  rendered,  he  asked  the  king  to 
let  him  come  once  a  day  and  whisper  in  his  ear, 
and  this  is  what  he  whispered:  "Words,  words, 
nothing  but  M'ords;  if  they  be  good,  they  are  good; 
if  they  be  evil,  they  are  evil."  But,  as  he  left  the 
king  he  looked  fixedly  at  the  prime  minister,  ami 
each  day  he  bent  his  gaze  upon  a  different  member 
of  the  court.  The  combination  of  whisper  and 
look  was  too  much  for  the  court  and  each  rendered 
homage  and  contribution  to  the  youth  in  proportion 
to  the  activity  of  his  conscience. 

W^ords,  be  they  wise  or  otherwise,  are  like  seeds 
dropped  heedlessly  to  be  sowed  by  the  hurrying 
wind ;  they  reappear  in  odd  places  and  bear  strange 
fruit.

The  following  editorial  comment  from  the 
Nation's  Business  of  February,  1925,  carries  a 
message  that  it  would  be  very  well  for  many  in 
business  to  consider,  particularly  employees  who 
upon  entering  new  employment  are  inclined  to 
start  in  criticising  the  methods  of  doing  business 
without  trying  them  out  first  and  making  sure  that 
they  are  as  useless  as  they  would  appear  to  be: 

"An  article  in  the  September  issue  said  that 
blue  stripes  in  U.  S.  mail  bags  were  to  be  done 
away  with  at  a  considerable  saving,  and  went  on 
to  (iiscuss  the  useless  things  that  get  embedded  in 
liusiness  houses.  In  far-away  Brazil  the  article 
luoused  a  sympathetic  but  slightly  indignant  re- 
sponse. Homer  Brett,  of  our  consular  service, 
writes  us  from  Bahia : 

"  'I  feel  that  your  editorial  on  "Blue  Stripes 
in  Business"  in  the  September  issue  calls  for  com- 
ment. 

"  '  In  the  harljor  of  a  South  American  port  I 
have  had  the  sails  stripped  from  a  coasting 
schooner  merely  l)ecause  these  blue  stripes  showed 
that  they  were  made  of  American  mail  bags,  and 
first  ami  last  I  have  had  the  pannier  covers  taken 


off  more  than  a  hundred  pack-burros  for  the  same' 
reason.  Other  American  consuls  in  other  places 
did  the  same  under  orders  issued  after  it  was  real- 
ized that  hundreds  of  thousands  of  American  mail 
bags  were  in  illegitimate  use  abroad,  and  the 
traffic  was  broken  up. 

' '  '  Mail  bags  do  not  always  remain  in  the  care 
of  postal  employes,  but  must  go  into  publishing 
oflices,  industrial  plants  and  many  other  places. 
They  are  made  of  the  finest  canvas  obtainable, 
useful  to  many  persons  for  many  purposes.  The 
blue  stripe  is  a  conspicuous  and  indelible  mark  of 
government  ownership;  and  if  it  costs  $20,000  a 
year  to  put  it  in,  it  will  cost  many  times  that  sum 
to  leave  it  out.  The  "investigation  of  the  obvi- 
ous ' '  was  not  carried  very  far  in  this  case. 

' '  '  When  I  left  the  Railway  Mail  Service  sixteen 
years,  and  not  generations,  ago,  red  stripes  for  mail 
bags  were  not  a  tradition  but  an  actual  and  essen 
tial  fact.  I  believe  that  they  are  so  still.  There 
are  many  millions  of  bright  young  men  in  the 
world  today  very  eager  to  abolish  on  the  spur  of 
the  moment  many  things  which  were  established  by 
jierhaps  equally  intelligent  men  upon  just  and  due 
consideration. '  ' '

Man  has  always  been  considered  a  reasoning 
nimal,  but  he  will  lose  this  distinction  if  he 
oesn  't  give  that  faculty  a  little  more  exercise. 
t  is  not  nearly  so  easy  to  appeal  to  his  reason 
?  to  appeal  to  his  prejudices;  he  is  much  more 
iterested  in  justifying  his  own  prophecies  than  in 
arning  of  the  success  of  a  measure  he  opposed, 
J  matter  if  great  good  follow  in  its  train. 

Our  progress  is  limited  by  our  vision,  our  vision 

limited  by  our  personal  experience.    Bather  than 

edit  the  intelligence  of  some  one  whose  vision  is 
ir  beyond  our  conception,  we  will  fall  back  upon 
ir  prejudices  and  decline  to  exercise  the  reason- 

g  iiower  we  are  supposed  to  possess. 


^Ve  are  still  fond  of  saying,  * '  It  can 't  be 
done  " ;  we  have  not  yet  grasped  the  idea  that  the 
mind  conceives,  and  what  it  conceives  is  sure  of 
ultimate  fulfillment. 

\Ve  judge  others  by  ourselves,  not  intentionally, 
but  because  we  are  limited  by  our  personal  knowl- 
edge; that  is  why  we  have  so  many  different  ideas 
of  God;  He  represents  each  individual's  idea  of 
supreme  power. 

It  is  surprising  how  jnany  have  eyes,  yet  cannot 
see;  how  many  have  ears,  but  do  not  hear;  at 
least  their  actions  indicate  that  they  neither  see 
nor  hear;  they  ignore  the  obvious. 

Y"ou  cannot  approach  any  problem  haphazardly; 
it  requires  serious  study,  not  only  in  conjunction 
with  those  bounded  by  your  personal  limited  hori- 
zon, but  you  must  go  beyond,  seek  out  those  of 
larger  vision  and  greater  experience  that  you  may 
have  the  benefit  of  the  lessons  they  have  learned 
and  thus  avoid  some  of  the  bitterness  they  have 
endured  while  learning  them. 

Be  not  afraid  to  lift  your  eyes  to  great  heights, 
for  those  who  have  traveled  far  are  learned  in 
humility,  and  understand  the  value  of  co-operation. 
Pettiness  is  the  fruit  of  little  minds;  tolerance, 
the  seed  of  larger  vision. 

Seek  out  intelligence,  place  it  where  it  should  be 
placed,  as  a  guide  to  better  ways,  a  pathmaker  to 
larger  fields;  listen  when  it  speaks,  and  take  heed 
of  what  it  says,  for  its  ways  are  learned  in  the 
school  of  experience,  and  tried  in  the  fire  of  en- 
durance.

"Orphan  Island,"  by  Rose  Macaulay,  published 
by  Boni  &  Liveright,  is  a  satire  on  the  mid-Vic- 
torian era.  England  is  applauding  this  story  as 
a  masterpiece  in  satire.  It  is  rich  in  fun,  and 
poetic  in  its  imagination. 

"Challenged,"  by  Helen  R.  Martin,  author  of 
' '  The  Snob, ' '  is  the  story  of  a  splendidly  courage- 
ous woman,  and  the  stern  challenge  which  life 
brought  to  a  young  man.  It  is  a  strong  type  of 
storv,  and  is  well  told.

"The  Jade  God,"  by  Alan  Sullivan,  is  a  good 
mystery  story.  ' '  The  Trembling  of  a  Leaf  "  is  a 
collection  of  short  stories  of  the  South  Sea  Islands, 
by  Somerset  Maugham,  which  includes  "Rain," 
from  which  the  successful  play  by  the  same  title 
was  dramatized.  ' '  Cottonwood  Gulch, ' '  by  Clar- 
ence E.  Mulford,  is  an  hilarious  account  of  how  a 
dying  gold  mine  town  moved  itself  to  a  newly- 
discovered  placer  mine  twenty-five  miles  away. 
' '  The  Room  With  a  View, "  by  E.  M.  Forster, 
is  another.  This  author  wrote  a  recent  book  which 
was  widely  read,  named  "A  Passage  to  India.''

Busy  peo[)le  are  people  who  are  happy  in  their 
.vork.  who  work  for  the  satisfaction  of  aeeomplish- 
nent,  the  pleasure  that  conies  with  the  feeling  not 
)nly  of  a  task  well  done,  but  one  that  has  served 
tome  purpose  in  the  scheme  of  things,  played  some 
lart  in  the  great  maciiinery  of  human  progress. 
Busy  people  accomplish  things;  that  is  why  we 
earn,  as  we  gain  more  experience,  to  go  to  those 
vho  seem  already  well  burdened  with  the  world's 
vork  when  we  wish  something  done,  for  they  are 
leidom  known  to  say,  ' '  I  haven  't  time. ' ' 

As  a  rule,  the  people  who  ' '  haven  't  time  ' '  are 
he  ones  who  devote  as  little  effort  as  possible 
![etting  through  each  day,  and  make  that  effort  as 
•ersonal  as  possible.  People  who  "haven't  time" 
dways  grumble  at  the  accomplishment  of  others; 
hey  seldom  lack  time  to  obstruct  and  even  to 
iestroy,  but  rarely  do  they  have  time  to  build. 

Selfish  persons  are  foes  of  busy  persons.  Sel- 
isli  persons  plan  every  move  with  a  view  to  per- 
sonal advancement — self  is  all  they  see  and  all 
hey  know,  and  as  we  are  bounded  in  our  judgment 
)y  our  own  knowledge,  selfish  people,  knowing  only 
if  self,  always  attribute  selfish  motives  to  the 
■fforts  of  others.  Selfish  people  also  destroy — they 
lever  build. 

And  then  there  are  the  jealous  and  envious,  who 
ack  the  power  to  rejoice  in  progress  unless  it  is 
if  their  making,  and  who  feel  a  pang  of  bitterness 
t  the  successful  outcome  of  another 's  task.

will  not  plant  the  garden,  but  wish  to  reap  the 
harvest.

But  the  work  of  all  these  would  be  as  naught 
were  it  not  for  the  thoughtless  and  the  credulous — 
for  verily  this  is  an  age  of  fairy  tales,  and  truth 
unadorned  does  not  find  favor;  it  is  too  simple, 
too  prosaic,  too  direct.  Apparently  there  is  in  all 
of  us  a  little  of  the  mysticism  of  the  Orient  that 
seeks  to  speak  in  parables  and  allegories  rather 
than  use  the  language  of  plain  tales. 

But  the  busy  people  keep  right  on.  What  if  the 
task  is  a  little  harder  because  of  these  things,  it  is 
none  the  less  a  true  ta.sk  and  a  great  cause;  it  is 
none  the  less  the  making  of  a  path  to  the  next 
milestone  that  means  a  measure  of  progress,  and 
after  a  while  the  petty  things  of  life  are  soon  for- 
gotten in  the  mastering  of  its  greater  problems. 

The  world  may  be  likened  to  a  great  garden  in 
which  we  are  all  gardeners.  Envy,  Self  and  In- 
difference will  sow  their  seeds,  and  the  weeds 
therefrom  will  rise  to  mar  the  beauty  of  the  gar- 
den or  work  havoc  with  the  harvest  if  we  do  not 
bend  steadily  to  the  task.  Credulity  will  stand 
aside  believing  that  figs  will  grow  from  thistles 
and  unable  to  resist  the  temptation  to  experiment 
with  that  end  in  view,  and  to  overcome  this  folly 
we  must  double  our  devotion  to  the  task. 

Be  not  discouraged,  for  after  all  there  is  but 
little  satisfaction  in  a  task  that  does  not  test  your 
mettle;  there  is  little  strength  acquired  when  none 
is  used.

' '  Youth  Rides  West, "  is  a  new  novel  by  Will 
Irwin  (Knop).  It  is  the  story  of  a  graduate  of 
Harvard  who  goes  into  "the  Rockies,"  joining 
gold  hunters.  Instead  of  finding  gold,  he  meets  a 
Mrs.  Deans;  finds  a  man  with  a  hand-press,  and 
starts  a  newspaper,  the  Cottonwood  Courier.  The 
picture  which  Mr.  Irwin  paints  is  that  of  the  early 
West,  and  he  paints  his  picture  in' a  memorable 
way.  The  personalities  of  the  story  are  alive  and 
very  interesting. 

"The  Constant  Nymph"  appears  in  the  list  of 
the  ' '  four  best  novels  of  1024, ' '  and  its  author, 
Margaret  Kennedy,  is  acclaimed  in  high  circles,  as 
the  equal  of  Mr.  Galsworthy,  Mr.  Masefield,  and 
E.  M.  Foster.  This  is  Miss  Kennedy's  second 
novel,  her  first  being  entitled,  "The  Ladies  of 
Lyndon,''  a  story  which  was  not  published  in  this 
country.  It  is  the  recent  triumph  of  the  second 
novel  which  has  come  oxit  of  a  clear  sky  and  made 
Miss  Kennedy  famous  over  night.  This  novel  deals 
with   a   family   of  two   generations,  the   family   of 


one  Albert  Sanger,  a  composer  and  a  genius.  San 
ger,  having  foresworn  England,  drifts  up  and  dowi 
Europe,  spending  long  summers  at  his  house  in  the 
Austrian  Tyrol.  The  scene  shifts  from  the  Tyrol 
in  the  second  generation,  back  to  England.  M'SJ 
Kennedy  is  still  under  thirty.  Her  style  has  th< 
daring  of  youth,  and  is  not  of  the  strained,  af 
fected  cleverness  so  often  shown  by  writers  of  tlu 
younger  English  school. 

Amy  Lowell  has  lately  added  one  of  the  mos 
important  books  in  pure  literature  which  has  beei 
written  by  an  author  for  a  luimber  of  years,  ii 
her  recently  appearing  biography  of  John  Keats 
published  by  Houghton-Mifflin  Company,  in  tw< 
volumes.  This  is  the  story  of  the  life  of  a  poe 
by  a  poet,  and  Miss  Lowell  has  brought  to  bea 
vast  research  and  a  profound  and  exhaustivi 
scholarshi[)  upon  the  life  of  John  Keats,  which  fol 
lows  its  subject  through  almost  every  day  of  hii 
brief,  poetical  life.

LIGHT    READING  FOR   THE   TIRED 
BUSINESS  WOMAN 


The  life  of  the  average  business  woman 
who  hasn't  time  to  keep  up  with  the  latest 
books  and  who  spends  her  evenings  checking 
up  on  her  own  or  her  employer's  monthly 
balance  sheet,  is  often  thought  to  be  a  dull 
thing.  Untouched  by  the  inspiration  of  other 
minds,  her  own  has  little  opportunity  to  rise 
above  the  prosaic  details  of  the  day's  business. 
Those  who  commiserate  with  her  in  this  sad 
state  of  affairs,  however,  are  overlooking  the 
perpetual  font  of  humor  and  imagination 
which  is  open  to  anyone  in  the  business  field 
if  she  will  but  peruse  with  a  seeing  eye  the 
market  statements  and  government  reports 
which   come  to   her   desk. 

The  humor  of  these  little  publications  is 
spontaneous  and  unstudied — at  least  we  have 
assumed  with  a  trusting  faith  that  it  is  not 
deliberate.  We  have,  to  be  sure,  sometimes 
<iucstinned  headlines  which  stated  "Butter 
Stronger,"  "Coffee  Market  Weak,"  or  "Fresh 
Eggs  Drop."  However,  we  believed  the  sol- 
emn word  of  the  editor  that  "salmon"  was 
"spotted"  and  that  "Pork  Shows  Poor  Tone" 
and   have    lived    for   the   week   on  rock   cod. 

Commercial  reports  show  even  more  va- 
riety and  venture  farther  afield.  From  them 
we  find  that  the  tin  plate  market  in  Brazil 
is    quiet.      Our   recollection    of    the    only   place 


we  ever  saw  them  use  tin  plates,  which  was 
a  lumber  camp,  is  so  far  from  quiet  that  we 
note  this  item  with  particular  interest.  On 
another  page,  under  the  title  of  "Petty  Pil- 
fering," we  learn  of  the  difficulties  of  those 
who  carry  on  a  trade  with  India.  It  seems 
various  small  articles  have  from  time  to  time 
disappeared  from  the  wharves.  Among  the 
items  listed  as  having  been  thus  abstracted  is 
an  elephant.  Think  of  the  field  for  the  im- 
agination thus  opened  up.  How  did  the  petty 
pilferer  get  by  the  authorities  with  his  stolen 
elephant  under  his  coat?  .A.nd  if  the  inspect- 
ing official  could  not  recognize  an  elephant 
for  what  it  was,  would  it  be  quite  safe  to  ship 
the  family  grand  piano? 

To  date  we  have  found  no  library  listing 
government  reports  among  its  light  reading. 
It  is  a  field  which  our  authors  and  our 
critics    have    overlooked.

"Ports  and  Happy  Places"  a  charming  account 
of  two  years  spent  in  Europe  with  her  sons 
and  the  June  Bug — a  walking  tour  of  some 
weeks  through  Germany,  a  short  winter 
season  of  snow  and  ice  sports  at  St.  Moritz, 
two  trips  through  Spain  and  Italy  with  the 
boys — will  make  you  ache  to  go  and  do  like- 
wise. 

"Plumes,"  by  Lawrence  Stallings,  one  of 
the  authors  of  "What  Price  Glory?",  a  war 
play  which  has  caused  much  discussion  in 
New  York  recently,  is  also  a  war,  or  rather, 
after-war  story  of  a  disabled  veteran,  crip- 
pled through  the  loss  of  a  leg.  Gives  a 
very  vivid  picture  of  post-war  Washington 
and  a  more  than  convincing  one  of  the  suf- 
ferings of  the  crippled  "hero".  I  believe 
Stallings,  the  author,  lost  a  leg  in  the  war, 
hence  possibly  the  poignancy  of  the  de- 
scriptions. It  is  well  for  us  not  to  forget 
some  of  the  things  of  which  this  novel  re- 
minds us. — Ethel  Maxwell.

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THE  DEUEL  BILL 

(Mrs.  Harriet  P.  Tyler,  Legislative  Chairman, 
California  F^ederation  of  Business  and  Professional 
A^omen's  Clubs,  has  contributed  the  following 
tatenient  issued  by  the  California  state  commit- 
ee  on  educational  legislation,  of  which  the  fed- 
eration   is    a    member. — Editor's    note.) 

The  Deuel  Bill,  Assembly  Bill  1128,  pro- 
I'ides  for  a  director  of  education  to  be  ap- 
)ointed  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  to 
iiold  office  "at  pleasure."  The  bill  assigns 
)o  him  all  the  duties  now  delegated  to  the 
iJuperintendent  of  Public  Instruction  through 
iiis  serving  as  Director  of  Education.  Those 
uties,  as  set  forth  in  the  Political  Code,  are 
)hose  matters  concerned  with  text  book  dis- 
ribution,  certification  of  teachers,  trust  fund 
administration,  and  all  matters  pertaining  to 
eachers'  colleges  and  special  schools  such  as 
he  California  Polytechnic  School  and  the 
ichool  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind,  thus  tak- 
ig  away  from  the  Superintendent  the  major 
iart  of  his  work.  The  bill  calls  for  a  salary 
f  $7,500.  The  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
truction  receives  $5,000. 

The  creation  of  this  office  would  have  the 
ffect  of  setting  up  a  two-fold  organization 
nd  of  further  complicating  an  already  badly 
)-ordinated  state  educational  system.  It  also 
as  the  effect  of  placing  the  control,  admin- 
tration,  appointments  and  policies  of  the 
!achers'  colleges  and  special  schools  in  the 
ands   of   the  political    administration    of   the 


state,  and  would  continue  to  do  so  as  long 
as  there  is  an  appointive  Board  of  Edu- 
cation  serving  only  four-year  terms. 

This  bill  is  not  in  line  with  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  special  committee  appointed 
by  the  legislature  in  1919,  despite  the  claims 
of  its  promoters.  This  committee  asked  for 
the  appointment  of  a  Director  or  Commis- 
sioner of  Education  onhj  after  a  constitutional 
amendment  had  done  away  with  the  elective 
office  of  State  Superintendent.  It  never  in- 
tended that  a  dual  system  of  responsibility 
should  be  established. 

It  is  not  economy  of  administration  or 
mon-^y  to  have  two  officers  with  coordinate 
authority  in  any  business  or  educational  un- 
dertaking.

After  Mrs.  Harriet  P.  Tyler,  State 
F'ederation  Legislative  Chairman,  had  fuUv 
and  clearly  explained  the  measures,  our  club 
endorsed  Assembly  bills  776  and  777,  appro- 
rria'^'n-T  $150,000  for  the  r<^-establishment  of 
the  industrial  farm  for  delinquent  women  at 
Sonoma;  also  assembly  bill  372,  amending  the 
part-time  school  law;  three  equality  measures, 
assembly  bill  1017,  pi'ohibiting  discriminations 
betwen  men  and  women  employed  by  public 
authority;  assembly  bill  1018,  making  the  age 
of  majority  of  pirls  the  same  as  that  of 
boys,  21  years;  assembly  bill  1019,  permitting 
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tistamt'ntary  guardianship  by  the  mother,  as 
well  as  by  the  father;  forest  conservation 
projiram  of  California  state  board  of  forestry; 
senate  bills  'i'AP>  and  'A'M,  providing  for  in- 
vestigation and  emergency  relief  for  the 
Indians  of  California.  The  Deuel  bill,  assem- 
bly bill  1128,  which  Mrs.  Tyler  pointed  out 
is  not  constructive  educational  legislation,  is 
discussed  elsewhere  in  this  issue.  Members 
are  urfjed  to  support  the  Ic^rislation  the  club 
has  endorsed  and  to  communicate  their  wishes 
to  their  state  senators  and  representatives. 
At  the  close  of  the  meeting-  a  rising:  vote  of 
thanks  was  given  Mrs.  Tyler  for  her  splendid 
work. 


ECHOES 

In  a  land  where  the  moral  woman  never

"The 
fact,"  continues  the  author,  "that  one  is  found 
running  around  in  a  great  subject,  is  no  sign 
that   one   has   absorbed   it  all."

THERE  IS  A  TRADE  PAPER  FOR  YOU 

By  Carol  H.   Bradley, 
Associate  Editor,  Pacific  Coast  Merchant 

Most  of  us  who  are  in  business  try  to  keep 
IS  up  to  date  as  possible  in  our  reading.  We 
ead  some  of  the  current  fiction,  perhaps, 
vhen  we  find  time  for  it ;  maybe  one  or  two 
>erious  books  occasionally,  along-  some  line 
ve  are  especially  interested  in,  be  it  travel 
i)r  psychology  or  what  not.  Most  of  us,  too, 
•ead  one  or  more  magazines,,  the  S.  E.  P.,  or 
he  Cosmopolitan,  or  some  other. 

But  for  business  people  this  is  not  enough. 
There  is  a  kind  of  reading  that  every  one  of 
IS  would  find  even  more  valuable,  as  far  as 
)ur  business  life  is  concerned,  than  any  of 
hese.  And  it  is  probable  that  only  a  very 
imall  per  cent  of  us  does  read  anything  in 
.his  field,  many  even  do  not  know  of  its 
existence.  This  is  the  business  press — the 
rade    paper. 

There  is  practically  no  line  of  activity 
vhich  has  not  its  trade  publication,  be  it 
nonthly,  semi-monthly  or  weekly.  Some  even 
lave  dailies.  Some  businesses  have  many 
lifferent  magazines  covering  them;  some 
tnly  one  or  two.  And  these  publications 
;hould  be  read  and  studied  and  referred  to  by 
•veryone — from  office  clerk  to  president — 
:onnected   with    the   business. 

Just  what  is  the  business  paper?  Briefly, 
t  is  a  magazine  which  gives  the  latest  trade 


news,  information,  instructions,  ideas,  re- 
garding the  particular  field  for  which  it  is 
Rublished.  It  gives  a  broad  outlook  upon  the 
business  and  the  various  factors  that  in- 
fluence it.  It  points  the  way  toward  sucess 
and  offers  warning  against  the  pitfalls.  If 
you  are  in  the  lumber  business,  for  instance, 
you  will  find  various  magazines  existing  for 
the  sole  purpose  of  helping  you  to  make  more 
money  in  different  parts  of  the  lumber  field. 
And  not  only  do  the  editorial  contents  of  the 
JGiirnal  do  this,  but  the  advertising  pages  as 
well.  In  them  are  announcements  of  those 
concerns  offering  all  of  the  many  products 
of  interest  to  the  business;  these  alone  pro- 
vide a  mine  of  up-to-date  information  in  the 
field. 

"But  I  am  only  in  the  office",  some  of  us 
may  think.  "The  bigger  aspects  of  the  bus- 
iness, such  as  how  to  make  more  profits,  do 
not  come  into  my  province."  But  that  is 
just  where  we  are  most  mistaken. 

Maybe  we  are  saleswomen  in  a  department 
store  or  stenographers  in  a  hardvv^are  store. 
Just  the  same,  a  trade  paper  will  help,  and 
very  definitely.  From  it  can  be  gained  ideas 
for  this  or  that  detail  the  "boss"  has  quite 
overlooked — not  to  mention  the  added  interest, 
which  greater  knowledge  of  the  business  we 
are  in,  unfailingly  gives. 

So  no  matter  what  position  we  hold,  there 
is  more  to  be  learned  about  it;  and  that 
more   can   be  gained   through   the   medium   of

slicious  wholesome  meal  with  something  for 
le    next    day.

Miss  Clement  has  said  she  has  a  hobby;  so 
ave  I — the  same,  identical  hobby,  if  I  under- 
tand  her  correctly.  It  is  that  women  in 
usiness  must  take  care  to  prepare  them- 
elves  in  such  a  way  as  to  be  established  in 
leir  later  years. 

About  ten  years  ago  we  had  some  interest- 
ag  discussions  on  this  subject  in  the  old  New 
ork  Leagrue  for  Business  Opportunities  for 
'^omen.  Heads  of  business  schools  were 
illed  together  at  one  meeting.  "What  is 
le  outstanding  idea  you  give  to  your  pupils 
hen  they  enter  business?"  they  were  asked, 
he  reply  of  one  was  most  interesting.  They 
ere  training  girls,  she  said,  that  stenog- 
iphy  was  to  be  looked  upon  as  a  stepping- 
one.  Pupils  were  reminded  that  unless  they 
Ided  something  to  their  equipment  each  year 
ley  would  find  as  years  slipped  by  that 
)unger  girls  could  do  the  work  as  well.  Con- 
quently  they  would  find  themselves  kept  in 
eir  positions  by  sufferance  rather  than  be- 
.use  they  were  needed. 

It  was  brought  out  at  one  of  these  meetings 
-very  forcibly  brought  out — that  the  ma- 
rity  of  men  prefer  youth  and  good  looks  to 
•oficiency  in  their  women  employees — much 
ce  the  man  who  hired  the  good-looking  girl 
fore  finding  out  what  she  could  do  because 


he   was  afraid  he'd   find   she  couldn't   do  any- 
thing. 

In  that  scries  of  conferences  on  this  subject 
we  were  dealing  in  cold  facts — and  warm 
ones.  Women  in  journalism,  in  office  man- 
agement, in  insurance,  women  correspondents, 
the  pioneers  of  New  York's  present  proud  ar- 
ray of  women  in  banking,  doctors,  lawyers — 
all  of  these  and  others  gave  the  membership 
the  benefit  of  their  experience.  I  remember 
some  who  considered  stenography  a  stepping- 
stone  and  others  who  felt  that  it  had  held 
them  back  because  they  had  had  such  a  hard 
time  getting  away  from  it.  Specifically  the 
fact  was  pointed  out  that  women  should  take 
the  opportunity  that  was  theirs  through  close 
contact  with  the  company's  business  to  learn 
its  details  and  themselves  become  dictators 
of  letters.  "Correspondence  critic"  work  was 
just  becoming  the  fashion;  it  opened  a  new 
field  for  women  trained  in  modern  cor- 
respondence.

In   the   great   corporation   by   which    I    was 
employed,    I    had    seen,    in    a   period   of   seven 

;  years,  office  boys  graduate  to  clerks  and  to 
heads  of  their  own  divisions,  dictating  letters 

I  to  stenographers  who  had  been  some  years 
on  the  job.  While  I  myself  had  had  the  good 
fortune  (nothing  more)  to  fall  into  a  position 
where  I  was  not  only  allowed  but  expected 
to  write  letters  which  I  could  take  care  of 
and  present  for  my  chief's  signature,  it  was 
of  no  material  advantage  to  me.  The  com- 
pany wanted  its  women  folks  to  be  satisfied 
as  stenographers  and  secretaries;  when  my 
correspondence  work  got  too  heavy  I  always 
had  the  privilege  of  breaking  in  a  man  at  a 
much  higher  salary  to  take  over  the  important 
part  of  the  work. 

Well,  I  have  always  felt  that  the  contact 
I  had  had  in  the  old  New  York  League,  and 
that  series  of  conferences  and  meetings  at 
which  opportunity  was  given  to  size  up  both 
one's  own  abilities  and  those  of  others,  had 
much  to  do  with  my  breaking  away  from  the 
old  field  for  a  new  one.  They  had  much  to  do, 
I  may  say,  with  whatever  success  has  fol- 
lowed, and  whatever  may  come.  In  other 
words,   I    may   lay   to   them   at   least   part   of 


the  credit  for  the  fact  that  when  I  reach 
fifty,  I  shall  not  be  putting  aside  my  type- 
writer, taking  my  pittance  of  a  pension,  and 
starting  out  to  look  for  another  job,  unpre- 
pared for  anything  that  a  girl  out  of  school 
could  not  do  as  well— the  kind  of  future  my 
old  companions  who  are  still  tapping,  tapping, 
are  looking*  forward  to. 

Now,  fellow  club  members,  I  have  told  this 
personal  .story  because  it  is  one  I  know  best. 
Many  of  you  have  heard  me  say  that  I  wish 
our  club  could  and  would  do  something  con- 
crete for  women  in  business — especially  for 
the  younger  women  who  may  be  influenced 
as  I  was  ten  years  ago.  The  suggestions 
seek  to  give  an  idea  as  to  how  we  could  do 
it.  It  would  be  a  REAL  program  of  progres- 
sive, constructive  work  in  line  with  what  a 
Business  and  Professional  Women's  Club  may 
well  be  expected  to  do.  To  my  mind,  work 
of  this  kind,  including  the  further  objective 
of  increasing  the  opportunities  of  women  in 
outstanding  positions  and  raising  salary  lev- 
els, is  important  enough  to  transcend  every 
other   club  activity. 

The  opinions  of  other  members  on  this 
matter   would   be  valuable   to   us   all.

THE    MOST    EXCITING    BOOK 

We   have  just  been   reading  what  we   hon- 
estly believe   is  the  most  fascinating  book   in 
the  world.     It  is,  we  must  confess,  very  much 
in   the   vein   of   this   modern   realism,   because 
it   is    written    in    a    terse,    staccato,   and    even 
abrupt   style,   although   always   well   balanced. 
The   general   effect,   we   admit,    is   depressing. 
:  though    that   may   be   only   our   own   personal 
[reaction,   because  the  plot   is  one  with   which 
iwe   are   intimately   familiar.     Every  now  and 
tthen    the   action    rises   to    a   climax   when   we 
tthink    it   is    going   to   end   happily    after    all; 
but   then   something   always   occurs   to   sadden 
us.     Occasionally     it    gives     us     moments     of 
igruesome    suspense,    followed    by    flashes     of 
temporary    optimism.     The   general    technique 
is    that    the   grieving    Russian    prose   writers, 
for  the  total  effect  is  gloomy  and  grim.

POETRY  FOR  YOUR  BOOK  SHELF 


Seldom  does  a  book  of  poetry  by.  a  single 
author  satisfy  more  than  a  passing  mood. 
Perhaps  it  is  a  personal  prejudice,  but  the 
writer  has  always  preferred  anthologies  of 
verse  to  dipping  into  one  poet's  personality 
too  steadily  at  a  stretch.  As  a  rule  the  ad- 
venture becomes  an  exploration  of  a  style  or 
of  a  philosphy  rather  than  an  appreciation  of 
the  poetry  itself.  One  of  the  happy  exceptions 
to  this  prejudice  is  the  little  volume  of  verse 
by  Fannie  Stearns  Davis  which  has  been 
published  during  the  past  few  months  under 
the  title,  "The  Ancient  Beautiful  Things." 
Many  of  the  poems  center  about  the  idea  of 
home,  but  although  it  is  the  book  of  a 
woman's  heart,  its  appeal  is  more  universal 
than  that.  Its  style  is  sure  and  clear,  with 
a  delicate  sense  of  the  beauiful.  Something 
of  her  own  love  for  these  things  is  ex- 
pressed in  "Clearness"  one  of  the  most  inter- 
esting verses  of  the  collection,  which  is 
printed    elsewhere    in    this    issue.

LESS     DISHONESTY     FOUND     AMONG 
WOMEN 

There  is  proporlionately  more  honesty 
anions  women  in  positions  of  trust  than 
among  men  similarly  situated,  says  W.  W. 
Symington,  vice-president  of  the  Ignited 
suites  Fidelity  &  Guaranty.  He  bases  his 
•oncliision  on  more  than  20  years  of  expe- 
rience as  a  fidelity  underwriter. 

Underpayment  plays  some  i)art  in  the 
history  of  dishonesty,  but  not  as  much  as 
would  be  supposed.  Liquor  and  the  pleas- 
ures of  the  cabaret  are  incidentals  and  not 
ousic    factors.  ...... 

"A  questionnaire  was  sent  to  38  of  our 
Plaim  offices,  located  from  Canada  to  the 
Gulf  and  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific. 
Practically  every  one  told  the  same  story — 
few  instances  of  dishonesty  among  women. 
From  the  Cleveland  office  comes  the  state- 
ment that  there  was  only  one  dishonest 
woman  in  400  cases  of  dishonesty;  that  often 
a  woman  might  be  the  cause  of  embezzle- 
ment by  a  man,  but  was  not  guilty  of  the 
embezzlement  itself.  From  Denver  came  the 
comment  that  if  there  were  as  many  women 
as  men  in  positions  of  trust,  the  facts  might 
tell   a  difl:erent  story. 

"This  from  the  Indianapolis  office:  'The 
Qumber  of  men  in  positions  of  trust  so 
greatly  exceeds  the  number  of  women  that 
we  do  not  feel  that  an  opinion  based  on  our 
observation  is  worth  much.  Generally  speak- 
ing, we  believe  the  standard  of  honesty 
lower  or.  at  least,  less  acute  in  women  than 


in  men. 

"And  this  from  the  San  Francisco  office: 
'There  is  a  greater  tendency  to  peculation 
among  men,  but  when  a  woman  commits 
theft  she  is  no  pikter.  A  21-year  old  girl 
whom  we  bonded  stole  $18,000.  She  was 
covered  for  $5,000.'  According  to  the  Dal- 
las office,  when  a  female  defaulter  is  caught 
she  is  usually  sincerely  repentant  and  feels 
the  disgrace  more  keenly  than  the  male, 
who    becomes   defiant. 

"From  New  York  comes  this  statement: 
'More  dishonesty  exists  among  men,  allowing 
for  the  larger  number  of  males  employed. 
The  natural  timidity  of  the  female  sex.  the 
fear  of  being  caught,  and  other  physical  de- 
terrents, tend  to  produce  this  result.  Then, 
too.  women  usually  have  fewer  expenses,  no 
family  to  support  and,  while  a  man's  gay 
life  is  expensive,  in  a  woman's  case  some- 
body else  is   usually   footing  the   bill.'  "

the  point  is  well  taken.  But  Edna  Ferber  oc- 
casionally gives  the  impression  of  one  say- 
ing, "Oh,  a  bond  salesman" — and  then  in- 
quiring with  somewhat  irritating  irrelevance 
concerning  the  weather.  It  is  impossible  to 
avoid  suspecting  that  in  her  eyes  bond  selling, 
and  along  with  it  bank  clerking  and  real 
estate  dealing  and— well,  say  stenography, 
are  occupations  which  are  in  themselves  not 
"worth    while." 

"Worth-whileness"  is  a  dangerous  criterion 
to  attempt  to  use  as  a  basis  for  the  selection 
or  the  judgment  of  a  career.  What  is  worth 
while?  "All  art,"  says  Oscar  Wilde,  "is  quite 
useless,"  but  he  does  not  mean  in  the  state- 
ment to  condemn  it  as  a  career.  It  would  be 
a  brave  man  who  would  attempt  to  justify 
what  is  called  pure  science  on  any  other 
ground  than  that  the  scientist  finds  it  fas- 
cinating. Who  shall  say  whether  it  is  more 
worth  while  to  make  life  possible  or  to  make 
it  beautiful?  Does  the  person  who  paints  a 
picture  contribute  more  to  the  world  than 
the  shoemaker— or  the  stenographer?  The 
answer — and  it  should  be  a  comfort  and  a 
counsel  to  recent  college  graduates  in  search 
only  of  the  "worth  while"  job  and  to  that 
rather  large  group  of  business  men  and  women 
who  depreciate  themselves  and  their  work  be- 
cause of  its  apparent  lack  of  significance — 
the  answer  is,  of  course,  that  all  worth-while- 
ness is  in  the  individual  and  not  the  job. 
If  Edna  Ferber's  justification  is  in  her  hero's 
final  estimate  of  himself  as  "merely  a  rubber 
stamp,"  her  failure  is  in  not  making  it  clear 
that  he  could  have  been  more  than  that, 
even  as  a  bond  salesman.  Would  not  the 
novel  have  been  stronger  if  she  had  allowed 
Dirk  to  remain  an  architect  and  had  shown 
his  treachery  to  himself  in  that  chosen  career?

■*rs)  for  the  club  to  have  as  one  item  of  its 
(Usiness  meeting  the  endorsement  of  Mar- 
raret  INIary  Morp;an  for  supervisor  at  the 
all   elections. 

Perhaps  from  her  daily  contact  with  a  va- 
iety  of  minds,  with  many  different  points 
f  view,  the  business  woman  is  less  ram- 
antly  feministic  than  some  of  her  sisters;

not  because  of  her  generosity  to  the  club; 
not  even  because  of  their  warm  affection  for 
her,  but  because  of  her  demonstrated  fitness 
for  the  job  of  supervisor. 

When  Miss  Morgan  came  up  for  election  four 
years  ago,  direful  things  were  predicted — she 
would  be  hysterical,  all  women  are;  she 
would  be  afraid;  she  would  lose  her  head 
and  try  to  work  some  ridiculous  reforms, 
etc.  There  is  not  space  to  enumerate 
the  forebodings  and  not  space  enough  in 
which  to  answer  them.  Miss  Morgan's  record 
does  that.  If  she  had  hysterics,  she  had 
them  very  privately  for  no  one  ever  saw 
them;  the  records  show  not  one  but  many 
instances  of  her  courage  and  honesty  of 
purpose.  And  reform?  If  the  growth 
throughout  the  city  of  grounds  where  little 
children  may  play  in  safety  is  reform,  she 
worked  them;  and  she  leaves  as  a  mark  of 
her  office  a  newly  opened  tract  of  land, 
Margaret  Maryland,  where  children,  or  weary 
women,  or  entire  families  may  escape  from 
the  toil  of  a  city  to  God's  great  open  spaces 
and  come  back  better  citizens.

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THE  LAST  OF  THE  VIKINGS 


Those  who  experienced  the  Aladdin's  dream 
of  the  Exposition  will  remember,  besides  the 
s,lory  of  color  painted  on  the  night,  some  few 
exhibits.  Among  them  must  stand  out  the 
collection  of  Norwegian  pictures  in  the  Palace 
of  Fine  Arts.  Simple  things  made  up  the 
subject  of  most  of  them — snow  scenes,  with  a 
few  bitter  salt  glimpses  of  a  square  yard  of 
swirling  sea  and  fish,  but  painted  with  a 
stark  vigor  /w*hich  was  gripping  in  its  grasp 
on  reality.  The  men  who  painted  them 
completely  understood  what  they  saw,  and 
they  placed  the  essence  of  their  understand- 
ing into  a  few  brush  strokes.  One  sometimes 
stands  before  a  picture  which  has  taken 
nonths  to  paint  and  wonders  whether,  after 
it  was  finished,  it  seemed  to  the  artist  that 
his  time  had  been  well  spent.  No  such 
doubts  could  arise  concerning  these  gToups 
of  floundering  fish  or  hummocks  in  the  snow. 
These  things  lived,  and  genuine  creation, 
however  simple  the  object  it  sets  pulsing,  is 
worlh  spending  a  life  for. 

Some  of  the  same  elemental  simplicity 
combined 'with  vigar  seems  to  be  character- 
istic of  the  best  in  Norwegian  writings  which 
have  been  brought  to  us.  Knut  Hamsen's 
"Growth  of  the  Soil"  was  as  simple  and  as 
important  as  the  harvest  or  the  fruitful  earth 
itself.  The  book  was  a  growing  thing;  it 
had  roots  which  went  down  into  the  elemental 
life,  not  of  Norway  alone,  but  of  humanity. 
"The  Last  of  the  Vikings"  by  Johan  Bojer 
has  something  of  the  same  quality  of  great- 
ness. It  is  the  tale  of  the  last  of  the  sailing 
fleet  giving  way  to  the  era  of  steam  in  the 
Norwegian  fishing  industry.  There  is  no 
particular  plot  to  the  tale,  as  there  was  no 
particular  subject  for  the  paintings  at  the 
Exposition,  but  picture  after  picture  unrolls 
on  its  pages  starkly,  baautifully  real.  It  is 
a  strong  diet,  but  stimulating.

The  chief  ends  to  be  aimed  at  in  business 
English   are:  ^     j,     . 

1 .Objectivity     in     presentation     of     facts. 

The  elimination  of  the  personal,  the  sub- 
jective, the  bias  of  wish;  in  short,  the  imagin- 
ative light  "that  never  was  on  land  or  sea", 
which  is  the  quintessence  of  poetry,  has  no 
place  in  a  businesslike  presentation  of  fact. 

2 Accuracy  of  statement.     Literature  often 

produces  its  best  effect  by  the  creation  of  at- 
mosphere. Business  English  requires  clear- 
ness of  definition,  sharpness  of  outline,  dis- 
tinction   of    detail.  .    ,^ 

.3 Precision  of  form.  "Repetition,    "refrain, 

are  poetic  and  oratorical  devices.  Business 
English  must  be  compact,  precise,  concise. 

4 — Correctness.  Correctness  in  conformity 
to  accepted  standards  of  usages.  In  business 
English  there  is  no  room  for  the  play  of 
idiosyncrasy  of  expression,  the  individuality 
of  humor  and  flavor  that  is  the  charm  of 
"style"  in  literary  English.  In  literary  Eng- 
lish the  personnality  of  the  writer  is  con- 
veyed directly  through  voice  or  pen  to  the 
reader  or  hearer.  In  business  English  the 
stenographer,  the  typewriter,  intervenes,  and 
necessarily  mechanizes  and  standardizes  the 
product.  Every  successful  business  m.an  is  a 
"dictator"  nowadays,  and  I  should  like  to  make 
a  plea  for  good  dictators'  English — the  style 
of  dictation  which  is  different  from  the  style 
of  oral  composition  in  solitude,  or  extempore 
composition  before  an  audience,  or  literary 
composition  in  solitude  with  pen  or  type- 
v/riter.  The  business  English  of  a  good  dic- 
tator will  have  the  qualities  above  enum- 
erated, and  will  be  succinct,  tending  to  brief, 
compact  sentences,  rather  than  to  carefully 
balanced  periods. — John  Duncan  Spaeth,  Pro- 
fessor of  English,  Princeton  University,

within  a  few  feet  of  the  Canyon  itself  and 
yet  one  has  to  walk  these  few  feet  and  stop! 
Such  a  sight — breathless  and  awe-inspiring 
at  the  same  time.  True,  one  can  see  it  in  a. 
day,  but  to  watch  it  in  its  different  moods 
and  colorings — to  get  its  changes  from  sun- 
rise to  sunset — takes  more  than  a  day.  I 
remained  four  days,  taking  the  Bright  An- 
gel's Trail  to  the  bottom,  a  drop  of  .5,000 
feet,  and  then  taking  the  auto  trips  around 
the  rim  of  the  Canyon.  The  size  is  incon- 
ceivable and  the  beauty  of  lights  and  colors 
and  shadows  becomes  miore  vivid  and  strik- 
ing and  greater  as  one  looks  at  it. 

I'm    happy    I    went    and    I'm    delighted    I 
stayed   longer   than  a   day.

There  is  the  efficiency  of 
Dperation,  the  cleanliness  of  surroundings,  the 
eare  in  manufacture,  the  courtesy  of  em- 
ployees, the  interest  of  employers  in  sub- 
ordinates, the  high  ideals,  that  go  to  make  up 
a  splendid  whole.

The  Matson  Navigation  Company's  ship, 
the  Wilhelmina,  was  tied  up  at  the  dock,  and 
the  125-pound  sacks  of  raw  sugar  were  mov- 
ing in  a  continuous  line  from  her  held  into 
the  plant.  Not  far  from  the  incoming  sacks 
ran  a  steady  stream  of  100-pound  sacks  of 
refined  sugar  on  their  way  to  shipment  or 
storage.  The  sugar  arrives  in  Crockett  in 
brown  crystallized  form,  the  extraction  of  the 
juice  and  the  other  processes  necessary  to 
produce  the  raw  sugar  being  carried  out  in 
Hawaii.  It  was  this  raw  sugar  that  we 
followed  through  the  process  of  washing, 
melting,  filtration,  crystallization,  drying, 
packing  and  sorting.  Space  does  not  per- 
mit details  of  the  different  departments,  the 
numerous  labor-saving  devices,  the  light, 
airy,  clean  workrooms,  the  care  taken  in 
testing,  the  big  warehouse,  the  spur  tracks 
permitting  shipment  of  70  carloads  of  sugar 
a  day.  One  group  of  visitors  was  so  fascinated 
by  the  "human  intelligence  machine"  or  "the 
machine  with  a  college  education"  that  the 
guide  almost  had  to  use  force  in  order  to 
continue  the  trip.  There  was  some  justifica- 
tion for  this  fascination  though,  for  this 
machine,  used  in  packing  powdered  sugar, 
opens  with  its  uncanny  iron  fingers  a  flat 
paper  carton,  seals  the  bottom,  inserts  a 
paper  lining,  tamps  the  sugar  in  so  that  the 
box  is  properly  filled,  folds  the  top  of  the 
paper  liner,  and  closes  and  seals  the  top  of 
the  box,  all  without  touch  of  a  human  hand. 
Incidentally  from  the  time  the  raw  sugar  enter.s 
the   refinery   until   it   emerges   from   the   com-

Mr.  Edwards,  host  for  the 
company,  mafle  a  cordial  speech  of  welcome 
and  later  explained  the  film  as  it  was  shown. 

In  her  acknowledgment.  Dr.  Hamilton  em- 
pha.sized  the  great  interest  of  the  club  mem- 
bers in  the  welfare  work  being  done  by  the 
company  for  its  employees,  making  special 
reference  to  the  attractive  women's  club  house. 
The  interest  of  the  employers  in  their  em- 
ployees was  reflected  in  the  atmosphere  of 
good  will,  v/hich  was  apparent,  and  by  the 
interest  v/hich  the  employees  seemed  to  take 
in  their  work.  Dr.  Powell,  president  of  the 
Richmond  Club,  expressed  appreciation  of 
its  members  and  complimented  the  company 
en    the   fine  work  it  was   doing.

iective,  is  the  total  needed  to  give  the  club 
i  firm  financial  footing  and  to  help  it  reach 
"he  place  such  a  club  should  rightfully  occupy 
!n  a  city  of  this  size. 

In  the  past  the  club  members  have  shown 
I  splendid  spirit  of  co-operation,  and  at 
'arious  times  have  raised  substantial  sums 
if  money  for  the  club's  treasury.  With  a 
ne'nbership  of  500,  funds  raised  through 
heatre  parties,  fairs,  card  parties  and  simi- 
ar  activities  could  be  used  to  foster  some 
f  the  projects  which,  by  their  nature,  come 
•articularly  within  the  scope  of  a  club  such 
s  ojrs  and  which,  since  its  inception,  have 
een  very  dear  to  the  hearts  of  the  majority 
f  the  members.  To  support  a  Vocational 
bureau;  to  provide  a  Scholarship  Fund  which

(The  concluding  installment  of  an  extract  from 
a  letter  to  Mrs.  Estelle  V.  Walker  from  Miss  Mae 
B.  ^Vi^kin.  who  attended  the  recent  convention  of 
thf  National  Federation  of  Business  and  Profes- 
sional Women's  Clubs  at  Portland,  Me. — Editor's 
note.) 

Another  advertising  feature  was  presented 
at  the  Federation — eight  girls  from  West 
Palm  Beach,  Fla.,  all  dressed  alike  in  a  light 
blue,  not  denim  but  a  smoother  material  of 
about  that  texture,  and  lettered  on  it  in  white 
paint  were  advertisements  of  everji;hing  from 
real  estate  to  beauty  shops,  on  hats,  stock- 
ings, sleeves  and  all".  Rates:  $30  for  front 
or  back  of  skirt,  $2-5  for  each  side  of  waist, 
810  for  a  sleeve,  $d  for  a  stocking,  $2.50  for 
brim  of  hat  (they  wore  sport  hats).  And 
here  is  what  they  made:  enough  to  pay  all 
the  expenses  of  the  eight  girls  to  the  conven- 
tion    and     put     $2,-500     in     their     club     fund! 

In  Maine  for  the  state  publication  all  cl'ubs 
secure  ads  and  send  notices.  When  the  club 
fails  to  get  in  its  notice,  a  blank  space  ap- 
pears with   a   "?".     It   has   good   effect. 

The  Bragdentown,  Florida,  Club  charges 
$17  initiation  fee;  $5  for  the  Federation  pin, 
$1  for  the  Independent  Woman,  and  balance 
in  sinking  fund  for  club  house.  This  is  a 
new    club. 

The  circulation  of  the  Independent  Woman 
will  be  very  much  increased  after  July,  1926. 
for  then  an  amendment  to  the  by-laws  will 
provide  for  the  payment  by  the  clubs  to  the 
National  Federation  of  $2  per  capita,  $1  for 
dues    and    $1    for    the    Independent    Woman. 

As  to  the  social  functions,  there  were  many, 
and  I  think  I  missed  nothing,  even  to  the 
point  of  some  special  trips  and  being  a  special 
guest  at  the  breakfast  of  the  Tennessee  dele- 
gation. 

Florida  had  palm  trees  all  around  their  table. 
All  of  the  clubs  ke-Dt  their  yells  and  songs  going. 
Then  there  was  the  Emblem  brsikfast.  Only 
those  wearing  the  emblem  could  attend.  At 
Peak's  Island  we  had  a  clam  bake — along 
with  lobsters.  Then  the  big  birthday  luncheon 
when  m.ore  than  2,000  sat  down,  and  the 
banquet.  Judge  Florence  Allen  was  the  speak- 
er and  mado  a  wonderful  talk.  Th^re  was 
another  2,000  or  more  present.  Finally  the 
Prankfest  at  Old  Orchard — not  ouite  the  .suc- 
cess of  form.er  affairs  of  the  kind  because  t'l^ 
pavilion  at  Old  Orchard  was  not  suitable; 
the  members  could  not  do  justice  to  their 
programs,   but  it  was   all   good. 

Of  course  the  charter  presentation  to  the 
now  clnbs  was  most  beautifully  carried  out. 
The  spirit  and  the  atmosphere  of  the  entire 
convention  was  a  most  happy  one.

To  the  Club  Members: 

On  October  3  next  the  registration  of  voters 
will  close.  It  is  quite  unnecessary  for  me 
to  remind  the  members  of  this  club  to  regis- 
«r;  or  those  who  have  moved  since  the  last 
jlection  to  re-register.  I  know  that  at  the 
dose  of  registration  our  club  will  have  a 
.00  per  cent  record,  just  as  it  always  has  had 
:n  the  past.  There  is,  however,  another  side 
o  the  question  that  I  wish  to  bring  to  your 
attention.  You  will  all  agree  with  me,  I 
lelieve,  that  to  vote  is  part  of  the  duty  of 
very  citizen,  and  that  as  good  citizens  our 
bligation  does  not  cease  when  we  have  reg- 
stered  and  voted  but  that  we  must  see  to  it 
hat  every  man  and  woman  of  our  acquaint- 
nce  realizes  the  same  obligation  of  citizen- 
hip. 

Not  long  ago  a  young  man  of  my  acquaint- 
nce  attained  his  majority.  "Now  j'ou  can 
ote!"  said  I  in  the  course  of  my  congratula- 
ions.  "I  don't  think  I  shall  register,"  he 
2plied  to  my  astonishment,  for  he  is  an  in- 
illigent  young  man.  "Why?"  I  demanded. 
\^ell,"  he  said,  "I  don't  know  anything  about 
16  issues  and  I  don't  know  the  men  who 
ill  run  and  so  it  seems  like  a  foolish  pro- 
ieding."  There  are  many  more  people,  some 
r  them  older  than  that  boy,  who  are  in  the 
ime    class.      They    are    the    ones    who    stay 


away  from  the  polls;  they  are  the  ones  who 
make  it  possibile  for  dishonest  politicians  to 
succeed  in  their  schemes  because  the  latter 
see  to  it  that  their  followers  register  and 
vote — as  early  and  as  often  as  possible;  and 
frequently  the  voices  of  those  who  fail  to 
vote  are  loudest  in  the  chorus  of  complaints 
against  the  existing  government. 

The  woman  who  lets  her  husband  do  her 
voting,  the  woman  who  is  "not  interested  in 
politics,"  the  woman  who  does  not  "believe 
in  women  mixing  up  in  politics,"  the  man 
v/ho  says,  "Ch,  they  don't  need  my  vote,"  the 
man  who  "intended  to  register  but  forgot 
about  it,"  the  man  who  is  perfectly  willing 
to  "let  George  do  it" — at  one  time  or  another 
you  have  met  them  all — these  non-voters  and 
others  like  them  are  the  ones  whom  we,  as 
good  citizens,  must  try  to  influence  to  realize 
their  responsibility  and  take  an  active  part 
in  the  administration  of  their  city,  their 
state  and  their  nation. 

We  may  not  be  our  brother's  keeper;  but 
at  least  we  can  try  to  see  to  it  that  our 
brother — and  his  sister — votes. 

It  is  my  hope  that  you  will  do  your  part 
in  this  work  in  the  same  spirit  of  co-operation 
that  always  has  been  manifested  by  the  mem- 
bers of   this   club   in   any  worth   while  cause.

A    "HUMAN     INTEREST"    PUBLICATION 


Theit'  lias  recently  appcaicil  in  local  cirrlos 
a  piiblicatiDii  of  some  importance  which  is 
bcinir  wiik'ly  read.  It  is  a  woiKhty  volume, 
coverijij;  human  affairs  from  a  to  z,  orderly 
in  arrangement  althoujih  unfortunately  not 
always  wholly  dependable  as  a  reference  book. 
The  central  idea  is  sometimes  difficult  to  set 
and   then,  occasionally,  wronu'. 

It  is  especially  to  be  commended  to  San 
Franciscans  on  account  of  its  local  color — 
many  of  the  leadin^r  citizens  may  be  readily 
recognized  amony.-  the  characters  portrayed. 
Glimpses  of  the  early  days  fjleam  through 
its  pa<!:es  in  such  passages  as  that  be<>innin.!j: 
"Artronaut  Club,  Argonaut  Hotel,  Argonaut 
Laundry,"  with  the  pungent  color  of  the 
Client  adds  its  own  peculiar  charm.  Listen 
to  the  fine  eloquence  of  this  chapter  which 
betrins  like  a  bit  from  Confucius:  "Chow  Wah 
Nuok,  Den  Leunir  Ding-,  Funo:  Wah,  Gin 
Quon.o-,  Hoo  Suey  Yow  and  the  Republic 
Noodle  Factory."  This  profound  truth  must 
find  a  wide  acceptance  among-  the  thoughtful. 

The  author  often  seem.s  to  break  spontane- 
ously into  rhyme.  Beginning  with  "Jones,  A. 
A."  on  page  162,  for  instance,  there  is  a 
lengthy  passage  which  has  a  definite  rhythm, 
running,  "Jones,  Jones,  Jones,  Jones,"  in  a 
sort  of  singing  cadence  which  has  a  peculiar 
charm.  The  one  criticism  which  may  be 
fairly  offered  is  that  the  author  has  allowed 
this  mannerism  to  lead  a  stvle,  which  is 
usually  one  of  beautiful  clarity,  to  become 
in  places  monotonous.  In  the  famous  qhapter 
devoted  to  the  Smiths,  for  instance,  we  find 
five  columns  in  which  this  word  alone  is  used. 
How  much  more  striking  would  it  be,  were 
to  vary  the  order  and  in  place  of  fol- 
lowing "Smith,  John,"  by  "Smith,  John  A.," 
to  insert  some  reference  to  "Zabriskie,  I.  H." 
between  the  two.  We  believe  that  this  would 
call  forth  heartfelt  comment  from  the  critics. 

Let  us  not  be  too  captious,  however.  In 
this  book  you  will  always  find  a  friend. 
Nay,  more,  you  may  even  find  in  it  your- 
self, if  you  search  diligently.  And  if  per- 
ihaps  it  classify  humanity  a  bit  arbitrarily 
by  number,  and  even  if  occasionally  this 
inumber  be  wrong,  let  us  not  complain;  it  will 
(teach  us  in  the  end  that  highest  of  human 
virtues — the  powter  to  wait  and  to  wait  pa- 
itiently.

may  find  themselves?  The  desire  to  leave 
the  world  a  little  better  for  those  who  come 
after  us,  in  our  offices,  our  factories,  our 
churches  and  all  other  organizations  where 
human  beings  meet  to  do  the  day's  work,  is 
a  primitive  instinct  we  oftentime  fail  to  de- 
velop, and  sometimes  even  suppress,  in  our 
hustling-,  competitive  daily  life.

The  mere  fact  that  such  an  article  as  the 
one  entitled,  "Goal-500,"  which  appeared  in 
the  Sept.  19  "Business  Woman,"  could  be 
written  by  one  of  the  busiest  of  business 
women,  shows  that  there  are  many  who  can 
look  beyond  an  immediate  goal  to  the  at- 
tainment of  some  useful  end  that  lies  ahead 
of  that  goal.  True  enough,  we  want  new 
members,  but  what  are  we  going  to  do  with 
them  when  we  get  them,  to  hold  their  interest 
and  their  financial  support?  We  must  look 
ahead  of  that  500  mark!  Whether  it  be  a 
vocational  bureau,  a  scholarship  fund  to  keep 
the  boys  and  girls  in  school,  or  a  fund  to 
provide  a  business  college  education,  or  a 
welfare  fund  for  those  temporarily  down  and 
out  of  work,  or  a  Christmas  cheer  fund — 
that  we  give  our  energies  to,  it  matters  little. 
They  are  all  useful  goals — and  there  are  a 
dozen  more  that  will  hold  the  loyalty  and 
energy  of  hundreds  of  new  members,  and 
make  our  membership  drive  assume  propor- 
tions we  little  dreamed  of.  What  we  as  a 
gToup  must  do  is  to  decide  what  our  ultimate 
goal   is   to   be. 

Let  us  get  together  and  send  a  letter  to  all 
the  other  Business  and  Professional  Women's 
Clubs  in  the  United  States  and  try  to  find 
out  what  common  project  we  could  unite  on, 
so  that  the  combined  efforts  of  all  the  Busi- 
ness and  Professional  Women's  Clubs  in  the 
country  could  get  behind  something  as  con- 
structive and  appealing  as  the  common  project 
cf  the  Shriners'  organization,  which  is  to 
build  Crippled  Children's  Hospitals,  wherever 
they  find  the  need.  We  surely  can  find  some 
such  common  project  if  we  only  start  in,  even 
though  we  begin  in  a  small  way.  Then  let 
us  back  it  with  a  united  front  from  coast 
to  coast — and  just  watch  our  membership  grow.

BUSINESS   WOMEN    IN   ENGLAND 

One  of  the  most  interesting  talks  at  the 
State  Federation  Convention  in  San  Jose 
was  that  on  present  conditions  in  England, 
delivered  by  Miss  Amy  Cryan  of  Mills  Col- 
lege on  Saturday  afternoon. 

The  historical  record  of  women's  advance 
in  the  business  world  brought  out  many 
facts  unfamiliar  to  most  of  us.  Did  you 
know  that  women  had  full  equality  with 
men  in  England  and  actually  held  public 
office  until  King  James  barred  them  because 
of  "original  sin"?  They  regained  inde- 
pendence later,  only  to  lose  it  again  when 
the  Second  Reform  Bill  extending  the  fran- 
chise failed  to  include  them  specifically  and 
was   construed   as   applying  to  men   only. 

Legal  restrictions  again  have  been  re- 
moved, but,  practically,  women's  position  is 
not  very  favorable.  The  war,  instead  of 
working  a  permanent  improvement,  has  left 
women  in  many  cases  worse  off  than   before. 

Owing  to  the  lack  of  funds,  hospitals 
throughout  the  country  have  closed  many 
wards  and  in  order  to  accommodate  the 
oversupply  of  men  applicants,  have  com- 
pletely barred  women  from  interneships. 
One   woman's   hospital   only  is   open   to   them. 

Labor  unions  in  many  cases  have  again 
closed  their  doors,  which  were  opened  to 
women  during  the  war,  and  they  are  ex- 
cluded in  consequence  from  many  of  the 
higher  mechanical  trades  in  which  they  had 
shown    themselves    proficient. 

A  raise  in  teachers'  salaries,  graded  ac- 
cording   to    time    of    service,    has    worked    a 


hardship  by  forcing  the  older  teachers  out 
of  positions,  which  are  given  to  younger  ap- 
plicants at  the  lower  salary. 

Many  of  the  large  business  firms  which 
had  employed  women  as  an  emergency  meas- 
ure during  the  war  are  willing  to  give 
tcstirr:onials  to  the  efficiency  of  feminine  ser- 
vice, but  nevertheless  have  closed  their  doors 
against  them  on  the  ground  of  their  lack  of 
permanence  as  employees,  should  they  marry. 

Many  of  these  conditions  are  consequent 
upon  the  disturbed  economic  situation  and, 
in  Miss  Cryan's  opinion,  will  right  them- 
selves as  a  more  stable  state  of  affairs  re- 
turns. In  the  meantime  it  seems  that  all  we 
can  give  is  a  sympathetic  interest  and  un- 
derstanding.

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ICE    CREAM 
By    Mae    G.    Ctimmings 

(In  the  belief  that  the  businesses  in  which  the 
members  of  this  club  are  engaged  would  be  of 
Interest  to  the  other  members,  the  editor  has  re- 
quested contributions  of  this  nature,  and  as  a 
result  presents  with  pleasure  Miss  Cummings' 
article  on  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream.  Similar 
contributions  will  be  received  gladly. — Editor's 
note.) 

Ice  cream  first  was  introdticed  to  the 
American  table  by  Mrs.  Alexander  Hamilton 
on  the  occasion  of  a  banquet  at  which 
George  Washington  was  present.  In  the 
period  since  that  event  the  manufacture  of 
ice  cream  has  become  an  important  business. 

Few  people  realize  the  scope  of  the  ice 
cream  industry,  or  the  service  the  modern 
and  conscientious  ice  cream  niaui'factin'^r 
renders  to  the  public  in  the  careful,  scien- 
tific, economical  and  healthful  preparation  of 
pure   ice   cream. 

Ice  cream  is  no  longer  considered  a  deli- 
cacy; it  is  universally  recognized  and  accept- 
ed as  an  essential   food  product. 

The  following  comparative  table  gives  con- 
clusive proof  of  its  importance  as  an  article 
of  every  day  diet.  One  quart  of  ice  cream 
equals  in  food  value  any  one  of  the  fol- 
lowing: 

3%    pounds  chicken. 

1%    pounds   ham. 

I  gallon  oysters. 
14    eggs. 

II  pounds   tomatoes. 
4    pounds   peas. 

These    figures    are    the    result    of    careful 


research   by   recognized    authorities. 

The  successful  ice  cream  manufacturer, 
recognizing  that  the  increased  consumption 
of  ice  cream  would  be  in  proportion  to  the 
improved  quality  of  the  product,  has  directed 
all  his  efforts  towards  this  end,  securing  his 
own  cream  supply,  using  the  very  best  ma- 
terials obtainal)le,  establishing  through  pains- 
taking efforts  thorough  and  sanitary  methods 
throughout  his  factory,  equipping  it  with  the 
latest  and  most  sanitary  machinery  known 
to  the  ice  cream  industry — giant  separators, 
large  vacuum  pans,  which  evaporate  the 
water  out  of  the  milk  (milk  as  taken  from 
the  animal  contains  8  7  per  cent  water),  huge 
homogenizers  which  subject  the  cream  to  a 
pressure  of  4,000  lbs.  to  the  square  inch, 
Ijreaking  up  all  the  butter  or  fatty  globules 
and  producing  a  soft,  smooth,  velvety  tex- 
ture, decidedly  noticeably  in  the  finished 
product,  pasteurizers,  enormous  coolers,  bat-

airy  and  sanitary  as  the  best  appointed  hos- 
pital. 

The  big  problem  in  the  ice  cream  industry 
is  the  source  of  supply,  and  the  successful 
ice  cream  manufacturer  of  today  either  owns 
or  controls  his  own  dairies,  handling  the 
output  of  175  or  200  dairy  farms,  which 
are  constantly  supervised  by  veterinarians, 
bacteriologists  and  expert  dairymen.  Trans- 
portation of  cream  from  the  dairies  to  the 
factory  is  taken  care  of  by  a  fleet  of  steel, 
glass-lined  motor  trucks — in  fact,  the  cream 
is  received,  held,  transported  and  stored  en- 
tirely in  glass.  This  is  a  decided  improve- 
ment over  the  old  method  of  transporting 
cream  in  cans. 

The  ingredients  that  enter  into  the  making 
of  ice  cream,  in  .scientific  proportions,  are 
rich  cream,  pure  milk,  cane  sugar,  fruits, 
nuts,    flavoring    and    a   little    gelatine. 

Eat   a   plate   of   ice  cream   every   day! 

THE  COLLEGE  WOMAN  IN  BUSINESS 
We  have  noticed  within  the  last  year  a 
reaction  against  the  college  woman  in  busi- 
ness. Whatever  the  cause,  the  fact  is  forced 
upon  us  from  day  to  day  as  we  talk  with 
business  men,  that  they  are  unwilling  to  take 
the  college  woman  on  her  record  of  past 
experience,  but  will  bring  her  into  their 
organizations  on  their  estimate  of  her  pres- 
ent worth  to  them  as  a  "green  hand."  This 
means  that  she  will  receive  a  salary  equal 
to  that  paid  a  high-school  graduate  in  a 
similar  i)Osition.  until  she  demonstrates  that 
she  is  able  to  earn  more.  In  some  instances 
we  have  found  a  decided  aversion  to  em- 
ploying the  college  woman  at  all.  It  was 
within  a  week  that  a  young  woman  reported 
to  us  an  interview  she  had  had  with  the 
head  of  one  of  the  largest  advertising  con- 
cerns in  the  country,  in  which  he  had  said  that 
he  was  "through"  with  the  college  woman 
in  his  business.  While  this  attitude  is  not 
general,  we  feel  that  it  is  not  without 
justification,  and  it  is  an  attitude  which 
must  be  realized  and  met  by  the  college 
woman.  She  must  recognize  that  the  com- 
petition between  herself  and  the  high  school 
graduate  is  much  keener  than  it  was  during 
the  war,  and  if  she  is  going  to  pass  her 
younger  sister  in  the  race  she  must  show 
herself  willing  to  run  side  by  side  with  her 
over  the  rough  and  unlovely  part  of  the 
road  which  spells  hard  work.  We  are  not 
pessimistic  concerning  the  future  of  the  col- 
lege woman  in  business.  Ability  to  work 
plus  a  trained  mind  is  bound  to  come  into 
its  own  in  the  business  world  as  in  other 
fields,  but  we  do  say  that  a.  trained  mind 
minus  the  willingness  to  work  and  work 
harder  than  she  has  ever  worked  before  is 
not  going  to  carry  the  college-trained  busi- 
ness woman  very  far  along  the  road  marked 
"Success." — Edith  O.  Robertson,  in  The

Honesty,  fearlessness,  cleanness,  character 
— intelligence,  integrity,  industry — personal- 
ity— over  and  over  again  at  the  rally  held 
Thursday  evening,  Oct.  15,  for  Margaret 
Mary  Morgan  those  qualities  of  the  guest 
of  honor  were  reiterated  by  the  speakers.

Mr.  Coppa  that  had  been  hung  above  the 
speaker's  table. 

Several  beautiful  solos  were  sung  by  Miss 
Augusta  Hayden,  accompanied  by  Mrs. 
Charles  Cross,  and  also  by  Mr.  Cook,  accom- 
panied by  Mr.  Neil,  violinist,  and  Mr.  John- 
son,   pianist. 

Among  the  many  guests  were  the  follow- 
ing members  of  the  San  Francisco  Board 
of  Supervisors,  each  of  whom  was  intro- 
duced personally  by  Miss  Morgan  in  a  grace- 
ful little  speech:  Jesse  Coleman,  John  G. 
Wetmore,  Angelo  Rossi,  Eugene  E.  Schmitz, 
Edwin  Bath,  Frank  Robb,  and  Emmett  Hay- 
den. Sam  T.  Beyer,  candidate  for  super- 
visor and  Mrs.  Pollock,  playground  commis- 
sioner, also  were  introduced. 

The  speeches  were  far  above  the  average 
of  those  usually  heard  at  political  rallies. 
Miss  Palmer  made  the  initial  address,  and  in 
her  own  inimitable,  witty  manner,  inter- 
spersed with  intimate  little  anecdotes  of 
Miss  Morgan,  made  a  masterly  presentation 
of  the  issues  at  stake  and  painted  at  the 
same  time  a  splendid  character-portrait  of 
Margaret  Mary.

THE    WORLD    COURT 


The  World  Court  is  "an  attempt  to  es- 
tablish between  nations  some  beginning  to 
the  same  peaceful  relation  as  exists  between 
individuals."  So  stated  Chester  Rowell  on 
Tuesday,  Oct.  13,  in  a  most  informative  and 
explicit  discourse  on  "The  World  Court," 
which  he  was  careful  to  explain  is  not  at  all 
the  same  thing  as  the  League  of  Nations,  as 
is  the  erroneous  belief  of  many  people.  The 
World  Court  is  a  development  of  The  Hague 
tribunal,  which  has  worked  well  but  not  well 
enough.       The    court    is    already    established 
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;iiid  ntty-fonr  nations  are  members  of  it, 
practically  all  the  nations  of  the  world  ex- 
cejtt  Russia  and  America.  In  America  both 
l)olitical  parties,  the  heads  of  all  the  re- 
ligious denominations,  all  the  presidents  of 
the  United  States  in  this  country,  organized 
labor,  the  National  r>ar  Association  and  most 
of  the  state  bar  associations,  the  organized 
women's  clubs,  the  House  of  Representatives 
in  a  ratio  of  about  ten  to  one,  and  the 
Senate  about  three  to  one — practically  the 
entire  "organized  voice  of  public  opinion" — 
have  declared  in  favor  of  the  World  Court. 
The  principal  opponents  of  the  movement  are 
the  "extreme  isolationists,"  represented  by 
Senator  Borah  of  Idaho  and  Senator  .lohnson 
of  California,  leaders  of  the  minority  in  the 
Senate;  those  who  in  their  fear  of  the  League 
of  Nations  refuse  to  entertain  the  idea  of 
the  World  Court;  and  the  Hearst  news- 
papers. 

Mr.  Rowell  most  patiently  and  courteously 
arswered  the  questions  of  his  auditors,  and 
in  addition  recommended  "A  Study  of  the 
V«"'orld  Court."  by  Manley  O.  Hudson  of 
Harvard  Cniversity  as  a  sourr-.e  of  informa- 
tion on  this  subject.  If  this  book  cannot  be 
secured  from  the  library,  doubtless  the  li- 
brarian will  be  able  to  furnish  information 
as  to  where  it  mav  be  obtained.

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THK    TREND    IN    WOMEN'S    OCCUPATIONS 


More  and  more  women  are  forsaking  such 
employments  as  domestic  service  and  farm 
labor,  and  are  engoging  in  increasing  number 
in  clerical  and  professional  work,  according 
to  figures  published  in  a  recent  bulletin  en- 
titled "Facts  About  Working  Women,"  pub- 
lished by  The  Women's  Bureau,  United  States 
Department  of  Labor. 

As  shown,  although  the  total  number  of 
women  working  outside  their  homes  for 
wages  and  salaries  was  nearly  half  a  million 


larger  in  1920  than  in  1910,  the  number  of 
those  employed  in  domestic  service  declined 
by  nearly  3.50,000  during  that  period,  and 
the  number  engaged  in  farm-work  dropped 
off  by  nearly  three  quarters  of  a  million.  On 
the  other  hand,  there  was  an  increase  of 
nearly  300,000  of  those  engaged  in  profes- 
sional service  and  of  over  800,000  of  those 
engaged  in  clerical  work.

EARTHQUAKES 

Indications  are  that  there  will  not  be  an- 
other serious  earthquake  in  San  Francisco 
for  at  least  thirty  years.  So  said  Dr.  Bailey 
Willis,  emeritus  professor  of  geology  of  Stan- 
ford University,  in  his  extremely  informative 
interesting  and  humorous  discussion  at  the 
club  Tuesday  evening,  Oct.  20.  Stating 
that  the  earth  is  alive  with  energy  and  that, 
like  a  great  laboratory,  its  working  processes 
are  continually  going  on.  Dr.  Willis  explained^ 
how  the  pressure  of  the  growing  crystals 
under  the  Pacific  Ocean  causes  the  earth- 
quakes in  this  region.  An  earthqtiake  con- 
dition exists  from  Cape  Horn  to  Alaska, 
down  the  Japanese  coast  to  the  East  Indies, 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  rock  underneath 
the  Pacific  Ocean  for  one  hundred  miles  or 
more  down  is  in  an  active  growing  state. 
The  pressure  exerted,  working  slowly  but 
steadily  over  a  long  period,  pushes  in  the 
shores  of  continents,  causes  mountain  ranges 
and  valleys  and — earthquakes.  The  actual 
earthquake  occurs  when  the  pressure  behind 
two  great  masses  of  rock,  which  is  elastic, 
in  an  effort  to  move  them  past  one  another 
pushes  them  so  closely  together  that  the 
friction  is  overcome,  they  slip  and  spring 
back,  and  the  earth — 'and  timid  mortals — 
tremble.  To  give  an  idea  of  the  tremendous 
amount  of  energy  released  by  an  earthquake, 
Dr.  Willis  said  that  the  force  of  the  1906 
earthquake,  if  exerted  behind  a  projectile 
weighing  one  ton,  would  throw  it  twelve 
billion   miles! 

A  significant  statement  made  by  Dr.  Willis 
was  to  the  effect  that  an  instrument  at 
Pasadera,  Calif.,  which  measures  the  tilt  of 
the  plane  upon  which  Pasadena  stands, 
shows  a  very  severe  strain  and  that  scientists 
familiar  with  the  facts  are  gravely  con- 
cerned for  Los  Angeles  and  all  the  southern 
coast. 

Some  earthquake  "don'ts"  as  given  by  Dr. 
AVillis: 

Don't  try  to  run  into  the  open  street. 
Stand  in  the  nearest  doorway,  or,  failing 
that,  close  against  the  wall.  If  you  are  in 
the  street  when  the  shock  comes,  jump  close 
to  the  building.  The  reason  for  this  is  that 
in  an  earthquake  decorations,  brick  work, 
false  fronts,  and  similar  things  with  which 
it  is  the  tendency  to  embellish  our  buildings, 
are  thrown  outward.  The  middle  of  thej 
street  usually  is  safe,  but  the  runner  takes! 
the  risk  of  being  killed  before  getting  there.! 

If  you  are  in  a  steel  frame  building,  stay 
in  the  building.  Steel-frame  buildings  stand. 
Don't  try  to  run  downstairs,  thus  adding  to! 
a  panic-stricken  crowd.  Wait  until  after  the 
first  shock  is  over,  and  then  if  you  wish  to| 
leave   the    building,    go    quietly   down.  I

used  only  for  certain  things  and  that  at 
present  there  is  ?2, 000. 000  surplus  in  the  fund 
that  cannot  be  used  for  anything  else.  Mrs. 
Welling  gave  as  authorities  Mellon  on  "Tax- 
ation, The  People's  Business"  and  Seligman 
on  the  opposing  side.  Miss  Cummings,  sister 
of  our  fellow-member,  Mae  G.  Cummings, 
sang  charmingly.  She  was  accompanied  by 
another   member,   Mrs.    Bell.

GOLDEN    RULE    OBSERVANCE 

By    Emily    Wade, 
Director,    Golden    Rule    Observance 


One  outstanding  element  of  the  strength 
of  the  business  and  professional  women  lies 
in  their  service,  and  to  that  sei"vice  is  made 
the  appeal  for  this  year's  Golden  Rule  Ob- 
servance. 

The  Golden  Rule  Observance  was  born  at 
a  dinner  given  by  the  League  of  Nations  in 
Geneva,  in  August,  1922,  after  investigating 
the  dire  need  of  the  refugees  and  orphan 
children  in  Greece  and  Turkey,  and  since  then 
has  become  an  annual  occurrence.  This  third 
observance  falls  on  Sunday,  Dec.  6,  when  the 
Near  East  Relief  asks  everyone  interested  in 
bringing  the  world  back  to  a  state  of  peace, 
to  eat  a  very  simple  meal  like  that  served 
every  day  to  the  little  children  in  the  war 
orphanages  of  the  world.  The  purpose  of 
this  Golden  Rule  meal  is  to  place  the  partaker 
in  a  closer  spiritual  understanding  of  the 
condition  of  the  little  children  of  the  Near 
East,  who,  through  no  fault  of  their  own,  are 
deprived  of  friends,  or  relatives,  of  home,  of 
country.  It  is  sacrificial,  in  that  it  gives  you 
the  vision  of  their  need  and  helps  you  to 
realize  what  the  practical  application  of  the 
Solden  Rule  would  mean  to  your  child  if  he 
ivere  "over  there,"  alone  and  destitute. 

The  life  of  a  little  child  hangs  on  your 
jolden  Rule  gift.  This  gift  may  be  a  monthly 
iledge  of  a  certain  sum  of  money;  it  may  be 
jronsoring  an  orphan,  at  $100  a  year,  and 
;hereby  providing  it  with  food,  clothes,  shelter 


and  education.  It  may  be  the  widow's  mite, 
expressed  in  the  difference  in  the  cost  between 
a  Golden  Rule  meal  and  the  ordinary  Sunday 
dinner.  The  future  welfare  of  100,000  chil- 
dren lies  in  our  hands.  They  are  all  under 
fifteen,  the  majority  under  twelve.  Except 
for  us,  they  are  fatherless,  motherless,  coun- 
tryless,  friendless. 

International  Golden  Rule  Sunday  is  a  day 
for  reconciling  our  deeds  with  our  creeds,  for 
measuring  up  our  lives  by  the  Golden  Rule. 
Will    you    join    us    in    this    great  observance? 


GOOD    DEMAND    FOR    UNIVERSITY 
WOMEN 

In  conjunction  with  the  item,  "The  College

One  Policy  insures  100,000  Employees 
The  contribution  tells  how  the  president  of 
one  of  the  biggest  railroads  in  the  country 
has  signed  a  group  insurance  contract  which 
enables  rll  of  the  employees  in  his  company  to 
enjoy    insurance   protection. 

But,  just  what  is  group  insurance?  Why 
should  any  company  insure  the  lives  of  its 
employees?  What  does  a  company  expect  to 
accomplish  by  such  a  move?  Why  are  so 
many  institutions  providing  group  insurance 
for  their  emnloyees?  Does  it  furnish  the 
same  protection  that  his  own  insurance 
policy  gives  him?  How  does  the  cost  compare 
with  that  of  his  own  insurance?  And  a 
myriad  of  other  questions  come  to  his  mind.

Group  insurance  is  an  undertaking  in  build- 
ing good-will  and  good-will  is  conducive  to 
longevity  of  service  from  employees. 

Group  insurance  is  a  plan  whereby  the  in- 
creased buying  power  of  an  institution  can 
be  used  for  the  employees'  benefit. 

When  the  conductor  or  motorman  buys  a 
suit  of  clothes  he  is  usually  forced  to  pay  a 
higher  price  for  it  than  the  traction  company 
pays  for  the  uniform  he  wears,  that  is  pur- 
chased in  quantities.  This  superior  purchas- 
ing power  is  brought  into  play  when  buying 
group  insurance.  It  is  insurance  purchased 
in  wholesale  quantities. 

By  arranging  to  protect  all  of  his  employees 
or  all  who  are  working  in  certain  divisions 
of  the  company,  an  employer  can  secure  rates 
that  are  considerably  below  those  quoted  in 
individual  policies  in  the  open  market.  Insur- 
ance companies  can  offer  group  insurance  at 
lower  rates  because  there  is  only  one  policy 
issued  and  carried  by  the  insurance  company 
regardless  of  the  number  of  employees  to  be 
insured  (providing  there  are  over  fifty).  This 
is  known  as  a  blanket  policy,  and  covers 
the  lives  of  all  insured  workers.  Of  course, 
this  simplifies  the  administration  of  the  in- 
surance and  results  in  a  considerable  saving 
of  clerical  expense.  This  saving  helps  reduce 
the  cost. 

The  premium  is  figured  on  the  average 
cost.

GROUP     INSURANCE     FOR     OFFICE 

WORKERS

(Continued  from  last  issue.) 

On  individual  insurance  there  is  a  con- 
siderable expense  involved  in  having  applicants 
examined  by  a  licensed  physician  before  the 
policy  is  issued;  group  insurance  scores  an- 
other saving  here  by  not  requiring  any  med- 
ical examination.  These  and  other  economies 
per.missable  only  in  group  insurance  enable 
the  protection  to  be  bought  at  a  cost  running 
on  the  average  of  forty  per  cent,  below  the 
figure  that  an  individual  can  purchase  an 
equal  amount  of  protection  in  the  open 
market. 

Although  there  is  only  one  policy,  the 
blanket  policy  which  is  issued  to  the  em- 
ployer, each  insured  employee  is  furnished 
with  a  certificate  which  outlines  the  protection 
the   employee    is   entitled   to. 

The  employee  names  the  beneficiary  whose 
name  also  appears  on  the  face  of  the  cer- 
tificate. 

The  insurance  laws  do  not  permit  the  se- 
lection of  individual  employees  to  receive 
different  amounts  of  insurance.  A  definite 
schedule  must  be  arranged  for  in  advance. 
In  general  group  insurance  plans  have  divided 
themselves  into  three  classifications.  In  the 
parlance  of  the  insurance  man  the  three 
plans  are  called  the  flat  amount,  salary  and 
service  plans. 

The  flat  amount  plan,  as  its  name  implies, 
calls  for  an  equal  amount  of  insurance  for  all 
employees. 

A  company  arranging  for  group  insurance 
on  the  salary  basis  provides  for  insurance  in 
varying  amounts  based  upon  the  employees' 
earnings.  For  instance,  the  schedule  may 
call  for  $500  insurance  for  all  employees 
earning  less  than  $1000  a  year,  $1000  for 
those  earning  from  .Ji'lOOO  to  $2000  a  year, 
$2000  insurance  for  those  earning  from  $2001

to  $3000,  etc.,  up  to  a  maximum  of  $5000. 

The  service  plan  is  especially  popular  with 
many  concerns  as  the  lonjrer  an  employee 
remains  with  the  company  the  more  insurance 
protection    he    or   she    secures. 

An  employee  is  usually  anxious  to  know 
what  will  happen  to  the  insurance  if  he 
leaves  the  employ  of  the  company.  Resigna- 
tion or  discharge  from  the  company  automat- 
ically cancels  the  group  insurance.  There  is, 
however,  a  clause  in  the  contract,  notice  of 
which  appears  in  the  employee's  certificate  to 
the  effect  that  after  leaving  the  company  the 
employee  has  the  privilege  of  converting  his 
group  insurance  to  any  standard  insurance 
policy  that  the  insurance  company  issues  ex- 
cept term  insurance  without  medical  exam- 
ination. It  will  of  course  be  necessary  for  him 
to  pay  the  regular  premium  for  the  policy  he 
selects  at  his  age  at  the  time  of  application.

tea,  coffee,  canned  milk,  macaroni,  noodles, 
spaghetti,  apples,  oranges,  sugar,  salt,  pack- 
age of  raisins,  package  of  jello,  package  of 
rice,  package  of  Phillips  waffle  flour,  a 
Grandma's  cake  and  a  cornucopia  of  candy. 
The  committee  received  donations  in  cash

HEALTH    HINTS 

.In  these  days  of  flu  and  pneumonia  the  follow- 
ing hints  extracted  fi-om  an  article  by  Dr.  Al- 
bert W.  Bailey  in  the  Osteopathic  Magazine  may 
not     come    amiss. — Editoi's    Note.) 

It  is  very  unusual  for  pneumonia  to  come 
upon  a  person  in  good  health  unless  he  has 
had  close  contact  with  a  severe  case.  Usually 
it  follows  other  less  serious  diseases  and 
often,  as  such,  is  fatal  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  original  disease  has  so  undermined  the 
constitution  that  it  cannot  fight  the  new 
infection.  An  attack  of  pneumonia  follow- 
ing the  flu,  in  the  recent  epidemic,  was  al- 
most always  fatal.  Everyone  should  have 
learned  the  lesson  that  it  was  imperative  to 
stay  in  bed  following  flu  and  heavy  colds 
until  the  temperature  was  normal  for  three 
to  five  days.  Haste  to  return  to  work  may 
give  unnecessary  business  to  the  un- 
dertaker! *  *  *  *  Stay  in  bed  several 
extra  days  following  colds  and  flu.  Kee'i 
away  from  those  who  are  sick  with  it.  It 
is  contagious.  Loss  of  sleep,  fatigue  from 
overwork,  lack  of  exercise,  insufficient  whole- 
some food  lower  the  resistance  and  allow 
the  alwavs-present  jineumonia  germs  to  take 
root  and  grow. 

Frequently  cold  baths  will  tone  u])  the 
system.  Vigorous  exercise  in  fresh  air  every 
day  and  early  attention  to  every  cold,  no 
matter  how  insignificant,  will  keep  pneu- 
monia from  your  lungs.

THE  HOME  ECONOMICS  TEACHER 

(Extracts  from  "A  Study  of  Occupations,  Other 
than  Homemaking,  Open  to  Women  Trained  in 
Home  Economics."  by  I^ura  V.  Clark,  Lecturer  in 
Home-Economics  Education,  l'niversit\'  of  Cali- 
fornia, published  in  Vocational  Education  News 
Notes. — Editor's   note.) 

The  field  of  teaching  affords  numerous  oppor- 
tunities for  women  who  are  graduates  from  home- 
economics  courses  of  institutions  of  recognized 
standing.  The  positions  range  from  those  in  the 
elementary  grades,  through  the  intermediate 
grades  in  public  and  private  schools,  to  positions 
in  techni<?al  schools,  colleges,  and  universities. 

The  duties  of  a  teacher  vary  with  the  type  of 
school  in  which  she  is  employed  and  with  its 
scheme  of  organization.  In  many  instances  in  the 
elementary  schools  the  work  is  taught  by  the  reg- 
ulai-  grade  teacher  and  in  the  part-time  and  even- 
ing schools  by  the  home-economics  teacher  of 
.junior  and  senior  high-school  classes,  instead  of 
[lersons  trained  for  those  specific  positions.  For  this 
reason  only  the  college  teacher  and  the  high-school 
teacher  will  be  considered  in  this  paper. 

[n  the  standard  four-year  college  the  course  in 
homo  economics  is  divided  into  at  least  three  major 
lines:  foods  and  nutrition;  textiles  and  clothing; 
household  administration ;  and  in  a  number  of 
cases,  additional  majors  are  offered. 

In  general  it  is  expected  that  the  college  teacher 
of  home  economics  will  have  completed  one  year 
of  graduate  work  in  the  field  of  her  major  in- 
terest and  will  engage  in  further  study  and  re- 
search along  that  line.     The  tendency   is  to   raise

the  standard  for  college  teachers  iu  order  to  put 
teaching  on  a  strictly  professional  basis. 

The  duties  of  a  high-school  teacher  vary  with 
the  junior  and  senior  high  school  and  with  the 
academic  and  the  vocational  school. 

In  the  senior  high  school  which  is  technically 
aeaderaie  in  its  character,  this  work  is  usually 
specialized,  a  teacher  of  foods  and  nutrition,  a 
teacher  of  clothing  and,  in  some  instances,  a 
teacher  of  household  management  being  employed. 

In  the  vocational  school  the  teacher  must  be 
prepared  to  teach  a  general  home-making  program, 
including  foods,  clothing,  household  management, 
child  care  and  training,  and  art  in  the  home. 

In  addition  to  the  actual  program  of  work, 
teachers  in  each  of  these  types  of  schools  are  ex- 
])ected  to  co-ojierate  Mith  the  School  Board  and  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  in  both  professional 
and  social  activities;  to  attend  teachers"  meet- 
ings; and  to  continue  to  pursue  professional  study. 
She  must  also  be  able  to  adapt  the  State  or  city 
course  of  study  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  local 
group;  to  buy,  list,  and  care  for  departmental 
equipment  and  supplies ;  to  make  and  leave  ade- 
quate records  of  all  work  done  during  the  school 
year;  and  to  plan  and  prepare  an  exhibit  of  the 
work  done  in  the  department.

WHAT  rVE  BEEN  READING 

By  Ethel  Maxwell 

Fathers  ami  their  children,  the  well-woru  subject 
of  heredity  versus  euviroumeut  and  training,  pops 
up  in  the  two  cases  of  the  daughter  of  Eden  Phil- 
potts,  well-known  English  novelistj  and  the  sou  of 
Sir  Philip  Gibbs,  equally  well-known  novelist  and 
brilliant  reporter.  The  former,  Miss  Adelaide  Eden 
Philpotts,  is  the  author  of  a  novel  of  London  board- 
ing house  life,  of  folks,  we  would  call  if  we  were 
English,  "lower  middle  class,"  called  "London 
Lodgers, ' '  which  is  well  worth  reading  for  its  keen 
analysis  of  the  characters  of  the  several  types 
brought  together  in  the  lodging  house.  The  latter, 
Anthony  Gibbs  (in  his  early  twenties,  I  imagine), 
has  published  a  novel  called  "Peter  Vacuum," 
dedicated  to  his  brilliant  father,  who  he  says  ' '  does 
this  sort  of  thin/{  so  much  better  than  I  can  ever 
hope  to  do. "  "  Peter  Vacuum ' '  shows  wonderful 
promise.  The  picture  of  the  rich  young  American 
at  Oxford  is  parlicularly  entertaining,  and  I  would 
have  liked  more  of  it.  Also  the  "scrap"  the  two 
young  men  havt  over  their  respective  countries 
shows  that  youug  Anthony  sees  conditions  and  peo- 
ple as  clearly  ana  truly  and  with  as  little  prejudice 
as  his  father.     Watch  him. 

But  this  question  of  heredity  in  these  two  cases 
is  probably  the  atmosphere  of  writing  households — 
pens,  typewriters,  ink,  paper  and  talk.  Don 't  you 
think  so? 

If  you  want  to  get  away  from  the  gloomy  pic- 
tures of  "Ten  Years  After"  and  "Unchanging 
Quest,"  intensified  and  made  more  real  to  us  by 
the  stirring  talk  Baroness  de  Eopp  gave  at  the 
club  on  the  16th,  and  want  to  be  frivolously  amused 
for  a  change,  try  this: 

"The  Unseemly  Adventure,"  by  Ealph  Straus, 
not  new,  but  just"  discovered  by  me,  is  an  amusing 
satire  on  English  snobs,  which  you  will  enjoy. 
There  is  a  well-developed  plot  and  entertaining 
story,  besides  several  people  worth  adding  to  one  's 
acquaintance:  "Dear  Humphrey,"  the  inimitable 
Magnus,  Doctor  Peltworth,  a  new  type  of  English 
clergyman.  And  Humphrey  was  worth  the  reform- 
ing into  a  regular  human  being,  although  it  was  a 
task.  I  have  an  idea  Mr.  Straus  hasn't  been  to 
America  yet.  What  he  could  do  to  us  in  this  sort 
of  book!

(We  would  like  other  members  to  tell  us  about 
their  Sunday  trips.  They  are  informative  as  well 
as  interesting.

How  many  have  gone  by  motor  (or  hj  train  and 
liiis)  to  the  top  of  Mt.  Diablo?  I  must  confess 
that  although  almost  a  iiatixe  of  San  Francisco, 
this  was  my  first  trip.

WHAT  I'VE   BEEN  READING 

By  Ethel  L.  Maxwell 

Sarah  Gertrude  Millin  is  the  author  of  two  novels 
of  South  Africa,  where  she  was  born,  ' '  God  's  Step- 
Children"  and  "Mary  Glenn,"  but  if  you  are  an 
admirei-  of  Cynthia  Stockley,  you  Avill  find  a  very 
different  South  Africa.  I  cannot  recall  in  any  of 
Miss  Stockley 's  stories  even  an  intimation  that  an 
inter-racial  problem  exists  in  South  Africa.  I 
suppose  it  is  too  unpleasant  to  be  discussed  by  the 
really  well  bred.  However,  that  is  the  theme  of 
"God's  Step-Children,"  and  after  reading  it  one's 
chief  emotion  is  one  of  sorrow,  rather  than  disgust, 
for  the  poor  victims,  children  and  grandchildren, 
the  anti-English  Mr.  Menken  says  that  "God's 
Step-Children"  and  "Passage  to  India"  are  the 
only  English  novels  "of  any  merit  whatever."  that 
he  has  read  in  two  years  past. 

''Mary  Glenn"  is  also  a  story  laid  in  South 
Africa,  but  as  a  background  for  the  development 
of  the  character  of  a  selfish  and  unhappy  egotist, 
exceedingly  well  done  by  Mrs.  Millin.  While  dis- 
approving heartily  of  Mary  Glenn's  social  snob- 
bery, her  envy  and  jealousy  of  others,  her  creator 
<-auses  you  not  only  to  sympathize  with  her  unhap- 
jiiness  and  misfortune,  but  to  admire  her  capability 
and  efficiency.  In  other  words,  a  thoroughly  hu- 
man  sort  of  person,  with  qualities  good,  bad  and 
indifferent.  These  novels  are  both  well  worth 
rending,  better  than  most.

old  Jackson  Street  Theater,  Hang  Far  Low  Res- 
taurant (still  there,  girls,  in  the  same  place),  the 
store  of  Nanking  Fook  Woh,  conducted  now  by  the 
ion  and  two  younger  daughters  of  her  friends,  the 
Lows;  the  joss  houses  and  other  places  of  interest. 
However,  Miss  Cameron  has  much  to  say  in  praise 


of  the  new  Chinatown  which  has  arisen  on  the 
ashes  of  the  old,  and  the  splendid  enterprise  and 
public  spirit  of  the  native-born  sons  and  daughters, 
who  form  a  Chamber  of  Commerce,  who  build  a 
much-needed  hospital  where  it  should  l)e,  in  China- 
town, which  is  as  fine  as,  and  probably  better 
equipped  than  any  other  in  San  Francisco.  Play- 
grounds are  being  provided  for  the  many  little  chil- 
dren of  Chinatown,  who  have  had  only  the  narrow 
and  crowded  streets  in  which  to  play,  now-  such  a 
menace  to  little  ones  because  of  the  constant  in- 
crease in  automobile  traffic.  We  were  glad  to  hear 
Miss  Cameron  speak  in  appreciation  of  the  work  of 
gentle,  kindly  Sergeant  Manion,  so  well  liked  and 
respected  by  the  Chinese,  and  it  certainly  did  one 
good  to  hear  her  declare  that,  far  from  considering 
herself  a  martyr  or  sacrifice  to  a  cause,  she  con- 
sidered it  a  privilege  to  have  had  the  opportunity 
to  work  among  these  fine  people,  and  to  have  been 
brought  into  such  intimate  contact  with  them. 
Won  't  you  come  again,  Miss  Cameron,  and  tell  us 
some  more?

MRS.  HARPOLD'S  TALK  ON  THE  NEED 

FOR  A  JUVENILE  COURT  IN 

SAN  FRANCISCO 

At  our  last  luncheon  meeting,  Mrs.  H.  B. 
Harpold,  who  has  spent  fifteen  years  in  children 's 
welfare  work  in  San  Francisco,  gave  us  a  very 
interesting  idea  of  children 's  problems.  She  re- 
minded us  that  there  is  no  Juvenile  Court  in  San 
Francisco;  that  children  are  taken  to  the  Police 
Courts,  and  kept  in  what  is  called  the  Detention 
Home,  but  really  is  nothing  more  than  a  jail,  for 
acts  committed  against  them,  while  the  men  were 
allowed  to  go  free  on  very  low  bail.  Mrs.  Harpold 
very  earnestly  asked  the  Club's  co-operation  and 
support  in  her  effort  to  establish  a  Juvenile  Court 
in  San  Francisco,  with  a  judge  who  would  sit  six 
days  a  week  and  try  the  cases  of  children  who  now 
must  wait  months  before  a  hearing  can  be  had. 
The  Club  has  this  in  mind  and  a  committee  may- 
lie  appointed  to  study  these  problems  and  render 
what  aid  we  can.

HOW  DO  YOU  READ? 

' '  Reading  is  to  the  mind, ' '  said  the  Duke  of 
Vivonne  to  Louis  XIV,  "what  your  partridges  are 
to  my  chops. ' ' 

The  foregoing  quotation  heads  an  article  entitled 
' '  Remarks  on  Reading, ' '  written  by  Edward 
Gibbon,  Mho  "Declined  and  Fell,"  as  our  old 
friend,  Mr.  Boffin,  used  to  say,  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  ISth  century;  the  idea  being,  of  course,  that 
reading  nourishes  one's  mentality,  or  does  not, 
according  to  the  manner  in  which  it  is  done.  He 
speaks  of  two  men  who  did  about  the  same  amount 
of  reading;  "but  their  different  modes  made  the 
one  an  enlightened  philosopher,  and  the  other  a 
pedant,  puffed  up  with  a  usele-ss  erudition. ' ' 

Speaking  of  the  reading  of  novels,  H.  G.  Wells 
writes  the   following: 

Just  in  so  far  as  novels  help  his  questionings, 
a  man  should  read  them.  But  I  do  not  think  that 
everyone  should  read  them,  and  certainly  there  is 
no  one  novel  at  all  that  everybody  should  read. 
Often  they  are  read  with  such  inattention  that  if 
the  book  is  taken  from  them  suddenly  they  can 
hardly  name  its  title  or  its  characters;  such  read- 
ing is  really  a  life-wasting  habit  of  assisted 
reverie. 

So  there  we  have  three  methods  of  reading: 
First,  that  of  the  man  who  reads  and  digests  or 
assimilates  what  he  reads;  second,  that  of  the  man 
who  makes  of  his  mind  a  sort  of  literary  store- 
house where  he  keeps  a  lot  of  material  which  he 
neither  uses  himself  nor  jDlaces  at  the  disposal  of 
others;  third,  that  of  the  man  who  reads,  knows 
what  he  reads,  and  for  whom  it  is  only  a  lazy  man 's 
pastime. 

Gibbon  closes  his  article  with  Pliny's  advice  "to 
read  much,  rather  than  many  things";  and  sup- 
plements it  by  suggesting  that»one  should  "make 
a  careful  selection  of  the  best  works,  and  render 
them  familiar  to  us  by  attentive  and  repeated 
perusals. ' '

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"THE    FIRST  TIME    IN    HISTORY" 

This  is  the  title  of  Doctor  Anna  Louise  Strong's 
account  of  the  new  Eussia  which  is  developing 
under  the  Soviet  Government,  and  sub-titled  "Two 
Years  of  Russia's  Xew  Life,  1921  to  1923." 
Doctor  Strong  was  a  recent  visitor  to  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  spoke  before  the  members  of  the  San 
Francisco  Center  on  Russia,  where  she  has  spent  a 
number  of  years,  and  so  has  first-hand  information 
to  give  us  as  to  actual  conditions  in  Russia  today. 
I  believe  Doctor  Strong's  work  is  with  the  children 
of  Russia,  in  establishing  schools  and  educational 
centers.  The  book  is  exceedingly  interesting  and 
informative,  as  some  of  the  chapter  headings  will 
indicate:  The  Money  Power  in  Russia;  The  Story 
of  Russian  Oil;  How  Moscow  Keeps  House;  The 
War  with  Alcohol;  The  Church  Revolution;  Edu- 
cation in  Soviet  Russia,  the  latter  chapter  strongly 
reminiscent  of  Mrs.  Maddux 's  account  of  Jimmy 
Yen  and  his  12,000  Chinese  characters.  I  am 
lioping  that  Mrs.  Lucas  will  tell  us  more  of  the 
work  of  Dr.  Strong  in  her  coming  talk  on  "Women 
in  International  Relations,"  and  would  suggest  to 
the  members  that  they  read  "The  First  Time  in 
History, "  as  it  is  more  interesting  than  most 
fiction,  and  presents  a  phase  of  the  situation  about 
which  we  are  hearing  very  little.  Y''ou  can  get  this

MUSIC 

'I'lu'  subject  of  tlio  lu'xt  iliiiiuT  meeting'  brings 
o  mimt  an  incident  that  occuiivd  some  years  ago 
n  a  town  in  New  York.  One  of  tiie  ciuirclies  hail 
m  organist  who  was  blind.  He  was  a  thorough 
nusician  and  one  to  whom  the  various  kinds  of 
nusic  spoke  and  always  found  an  attentive  listener. 
)ni'  Sunday  lie  shocked  the  sober-minded  nuMubers 
)f  the  congregation  by  playing  a  toccata,  which 
IS  all  nuisicians  know  is  a  rather  free  and  brilliant 
•tyle  of  composition.  A  good  deal  was  saiti  about 
,t,  and  not  long  after  the  organist  gave  a  recital 
it  the  eluirch,  which  he  prefaced  liy  referring  to 
he  incident  and  closed  his  remarks  by  slightly 
laraphrasing  the  opening  of  Bryant 's  famous  poem 
'1  this  way: 

'To  iiim  who  in  the  love  of  Music  holds 
Communion  with  her  beautiful  forms,  she  speaks 
A  various  language.     For  his  gayer  houis 
She  has  a  smile  and  eloquence  of  beauty. 
And  she  glides  into  his  darker  musings  with 
A  mild  and  gentle  sympathy  which  steals 
Away  their  sharpness  ere  he  is  aware." 
He  added:   "And  so  we  should  cherisli  the  live- 
er  compositions  just  as  much  as  those  which  are 
f   a   quieter   movement."      He  then    ])roceeile(l   to 
lay  the   much-discussed   toccata,   which   the   audi- 
uce  really  enjoyed,  once  they  permitted  themselves 
3  do  so. 

There  is  no  one  who  really  loves  nmsic  but  has 
ouud  the  above  description  of  what  it  can  do  to 
e  a  true  one.  No  hour  so  gay  but  nmsic  adds  to 
s  gaiety;  no  hour  so  dark  but  music  will  lighten 
It  gives  courage  to  the  soldier,  hope  to  the 
i'l)ressed,  helps  to  lift  the  downtrodden,  and  gives 
)y  to  all.     The  Salvation  Army  owes  much  of  its 


success  to  music,  and  so  do  missions  of  all  denomi- 
nations. .Musical  instruments  date  back  in  Bible 
times.  The  harp  and  organ  are  mentioned, 
though  they  were  doubtless  very  different  from 
those  with  which   we  are  familiar.

WHAT  I'VE  BEEN  READING 

"  Appassionata " :  Miss  Fanny  Hurst  in  her 
new  full-sized  novel  seems  to  be  telling  a  long 
story  in  a  short  storj-  manner,  this  time  around  a 
devoutly  minded  3'oung  woman,  a  radiantly  beau- 
tiful creature  named  ' '  You, ' '  undecided  through 
300-odd  pages  between  a  vocation  and  two  beaux. 
The  vocation  wins.  There  are  five  or  six  exceed- 
ingly well-drawn  characters  in  the  book,  as  sharp 
and  impressive  in  outline  as  silhouettes,  the  para- 
lyzed old  father,  Regan  with  two  households, 
"Mother"  who  fades  into  the  color  of  the  wall 
paper,  the  brother  and  sister.  Fanny  Hurst  is 
doing  some  of  the  best  fiction  being  written  by 
young  America,  advancing  notably  in  each  book. 
"Stardust"  to  "Lummox"  is  a  big  step,  but  a 
bigger  one  will  have  been  taken  when  she  discards 
affectations  of  style  for  ' '  straight ' '  writing.  Cer- 
tainly it  will  be  more  enjoyable  reading. 

' '  Jericho  Sands, ' '  a  new  story  of  English  coun- 
try life  by  the  author  of  "Jane — Our  Stranger," 
Mary  Borden,  is  to  me  like  a  well-knitted  sweatei', 
no  loose  ends  of  wool,  no  dropped  stitches,  finisheil 
and  smooth.  Well  done,  American  Mary  Borden, 
married  to  an  English  army  officer.  One  wonders 
how  a  person  not  born  and  bred  in  the  atmosphere 
and  tradition  of  "great"  houses,  English  country 
houses,  could  so  absorb  it  and  make  you  feel  it  as 
she  has.  However,  that  is  being  an  artist.  I  am 
glad  I  don't  know  anj'  fanatics  like  "Simon"  in 
my  small  circle  of  acquaintance.  Are  there  many 
such  in  the  world? 

Strong  reinforcements  have  appeared  for  the 
cause  of  the  young  person  known  as  the  flapper  in 
her  struggle  against  the  older  generation  of  fathers 
and  mothers,  who  disapprove  lipsticks,  bare  knees, 
no  corsets  and  even  the  clean  and  sterile  bob.  Sne 
can  refer  them  for  arguments  to  the  sprightly  and 
vivacious  ' '  Diary  of  a  Young  Lady  of  Fashion, ' ' 
Miss  Cleone  Knox,  twenty  years  old  in  176-1. 
Whether  this  is  authentic  biography  or  not  doesn  't 
really  matter;  if  it  is  not,  it  is  even  more  remark- 
al)]e  for  achieving  such  a  degree  of  plausibility, 
Ijut  as  I  am  told  the  book  publishers'  catalogues 
list  it  under  ' '  Biography ' '  instead  of  * '  Fiction, ' ' 
maybe  it  is  genuine.  But  enjoyable!  The  bobbed 
haired  will  particularly  enjoy  the  story  of  the  lady 
whose  hair  dressed  for  three  weeks  or  so  was  found 
to  have  a  nest  of  mice  in  it.  This  ought  to  per- 
suade even  Miss  Grunsky  to  hie  herself  to  the 
nearest  barber — I  mean  bobber.  But  why  in  the 
world  didn  't  they  wear  wigs  of  two  or  three  stories 
and  remove  them  at  night?  And  the  descrijjtion 
of  this  young  spendthrift's  clothes  and  the  clothes 
of  her  friends!  Oh,  girls,  such  luscious  dresses! 
I  found  the  "Diary"  delightfully  entertaining,  and 
so  different.

Eveiy  magazine 
we  pick  up  has  both  stories  and  advertisements  of 
the  achievements  of  those  who  have  spent  their 
sp:ne  time  in  that  way. 

And  ]ierhaps  they  are  right.  I  will  even  go  so 
far  as  to  a<lniit  that  within  certain  limits  they  are 
un(|uestionably  right;  but  it  is  a  great  mist.ake  to 
sjiend  all  one's  spare  time  in  that  way. 

Kvery  bookkeeper  knows  that  in  order  to  strike 
a  balance  the  debits  and  credits  must  be  equal.     If 


pends  all  one's  lime  in  work  and  sludy  tliere 
)e  a  decided  lack  of  balance.  The  (|e\elop- 
nient   will  be  one-sided. 

In  I  he  book  of  Ecclesiastes,  the  I'reaciier  says: 
'■  lie  not  righteous  over  much,  neither  make  thyself 
ovei  wise:  why  shouidest  thou  destroy  thy.selfr' 
Which  is  l)y  no  means  the  least  of  the  many  wise 
sayings  in  that  book.

HOPS 

(/riic  following  article,  contributed  by  Miss 
ilnn/,,  tells  us  in  a  very  interesting  "way  about  the 
staple  dealt  in  by  the  firm  with  which  she  is  con- 
nected.— Editor  's  Note.) 

\'ery  few  people  outside  of  the  districts  in  which 
hops  are  grown,  are  familiar  witli  their  cultivation. 

The  growth  is  from  roots  which  are  perennial. 
The  early  part  of  each  year  the  ground  is  plowed 
ami  then  the  roots  are  pruned,  throwing  off  Avhat 
ar(>  called  shoots;  tliese  are  cut  aud  often  replant(>d 
in  other  ho|)  yards  where  roots  must  be  replaced  on 
account  of  either  dry  rot  or  disease. 

After  pruning  is  through,  either  cotton  or  heniji 
twine  is  tied  to  a  wire  trellis,  which  latter  is  ]u'r- 
inanent  and  about  10  to  IS  feet  high.  The  viuc^ 
are  trained  and  entwine  around  the  string  and 
about  the  hitter  part  of  ]May  reacli  the  top  of  the 
wires.  With  the  warmer  weather,  they  burr  out, 
wliich  is  the  bloom  or  hop. 

During  Augnst/Septemlier,  according  to  the  dis- 
trict in  wliich  grown,  hops  are  picked  by  hainl. 
Tiiere  is  a  machine  for  picking  hops,  but  the  cost 
is  too  high  for  the  small  grower. 

Pickers  are  paid  by  the  ]iound,  about  $1.25  \wv 
huiulred,  and  an  expert  at  it  can  nmke  about  $5.00 
]ier  day.  Many  families  spend  their  vacations 
|iicking  hops  and  earn  from  $12  to  $20  per  day. 

The  hop  vines  arc  pulled  down  and  the  hojjs  are 
pacdccd  into  baskets  holding  about  30  i)Ounds,  aud 
then  dum})ed  into  large  sacks.  Tlie  wagon  aud 
scal(>  man  c(Hne  along,  weigh  them  and  take  them 
111  the  kiln  to  bi^  dried.  Tlu'se  kilns  hold  about 
(i, ()()()  to  8,000  jiounds  of  green  hops,  aud  the  hops 
are  dried  with  1(50  degree  heat- — going  through  a 
sulphur  ])ro(ress  (about  3VL'  pounds  'of  green  hojis 
make  1  jionnd  of  dry  hops).  After  about  ten  to 
Iwi'he  hours,  these  arc  thoroughly  dried  and  then 
taken  in  a  small  hand  car  over  to  an  adjoining 
bnilding,  known  as  tlie  cooler,  where  the  hojis  are 
left  in  bulk  for  about  four  days  until  they  go 
through  a  sweat.  They  are  then  put  iu  bales  Avitli 
a  heavy  burlap  covering,  weighing  about  185  to 
210  ])ounds  gross,  and  arc  ready  for  the  mark(>t. 

There  is  scarcely  any  use  for  hops  outside  of 
I  In-  nuiking  of  beer,  with  little  or  no  trading  in  llu- 
United  States  on  account  of  prohibition,  tlierefiin> 
the  production  is  mainly  exported.

A  BOOK  REVIEW  OF 

"GENTLEMEN  PREFER  BLONDES" 
By  Anita  Loos 

GENTLEMEN  PEEFKR  BLONDES  {gciUh- 
mcn  is  the  word  of  the  refined  young  author  wlm 
lias  l)een  in  the  cinema)  is  snb-caj)tioned  ''Tlic 
Illuminating  Diary  of  a  Professional  Lady,"  and 
the  contents  of  the  diary  justify  its  title.  The 
licroine  is  the  queen  of  moronia  and  her  subjects 
are  all  who  come  viithiu  reach  of  her  gold-digging 
white  little  hands  and  her  baby  stare  and  unspoiled 
sweetness.  She  is  an  authoress  (mly  incidentally 
while  being  educated  iu  the  Eitz  Hotels  of  tlie 
world.  Several  gentlemen  interest  themselves  iu 
her  education.     She  rides  rapidly,  not  to  a  fall. 

She  is  so  slick  and  so  unsubtle,  so  complacent 
and  so  successful,  and  the  method  by  which  her 
''education''  progresses  from  Little  Eock,  Arkan- 
sas, to  the  Eitz  in  Paris,  is  subtle  and  unempha- 
sized.  Alas,  the  technic  shows  more  insight  than 
a  literary  moron  could  achieve. 

The  book  is  funny — it  is  a  scream — it  is  almost 
slapstick;  as  for  example  when  the  lady  has  her 
debut — or  when  the  Tower  of  London  turns  out  to 
be  not  as  tall  as  the  Hiekox  Building  in  Little  Eock 
— or  when,  if  you  turn  your  back  on  a  moiuiment 
they  have  in  the  middle  of  the  Place  Vendcnne,  and 
look  \\\),  you  can  sec  none  other  than  Coty 's  sign! 

The  edge  and  satire  of  the  book,  though,  renio\e 
it   fioin  tile  slajistick  shelf. 

PerhajJS  the  high  note  conu'S  in  the  K'it/,  at  Paris 
when  the  impressions  of  our  heroine  are  recorded 
as   follows: 

"Paris  is  devine:  and  tlie  Kit/.  Hutel  is  deviiie. 
I  mean  when  <i  girl  <-an  sit  there  and  lf)ok  at  the 
Dolly  sisters  and  Pearl  White  and  Maybelle  tiilman 
Corey,  and  Mrs.  Nash,  it  is  l)eyond  words.  Because 
when  a  girl  looks  at  Mrs.  Nash  and  realizes  what 
.Mrs.  Nash  has  got  (Uit  of  gentlemen,  it  really 
makes  a  girl  hold  her  breath." 

America  may  not  be  unique  in  enthroning  the 
baby  stare  and  the  blonde  prettiness  which  encases 
this  gold  iligger,  past  master  of  the  art  of  shopping 
:ind  gold  digging,  but  I  think  we  set  the  fashion. 
I'.ut  Ltu'elei's  conquests  do  not  stop  in  America. 

Let  us  have  hope.  This  satire  has  gone  throngli 
edition  after  edition  and  the  end  is  not  yet.  There 
are  then  numerous  r(>aders  for  whom  a  satire  on 
nnuonia  has  savor.

l>id  your  mother  take  (ioihii's  Ladir.s'  Booh.' 
Mine  did,  and  what  a  difi'ercMit  thing  it  was  from 
the  woman's  luagazine  of  today.  Tts  contents  con- 
sisted of  stories  with  more  or  less  of  a  love  inter- 
est, but  all  of  a  highly  innocuous  nature,  wojider- 
fnlly  illustrated  fashion  articles,  nuicli  intricate 
fancy  work,  and  not  much  else,  if  my  Jiiemory 
serves  me  correctly. 

On  the  first  j)age  of  a  woman's  magazine  which 
has  just  reached  me  I  find  the  ofi'er  of  "a  cash 
|)riz(>  of  .$5,000  to  the  American  woman  who  lias 
made  the  greatest  contribution  toward  civilization 
in  the  year  just  jiassed. ' ' 

I)  then  goes  on  to  say  that  for  the  year  WVl'A 
the  i)rizc  was  awarded  to  Mrs.-  Edward  McDowell 


for  her  establishment  of  a  colony  for  the  creative 
aifist;  and  for  the  year  U>24  the  prize  was  awarded 
to  .Mrs.  Cora  Wilson  Stewart  "for  her  remarkable 
work  to  wi|>e  out  illiteracy  in  the  United  States.'' 

'i'his  could  hardly  have  hapi)eued  fifty  years  ago. 
To  bo  sure,  women  <lid  make  "contributions 
toward  civilization''  e\eii  then,  ]>ut  it  was  not  ex- 
|iected — not  taken  for  granted  that  of  cour.se  some 
woman  every  year  would  ilo  something  particularly 
worth  while  in  that  line.  Harriet  Beecher  Htowe 
made  a.  wonderful  contribution  toward  civilization 
— perliajis  the  greatest  ever  made  by  a  woman  uji 
to  that  time— -when  she  wrote  "Uncle  Tom's 
Cabin,''  but  that  was  not  equaled  every  year  nor 
every  decade,  and  no  woman's  magazine  gave  her  a 
jirize  for  her  achievement. 

On  the*  next  page  is  an  article  devoted  to  a 
Spanish  singer — Kaquel  Miller — whom  it  hails  as 
genius  and  mystic,  and  an  e.xcelleut  business  woman 
withal,  judging  from  the  account  given  of  her  con- 
tract ^vith  whomever  it  is  that  is  bringing  her  to 
.\meiica — .fti.OOO  a  week  and  transportation. 

P>ut  ptnluijis  after  all  the  greatest  difference  is 
ill  the  fiction.  The  first  story  in  the  modern  maga- 
zine referred  to  is  called  a  story  of  success,  and 
further  states  that  it  is  of  a  girl  who  sacrificed 
eveiything  for  independence.  In  those  old  bound 
volumes  of  Godey's  the  heroine  never  worked  un- 
h>ss  through  some  dire  misfortune  she  was  obliged 
To  do  so,  and  one  almost  wept  at  the  sweetly  jiatient 
way  in  which  she  went  about  her  task — always  in 
the  end  being  "rescued"  by  the  handsome  ami 
wealthy  liero.  The  woman  of  fiction  in  those  days 
iie\er  sacrificed  anything  for  independence  —  in 
fact,  voluntary  independence  was  not  considered 
(juite  nice. 

In  short,  the  woman's  magazine  in  its  evolution 
lias  kept  pace  with  the  evolution  of  \vomaii.  Say- 
ing that,  we  have  said  all.

IDLE    THOUGHTS    OF    A    BUSINESS 
WOMAN 

Occasionally  a  child's  mind  will  seize  with  a 
wicked  delight  upon  some  odd  fragment  floating 
about  on  the  sea  of  useful  and  useless  information 
presented  to  it — and  will  save  and  treasure  this  bit 
of  driftwood  long  after  more  worthy  things  have 
been  swept  away.  (Such  in  our  case  was  the  chance 
and  sudden  understanding  of  what  was  meant  by 
the  fact  that  a  whale  was  actually  a  member  of 
the  mammalian  group  and  not  a  fisli,  with  a  fish's 
feeding  habits  and  family  life.  All  during  child- 
hood we  treasured  the  picture  of  the  whale  suckling 
her  young,  guiding  its  young  wanderings,  teaching 
it  to  meet  the  hard  vicissitudes  of  life.  But  there 
is  one  difficulty  which  puzzled  us — it  still  does. 
I  How  does  the  infant  whale,  crying  for  its  natural 
sustenance,  escape  a  dilution  of  its  food  with  sea 
water  to  an  extent  which  would  bring  it  below  the 
requirements  of  the  pure  food  law  as  to  butter 
fats? 

More  recently,  this  field  of  contemplation  has 
taken  a  more  ^iractical  form.  The  whale  is  the 
largest  of  living  mammals — are  we  not  overlooking 
the  fact  from  a  commercial  standpoint?  It  would 
take  but  a  small  herd  of  the  creatures,  once  do- 
mesticated, to  sup])ly  the  needs  of  an  entire  city. 
■Seaports  alone,  of  course,  could  take  advantage  of 
this  resource,  but  here  it  would  be  a  simple  matter 
to  make  use  of  idle  ferry  slips  during  the  slack 
hours  of  traffic  as  milking  stalls.  Practical  milk- 
ing machines  could  be  readily  devised  and  a  pipe- 
line system  serve  the  needs  of  the  entire  com- 
munity. Once  thoroughly  tamed,  the  leviathans 
might  be  taught  to  line  up  during  rush  hours  and 
3erve  as  a  pontoon  bridge  for  the  service  of  com- 
muters. In  fact,  there  is  no  end  to  the  possibilities 
opened  up.     One  insuperable  difficulty  alone  pre- 


siMits  itself.  W'liat  could  be  done  altont  inshore 
traffic  during  the  fly  season,  w'hen  the  whales 
would  be  so  likely  to  switch  their  tails?

The  site  of  the  Mountain  Theater  is  ideal.  After 
the  hike  up  the  mountain,  the  average  person  is 
feady  to  relax,  to  enjoy  the  lunch  which  (if  he  is 
wise)  he  will  have  brought  with  him,  and  to  revel  in 
the  panorama  spread  before  him  as  he  sits  on  the 
hillside  above  the  stage  anil  looks  down  the  ravine 
and  out  over  hills,  valleys  and  water  to  the  East 
Bay  cities  beyond.

LUNCHEON  FOR  JUNE  8 

Esther  B.  Phillips,  Assistant  United  States  At- 
torney, was  the  speaker  at  the  luncheon  of  Tuesday, 
.June  8.  ^liss  Phillips,  whose  subject  was  "Some 
Great  American  .Judges,"  devoted  the  greater  part 
of  her  address  to  John  Marshall,  who,  she  stated, 
ranked  as  one  of  the  half  dozen  great  judges  of 
the  last  six  centuries.  After  briefly  sketching  his 
career.  Miss  Phillips  emphasized  his  unique  distinc- 
tion as  the  original  interpreter  of  the  Constitution 
in  its  early  days  and,  as  such,  one  of  the  makers 
of  the  country  in  that  the  principles  of  interpreta- 
tion laid  down  by  him  are  still  referred  to.  Miss 
Phillips  touched  briefly  on  a  contemporary  of  John 
Marshall,  Justice  Storey,  who  raidis  as  one  of  the 
greatest  scholars  among  American  judges,  and  on 
.Justice  Holmes,  who  has  been  on  the  bench  of  the

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SUGGESTIONS  FOR  YOUR  VACATION 

' '  After  Noon, ' '  by  the  author  of  the  delightful 
' '  Madam  Claire ' '  and  * '  Nina, ' '  Susan  Ertz,  is  a 
pleasant  and  entertaining  account  of  the  love 
stories  of  a  middle-aged  English  father  and  his 
twin  daughters,  which  possibly  comes  under  the 
head  of  Margery 's  ' '  light  summer  reading  for 
light  summer  brains, ' '  but  is  surely  much  more 
than  that,  as  Miss  Ertz  draws  a  keenly  analytical 
picture  of  the  misunderstanding  arising  between 
the  father  and  the  very  nice  American  lady  he  falls 
in  love  with,  through  their  different  temperaments, 
training,  points  of  view,  and,  alas,  through  the 
lady's  deplorable  lack  of  the  Englishman's  de- 
lightful sense  of  humor.  Miss  Ertz  closes  the  story 
with  a  blithe  demand  and  apparent  hope  that  Lydia 
will  indulge  in  no  more  orgies  of  misunderstanding 
and  self-pity,  but  I  very  much  doubt  it.  They  may 
speak  American,  but  we  do  not  always  understand 
them,  nevertheless. 

' '  Oh  Genteel  Lady, ' '  by  Esther  Forbes,  I  gam- 
bled on,  and  won,  to  my  surprise,  as  I  knew 
neither  the  demure  young  woman  nor  her  creator. 
Possibly  Miss  Kelly  can  tell  us  more  about  Esther 
Forbes.  At  any  rate,  I  found  the  story  delight- 
fully different,  a  very  real  and  human  young 
woman  at  war  with  her  early  Victorian  training 
and  ideas  of  what  is  really  nice  and  lady-like,  with 
a  desire  to  live  her  own  life  and  think  her  own 
thoughts,  write,  draw  and  travel  as  she  pleases, 
but  at  times  struggling  with  the  training  drummed 
into  her  from  little  girlhood  that  maybe  the 
thoughts  she  is  thinking  and  the  drawings  she 
really  wishes  to  draw,  and  the  desire  to  travel  by 
herself  are  crude  and  common.  Poor  little  genteel 
lady!  However,  she  sets  out  from  New  York, 
travels  to  Italy,  and  later  to  England,  where  she 
interviews  for  the  Boston  magazine  on  which  she 
is  employed,  the  Brownings  (these  in  Italy, 
though),  the  poet  laureate,  Tennyson,  Harriet 
Martineau  and  several  other  English  literary  lights 
of  a  time  I  believe  to  be  shortly  before  our  Civil 
War.  Some  of  these  writers  are  real  and  some 
imaginary.  Kead  "Oh  Genteel  Lady."  I  think 
you  will  feel  that  it  is  worth  while,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  it  is  placed  in  a  period  not  so  frequently 
used  by  novel  writers,  and  is  refreshing  and  a  little 
bit  different.  There  is  a  strong-minded  woman 's 
righter  of  the  early  days  whom  you  will  like,  too.

THE   EVOLUTION    OF   AN   INSURANCE 
BROKER 

My  husinesss  traiiiiuji  lii'«aii  iu  my  iiu)tLiei"s  iiiilli 
iit'iv  store  in  a  siiiall  Wisconsin  town  in  the  days 
when  stores  openeil  at  S:(iO  a.  ni.  and  closed  only 
wlion  the  last  rnstoniev  chose  to  depart.  Being 
inst  15  years  old  ami  lacking  in  self-confidence  at 
tiist,  I  knew  little  of  the  art  of  selling,  bnt  did 
kiiif.v  the  importance  of  keeping  a  cnstomer  iuter- 
I'stcil  nntil  a  more  efficient  saleswoman  came  to  my 
viscne.  Between  customers  I  sewed  in  the  work- 
Kio.n.  prepared  meals  when  we  could  not  get 
'lu'lp. '■  and  supervised  the  general  welfare  of  two 
\iMinger  sisters. 

Having  been  forced  to  leaxo  school  l)ecause  of 
ill  healtli,  I  consoled  myself  with  plans  for  a 
musical  education  later  on,  as  I  had  a  talent  for 
rlie  piano  and  hoped  to  become  an  accompanist. 
Ill  due  time  arrangements  were  made  for  such 
training  in  Chicago,  but  my  health  was  not  equal 
to  the  strain — hence  I  had  to  relinquish  that  dream. 

Some  glowing  tales,  accompanied  liv  beautifully 
illustrated  literature,  lured  me  to  southern  Idaho 
in  1910  to  a  [)osition  which  proved  mythical  on 
my  arrival.  There  was  little  choice  in  a  new  town 
of  less  than  one  thousand  population;  but  I  had 
been  successful  in  amateur  kodak  finishing  for 
myself,  and  so  I  hung  out  a  shingle  and  did  that 
work  for  a  year.  Then  I  was  asked  to  take  charge 
of  a  dry  goods  department  just  lieiug  opened.  I 
accepted  and  remained  for  four  years,  when  I  suf- 
fered a  so-called  neivous  breakdown.  The  various 
women 's  organizations  had  not  at  that  time  suc- 
ceeded in  obtaining  a  nine-hour  law  for  Idaho 
'.vonien,  and  the  consequent  working  hours  entailed 
in  confiuing  wojk  may  have  been  partially  respon- 
sible  for  tiring   me  out;    but   I   shall   always   feel 


that  tiu'  real  reason  was  a  suppressed  desire  to 
teach  the  dear  [)ublic  to  say,  "I'd  like  three  spools 
of  white  thread  No.  ;■)(),'"  instead  of  requiring  nie 
to  ask  three  sejtarate  questions  in  order  to  elicit 
the  same  information. 

.\fter  a  rest  in  northern  California,  while  en 
mute  to  Los  Angeles  foi-  the  winter,  I  stopjieil  in 
San  Francisco  for  the  first  time  during  the  Expo- 
sition in  191;3,  and  said  then  that  I'd  consider  it 
a  privilege  to  live  here,  liut  had  not  the  remotest 
idea  that  I  ever  would. 

Preferring  lighter  work  for  a  while,  I  went  from 
Los  Angeles  to  La  .lolla,  where  I  spent  six  months 
caring  for  children,  working  in  tea  rooms,  playing 
a  cliurch  organ,  and  engaging  in  seveial  other 
novel  and  interesting  em])loyments.  Then  to  Port- 
land, Oregon,  selling  dry  goods  again  until  I  ac- 
cepted an  offer  to  travel  for  a  publishing  concern — 
making  collections  and  soliciting  advertising.  This 
position  called  for  the  utmost  patience,  tact  and 
diplomacy,  bnt  I  liked  it  better  than  anything 
I  had  ever  done  and  so  stayed  with  it  for  six 
years. 

However,  such  travel  permits  of  almost  no  social 
life  for  a  woman,  and  in  my  case  the  compensation 
was  not  connnensurate  with  the  sacrifice  of  being 
.separated  from  home  and  family  for  six  months  to 
a  year  at  a  time.  The  possibilities  of  advance 
meut  in  this  position  were  limited,  so  far  as  a 
definite  future  was  concerned,  and  I  wanted  to 
jirogress  to  something  where  I  could  use  my  head 
still   more  and  my  feet   a  little  less. 

I  had  been  interested  in  life  insurance  for  some 
time,  but  hesitated  to  make  a  change  from  an  as- 
sured financial  income  to  an  uncertainty  nnnl  a 
little  over  two  years  ago,  when  I  burned  my 
bridges,  joined  the  family,  who  had   in  the   mean- 
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time  moved  to  San  FraneiscOj  and  entered  my  pres- 
ent work — one  in  which  I  expect  to  continue  for 
tlie  lest  of  my  life.  To  me  it  is  an  ideal  work. 
t'ither  when  planning  with  people  for  the  protec- 
t  ion  of  those  near  and  dear  to  them,  or  with  indi- 
viduals who  have  no  obligations  to  others,  but  who 
wish  to  arrange  for  future  financial  security. 

As  I  look  back  I  realize  that  each  former  line  of 
endeavor  contributed  something  of  value  in  life's 
ste])ping-stones,  and  I  am  glad  I  was  forced  into 
various  lines,  all  broadening  and  imparting  a  bet- 
ter understanding  of  life  and  human  nature — 
wliich,  after  all,  is  one  of  the  greatest  assets  one 
may  possess.

cimied  by  these  nuclei  and  the  numlier  of  satellite 
I'lei'tions  attached  in  their  train.  Tn  a  gaseous 
state  we  have  little  isolated  groups  of  atoms  cling- 
ing to  one  another  like  passengers  on  an  escaped 
balloon,  soaring  in  a  terrible  isolation  through 
s|)aces  as  vast  as  those  of  the  solar  system,  speak- 
ing in  fomjiarative  terms.  These  same  busy  little 
atoms  are  much  more  closely  associated  in  liquids, 
init  in  no  fixed  relationship,  one  to  the  other,  the 
oxygen  and  hydrogen  atoms  in  a  droj)  of  water 
s(|uirniing  and  twisting  about  each  other  like  ants 
when  tiieir  nest  is  wrecked.  Once  freeze  the  drop, 
however,  and  the  little  chaps  link  themselves  in  a 
rigid  lacklike  formation  not  unlike  the  iron  frame- 
work for  an  apartment  house. 

There  is  no  ditference  between  matter  and  force 
— both  are  electrical  i)henomena,  but  they  ie])re- 
sent  different  states  of  motion  or  balance.  Heat 
has  weight,  we  learn,  and  light  has  mass,  and  both 
are  affected  by  gravitation. 

Occasionally  a  wild  electron  or  charged  bit  of 
matter  will  fling  itself  off  into  space  in  the  form 
of  a  radium  or  an  X-ray  emanation,  careering  be- 
tween atoms  like  a  mad  driver  on  Market  Street, 
glancing  off  some  and  colliding  with  others,  finally, 
perhaps,  with  a  lucky  hit,  shattering  a  nucleus  and 
knocking  electrons  in  all  directions  like  the  apples 
from  a  vegetable  cart.  Whereupon  mercury  be- 
comes gold  (if  the  fractured  nucleus  belonged  to 
a  mercury  atom)  and  the  dream  of  the  middle 
ages  comes  true.  It  does  not  need  even  such  au 
<mtside  agent  to  accomplish  the  alchemist's  change, 
however.  Probably  the  radio-active  substances  do 
not  stop  with  lead,  but  continue  down  the  scale — 
indeed,  we  may  regard  every  substance  we  know, 
except  hydrogen  itself,  as  clianging  slowly  into 
something'  else. 


THE  WILD  WORLD 

It  was  my  prixilege  the  other  afternoon  to  iit- 
•tend  a  three-hour  session  of  the  convention  of  the 
I'acific  Coast  Division  of  the  American  Association 
for  the  Advancement  of  Science.  (Some  name — 
and  the  only  ablireviation  for  it,  in  initials,  is  a 
long-drawn-out  AAAS,  whi(di  is  not  sutKciently 
complimentary  to  be  jierinissible! ) 

The  subject  was  ' '  The  Constitution  of  Matter 
!ind  was  presented  by  two  chemists,  a  i)hysicist  ami 
■in  astronomer.  The  remarkable  thing  about  the 
four  was  their  youth — not  one  was  out  of  his  thir- 
< — and  the  fact  that  one  of  them  was  a  woman. 
Dr.  Hertha  Sponer  of  the  Physical  Institute  of  the 
University  of  Goettingen,  Germany.  This  comely 
oung  woman  handled  diagrams,  fornuihe  and  ab- 
struse theories  in  what  was  to  her  a  foreign  lan- 
guage with  a  certainty  and  an  offhand  confidence 
■vhich  were  bewildering. 

.Much  of  the  material  was  far  over  my  head — 
ndeed,  it  was  but  dimly  intelligible,  I  shoulil 
judge,  to  a  fair  proportion  of  the  audience,  whose 
special  scientific  studies  lay  in  other  fields,  but  out 
)f  it  even  the  layman  could  catcli  a  glimpse  into  a 
strange  new  universe.  Gone  is  our  solid  world, 
;omfortal)ly  made  up  of  well-known  elements,  each 
ifter  its  own  kind  in  a  fixed  amount,  unchanging 
0  all  infinity.  The  universe,  we  learn,  is  con- 
structed out  of  one  substance,  hydrogen,  or  —  to 
nake  the  j)icture  still  more  evanescent — of  a  series 
)f  small  nuclei  of  that  neutral  something  (or  noth- 
ng)  called  "mass,"  bearing  positive  electric 
•harges,  surrounded  by  whirling  electrons  of  nega- 
ive  electricity. 

The  only  reason  chemical  sultstances  look  and 
let  differently,  that  tin  is  not  sulphur,  for  instance, 
)r  golil  oxygen,  or  ice  cream  a  ham  sandwich,  is 
)ecause  of  the  different  degrees  of  electric  charge 


One    delightful   term    which    occurred   again   and

The  term  was  used  in  its  electrical  sense 
of  "charged,"  but  its  non-technical  connotation 
conveys  very  exactly  the  jjicture  of  the  agitated 
internal  structure  of  our  sui^posedly  calm  and  inert 
world  wiueh  was  presented  to  the  imagination. 
What  wonder  we  have  thunder  storm  and  spring 
love  and  earthquakes?  If  you  let  the  atoms  be- 
come excited  enough,  anything  may  happen !

■•<(!),  in  which  nuicii  was  made  of  the  idea  that  San 
P^'rancisco  was  a  good  place  in  which  to  take  a 
vacation.  A  story  was  told  of  a  couple  who  foi 
some  reason  were  unable  to  go  away  for  their  va- 
cation, and  so  they  thought  they  would  see  just 
how  good  a  time  they  could  have  right  here.  The 
result  was,  of  course  (else  why  ttdl  the  story), 
that  they  had  a  much  better  time  than  they  would 
have  had  anywhere  else.

THE  OREGON  CAVES 

In  the  lieart  of  the  charming  Siskiyous  —  4(100 
It,  above  the  sea  —  are  the  Oregon  Caves  or 
•  Marble  Halls  of  Oregon''  as  thev  are  sometimes 
railed. 

The  Caves  are  50  miles  from  Grants  Pass.  The 
l:i^t  seven  and  a  half  miles  run  over  a  scenic  gov- 
I  iiiment  highway.  The  road  winds  up  the  moun- 
tain through  a  wonderful  forest  of  pine  and  fir. 

The  Caves  comprise  a  series  of  chambers,  im- 
mense in  size,  connected  by  natural  passages  and 
extending  hundreds  of  feet  into  the  heart  of  Cave 
Mountain.  From  the  mouth  of  the  Caves  flows  a 
sparkling  stream  of  ice  cold  water.  The  chambers 
[)f  marble  are  hung  with  great  stalactites  and 
stalagmites,  which  Nature's  artists  have  been 
scores  of  centuiies  in  forming.  The  various  shapes 
ire  most  fantastic. 

Tiie  route  of  the  triji  througli  the  Oregon  Caves 


IS  li"cn  fully  I'Xjildi'ed  anci  t  la versed  by  niort' f  lian 
(iO, ()()(.'  peojiie  without  a  single  accident.  The  walls 
of  the  Caves  are  of  soliil  marble  rock  and  have 
stood  unchanged  for  ages. 

It  was  part  of  my  vacation  program  to  visit  the 
("aves.  We  went  '.i'.iOQ  feet  into  the  heart  of  Cave 
.Mountain  and  1(500  feet  down. 

A  thrilling  custom  is  indulged  in  by  the  guides. 
At  the  lowest  depth  the  group  of  wide-eyed  and 
frankly  awed  tourists  are  lined  up  and  told  to  ex- 
tinguish their  lamps  at  a  given  signal.  For  exactly 
sixty  seconds  you  stand,  in  the  bowels  of  the  earth, 
in  tofnl  tl  ark  nets.  A  full  realization  of  how  far  in 
and  at  what  a  depth  down  you  iiave  traveled  causes 
high  blood  pressure,  to  say  the  least.  The  feeling 
of  awe  lingers  with  you  long  after  you  step  out 
into  the  glad  light  of  day. 

In  our  party  was  an  Englishman,  who  seemed 
reluctant  to  blow  out  his  lamp,  and  when  the  guide 
asked  him  why  he  was  delaying  the  plunge  into 
ilarkness,  he  replied:  "Well,  I  just  wanted  to  be 
certain  that  I  had  some  matches  of  my  very  own 
before  my  lamp  goes  out."  We  all  laughed,  but 
when  standing  in  the  darkness  and  chill  I  decided 
that  the  Englishman  was  an  exceedingly  wise  man. 
(Of  course  the  guides  always  have  a  plentiful  sup- 
ply of  matches  in  their  pockets.) 

If  ever  you  find  yourself  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Oregon  Caves,  be  sure  to  visit  them.  This  is  "a 
fine,  pretty  world,"  and  we  should  all  avail  our- 
selves of  every  opportunity  to  view  its  marvels. 
Our  minds  and  hearts  should  be  storehouses  of 
treasures  gleaned  here  and  there,  as  we  wander 
about  Mother  Earth,  from  which  stores  we  can 
gather  inspiration  for  the  days  to  come,  which  may 
not  be  quite  so  bright  and  active  as  at  present.  So 
make  the  most  of  the  vacation  days,  and  tell  the 
rest  of  us  about  them.

SAN  FRANCISCO'S  FIRST  BUSINESS 
WOMEN'S  CLUB 

The  editor  was  recently  informed  that  about  the 
year  1905  there  was  a  business  women's  club  (the 
first  of  its  kind)  organized  in  this  city  by  Mrs. 
Clara  Shortridge  Foltz,  now  of  Los  Angeles.  Our 
informant  could  tell  us  little  else  about  the  club, 
and  so,  feeling  sure  that  all  our  readers  would  be 
interested,  we  wrote  to  Mrs.  Foltz  and  asked  her 
to  tell  us  about  it,  to  which  we  received  the  follow- 
ing reply : 

"Los  Angeles,  California, 

August  7,  1926. 
"Miss  Oristella  Taber, 
"Editor  The  Business  Woman, 
"3i2  Glaus  Spreckels  Bldg., 
' '  San  Francisco,  Calif. 
"My  dear  Miss  Taber: 

"Pardon  my  delay  in  replying  to  your  very 
gracious  favor  of  some  days  since.  My  excuse 
must  be  that  I  have  been  so  overwhelmingly  em- 
ployed in  preparing  to  leave  for  an  extended  vaca- 
tion that  I  had  not  the  time  to  write  you  the  his- 
tory of  the  first  business  woman's  club,  which  I 
organized  in  San  Francisco,  except  to  say  that  it 
was  a  very  flourishing  club,  out  of  which  grew  the 
Woman's  Banking  Club,  connected  with  the  United 
Bank  and  Trust  Co.,  of  which  Hon.  James  D. 
Phelan  is  now  president. 

"I  might  mention,  too,  that  the  Woman's  Bank- 
ing Club  had  hardly  got  to  going  in  good  shape 
until  a  member  of  the  Bank  Commission  waited 
upon  me  and  notified  me  that  wc  Avould  be  obliged 
to  change  our  name,  because  the  statute  with  ref- 
erence to  banks  prohibited  any  corporation  not 
doing  a  banking  business  from  using  the  Avord 
'bank'  or  'banking.'  As  we  were  not  banking 
except  in  a  personal  way  there  was  nothing  to  do 
but  change  our  name  or  suspend — which  we  did. 

"So  you  will  observe  that  as  the  old  Common 
Law  said:  'so  great  is  the  tender  solicitude  of  men 
for  women'  that  they  are  obliged  to  protect  them. 
AVe  women  of  modern  times  have  learned,  how- 
ever, that  if  we  would  be  protected  we  wouhl 
change  every  law  that  inveighs  against  women  and 
legislate  a  little  more  in  our  own  interests.

SHE  KNOWS  HER  SAN  FRANCISCO 

Dear  Editor: 

Since  I  was  responsible  for  your  challenge  of  a 
few  weeks  since  to  ' '  Know  Your  City, ' '  let  nie  be 
one  of  the  first  to  answer  it. 

One  of  my  favorite  walks  is  through  Lincoln 
Park.  Take  a  No.  1  or  No.  2  car  on  Sutter  Street, 
get  off  at  Thirty-third  Avenue,  and  walk  up  the 
path  to  the  Palace  of  the  Legion  of  Honor.  From 
this  point  is  one  of  the  most  inspirational  views  to 
be  found  in  San  Francisco.  From  it  can  be  seen 
the  Golden  Gate,  Mt.  Tamalpais,  the  Presidio,  Lone 
Cross  Mountain,  Twin  Peaks,  Mt.  Davidson — all 
landmarks  famed  in  San  Francisco  history.  The 
ocean  stretches  before  you,  ships  voyage  forth  or 
return  from  far-off'  lands,  and  your  imagination 
runs  riot. 

Take  your  chum,  take  a  crowd,  or  go  alone  for 
an  hour  of  solitude  and  to  "think  things  out."

After 
one  of  these  twenty-four-hour  days  another  man 
might  go  to  bed  exhausted  and  with  a  sense  of 
utter  futility. 

Living  is  an  art,  and  the  tragedy  is  that  just 
about  the  time  we  have  mastered  the  art  we  are 
ready  for  the  grave.

Dr.  Wanzer,  the  first  woman  to  graduate  from 
the  medical  college  of  the  University  of  California 
and  the  first  woman  to  become  a  member  of  the 
San  Francisco  Medical  Society,  is  one  of  that  little 
band  of  courageous  women  who  blazed  the  trail 
for  women  doctors  in  the  West.  She  graduated 
from  the  university  in  1876,  she  has  been  practic- 
ing for  fifty  years,  and  she  is  eighty-five  years 
young.  Because  she  fears  that  her  voice  will  not 
carry  far  enough  to  enable  her  audience  to  hear 
her  in  comfort,  Dr.  Wanzer  has  delegated  to  Dr. 
Margaret  Mahoney  the  task  of  telling  of  her  early 
struggles,  but  she  will  be  present  as  guest  of  honor. 

This  is  an  opportunity  for  the  members  of  the 
Business  and  Professional  Women's  Club  to  pay 
tribute  to  a  pioneer  professional  woman.  Let's 
have  a  big  attendance.

A  GLANCE   AT   OUR   CHRYSALIS 

Thinking  of  the  "LiKlies"  J';iity''  which  was 
given  the  ni;i{ht  of  .\n};ust  .ilst,  the  writer  was  re- 
minded of  an  old  book  which  has  been  long  in  her 
possession  and  which  is  entitled  "Letters  to  a 
Young  Lady.  On  a  Variety  of  Useful  and  Inter- 
esting Subjects,  Calculated  to  Improve  the  Heart, 
to  Form  the  Manners  and  Kniighten  tlie  Under- 
standing." The  book  was  written  by  Kev.  John 
Bennett,  evidently  an  Englishman,  and  it  would 
seem  to  have  had  a  degree  of  poimlarity,  for  the 
copy  referred  to  is  said  to  be  of  the  sixth  American 
edition.     It  is  dated  1811. 

The  first  hundred  pages  of  the  book  are  devoted 
to  religious  comment  aud  advice,  and  he  makes  the 
same  complaint  against  the  clergy  of  his  day  that 
one  frequently  hears  now.  lie  says:  "I  cannot 
much  recommend  modern  sermons.  Either  they 
are  learned  disquisitions,  or  some  speculative,  con- 
troverted subject,  more  calculated  to  display  abili- 
ties than  to  edify."  This  is  followed  by  a  list  of 
religious  writers  that  would  be  appalling  were  it 
not  that  one  remembers  that  in  those  days  no  other 
reading  was  allowed  on  Sundays. 

He  then  goes  on  to  direct  her  secular  reading, 
and  speaking  of  women  in  general,  he  says: 

"The  prominent  excellencies  of  your  minds  are 
taste  and  imagination,  and  your  knowledge  should 
be  of  a  kind  which  assimilates  with  these  faculties. 
Politics,  philosophy,  mathematics,  or  metaphysics 
are  not  your  province.  They  would  render  you 
unwomanly  indeed.  They  would  damp  that  vivac- 
ity and  destroy  that  'disengaged  case  and  softness, 
which  are  the  very  essence  of  your  graces. 

"Whilst  men,  with  solid  judgment  and  a  supe- 
rior vigour,  are  to  combine  ideas,  to  discriminate 
and  examine  a  subject  to  the  bottom,  you  are  to 
give  it  all  its  brilliancy  and  all  its  charms.  They 
provide  the  furniture;  you  dispose  it  w'ith  propri- 
ety. They  build  the  house;  you  are  to  fancy  and 
ornament  the  ceiling." 

Speaking  of  accomplishments,  he  says:  "The 
accomplishments  of  a  wonmn  may  be  comprised 
under  some  or  all  of  the  following  articles:  Needle- 
work, embroidery,  drawing,  music,  dress,  dancing 
and  politeness. 

* '  To  wield  the  needle  with  advantage,  so  as  to 
unite  the  useful  aud  beautiful,  is  her  particular 
province,  and  a  sort  of  ingenuity  which  shows  her 
in  the  most  amiable  and  attracting  point  of  view. 

' '  The  heart  glows  with  pleasure  when  we  read 
the  accounts  of  the  good  Eoman  matrons  in  the 
purer  and  unvitiated  ages  of  their  reimblie.  The 
greatest  men,  princes,  warriors,  senators,  and  phil- 
osophers were  clothed  in  the  labors  of  their  wives 
and  daughters.  Industry,  in  this  happy  period, 
was  esteemed  a  virtue,  and  it  was  not  beneath  a 
woman  of  the  first  quality  or  understanding  to  be 
an  excellent  economist,  who  '  looked  well  to  the 
ways  of  her  household. '  ' '

UNIVERSITY   USES    MATCHES   FOR 
LIGHT 

Have  you  ever  visited  a  nuiseum  in  which  the 
objects  on  display  had  to  be  examined  by  the  light 
of  matches? 

If  not  you  have  never  visited  the  Museum  of 
Anthropology  on  the  Berkeley  campus  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  California,  used  by  the  students  in  con- 
nection with  the  study  of  the  history  of  man. 

The  museum,  also  used  for  classrooms,  is  a 
corrugated  iron  warehouse  originally  built  in  1904 
as  a  temporary  storehouse  for  anthropological  ma- 
terial then  being  gathered  from  every  corner  of  the 
world  at  the  expense  of  a  private  citizen. 

Xo  skylights  were  provided  and  the  construction 
of  ottices  and  classrooms  about  the  walls  has  shut 
off  what  few  windows  there  v?ere.  As  a  result, 
students  wishing  to  make  use  of  the  material  on 
display  usually  light  matches  to  see  in  the  cases,  or 
give  up  in  disgust. 

This  structure  is  only  one  of  forty  inadequate 
academic  buildings  on  the  Berkeley  campus  and  it 
was  for  this  reason  that  the  Legislature  at  its  last 
session  authorized,  -with  the  approval  of  the  Gov- 
ernor, a  bond  issue  carrying  funds  for  the  erection 
of  several  new  buildings. 

The  bond  issue  will  be  placed  before  the  public 
for  approval  at  the  general  election  November  2, 
as  Amendment  10.  It  provides  for,  in  addition  to 
buildings  on  the  Berkeley  campus,  the  completion 
of  a  State  office  building  in  Sacramento,  the  erec- 
tion of  a  State  office  building  in  Los  Angeles  and 
the  erection  of  needed  buildings  on  the  Southern 
Branch  campus  of  the  University  of  California. 
The  total  amount  of  the  bond  issue  will  be 
$8,500,000.— 17.  C.  Clip  Sheet.

WOMAN  BOTANIST  GOES  TO  MEXICO 

With  the  companionship  of  but  one  attendant, 
Mae  Ynez  Mexia,  member  of  the  Botanical  Depart- 
ment of  the  University  of  California,  will  brave 
the  dangers  of  the  Mexican  wilds  in  her  search  for 
rare  specimens  of  plant  life. 

Miss  Mexia  sailed  recently  on  the  first  part  of 
her  expedition,  which  will  take  her  through  Sinaloa, 
Sonora,  Durango  and  other  little  explored  regions. 

Regarded  as  one  of  the  foremost  women  explor- 
ers of  Mexico  and  widely  recognized  for  her  botan- 
ical pursuits,  Miss  Mexia  is  making  her  second 
expedition  of  exploration  to  the  Latin-American 
republic. 

Her  sole  companion  will  be  an  attendant  who 
will  have  charge  of  tlie  pack  train,  Tlie  search  for 
rarefies  of  the  tropical  plant  life  will  start  from 
Mazatlan,  where  Miss  Mexia  will  disembark  from 
the  city  of  San  Francisco. 

Specimens  gathered  by  the  educator  will  be  re- 
turned to  the  University  of  California  for  the 
purpose  of  study. 

A  permit  for  the  expedition  has  been  extended 
Miss  Mexia  by  the  government,  and  she  plans  to 
bring  back  one  of  the  lai'gest  and  most  varied  col- 
lections of  plant  life  ever  taken  out  of  the  country.

TABLOID  REVIEWS 

Ethel  L.  Maxwell 

Galsworthy's  "Silver  Spoon"  is  a  continuation 
of  the  story  of  the  Forsyte  family  which  the  author 
told  so  well  in  the  "Forsyte  Saga"  and  "The 
White  Monkey, ' '  and  gives  as  only  Galsworthy  can 
a  picture  of  after-the-war  society  in  London  and 
of  the  sparkling,  selfish  daughter  of  Soames  For- 
syte, Fleur  ^lont.  If  you  read  the  preceding  stories 
and  are  interested  in  a  further  account  of  the  for- 
tunes of  the  Forsytes,  you  will  enjoy  * '  The  Silver 
Spoon"  and  the  libel  suit  which  forms  the  main 
theme  of  the  story.  Galsworthy  is  always  worth 
while. 

Another  English  story  which  is  well  written  and 
worth  reading  is  Warwick  Deeping 's  "Sorrell  and 
Son, ' '  the  account  of  an  Oxford  trained  English 
gentleman's  struggle  with  post-war  poverty  and 
his  efl'orts  to  provide  his  young  son  with  the  ad- 
vantages which  he  had  enjoyed  as  a  boy.  This  story 
is  thoroughly  enjoyal)le.  There  is  only  one  jToint 
about  it  that  seemed  puzzling  to  this  reader:  how 
the  son,  who  is  presumably  ten  or  twelve  years  old 
in  1918,  when  the  story  starts,  is  presumably  28  or 
30  when  it  ends.  Will  some  of  the  other  members 
of  the  Club  who  have  read  ' '  Sorrell  and  Son ' '  give 
us  their  views? 

Sinclair  Lewis'  "Mantrap"  landed  in  the  movies 
so  quickly  after  its  publication  that  it  was  surely 
written  by  a  man  with  both  eyes  on  Hollywood,  but 
just  as  surely  not  by  the  same  man  who  gave  us 
that  wonderful  portrait,  George  Babbjt,  and  that 
equally  fine  achievement,  "  Arrowsmith. "  Perhaps 
Mr.  Lewis  is  about  to  show  us  the  development  of 
a  dual  writing  personality  similar  to  that  feminine 
Jekyll  and  Hyde,  E.  Barrington  and  L.  Adams 
Beck.  If  you  haven't  read  "Mantrap"  and  are 
an  admirer  of  Mr.  Lewis  at  his  remarkable  best, 
don't  bother  with  it.

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COMMUNITY  CHEST  (Continued,  from  page  3) 

After  luncheon  we  found  numerous  cars  waiting 
to  take  us  to  the  different  activities  which  the 
Chest  assists  to  a  greater  or  less  degree.  There 
was  not  time  in  one  afternoon  for  any  one  party 
to  visit  all  of  them,  and  so  they  were  divided 
among  us.  Our  party  visited  three:  The  Telegraph 
Hill  Neighborhood  Center,  a  day  nursery  under  the 
supervision  of  a  Catholic  sisterhood,  and  the  chil- 
dren 's  home  of  the  Protestant  Orphanage  Society. 

It  would  be  hard  to  tell  which  place  was  most 
interesting.  At  Telegraph  Hill  we  found  little 
girls  making  fancy  work,  baking  things  which 
smelled  most  wonderfully  good,  saw  garments 
which  they  had  made,  and  found  boys  doing  gym- 
nastic stunts  which  seemed  to  us  quite  wonderful. 
We  were  also  privileged  to  meet  the  editor  of  the 
Tel-Hi  TatJer,  Miss  Edna  Segali.  The  Taller  is  a 
snappy  little  sheet,  full  of  news  and  other  items 
of  interest  to  the  Settlement  Club  members,  also 
some  very  creditable  pen  and  ink  sketches. 

At  the  day  nursery  we  found  a  swarm  of  little 
folk — children  whose  mothers  cannot  care  for  them 
during  the  day  through  having  to  work  or  for 
other  reasons — happy  and  bright  as  children  could 
be.  We  saw  some  of  the  workings  of  supervised 
play,  and  in  another  room  we  found  slides  and 
other  means  for  keeping  the  little  ones  occupied 
and  happy. 

At  the  orphanage  we  saw  still  another  phase  of 
philanthropic  work.  There  we  saw  older  children — 
mostly  girls  of  high  school  age.  Anyone  who  had 
formed  ideas  of  an  orphanage  by  the  account  of 
the  John  Greer  Home  in  the  story  of  "Daddy 
Long  Legs"  would  have  to  reconstruct  them  on 
seeing  this  home,  for  a  home  in  the  best  sense  is 
what  this  place  is.  It  is  made  up  of  a  number  of 
cottages,  with  about  twenty  children  in  each  cot- 
tage, with  a  matron  in  charge.  One  look  at  the 
children  tells  the  story.  The  former  uniformity 
of  clothing  and  rearing  is  done  away  with.  There 
is  as  much  variety  in  their  clothing  as  in  that  of 
other  children,  and  they  are  allowed  to  make  their 
choice  of  the  trade  or  profession  for  which  they 
wish  to  train. 

To  sum  up  our  visits,  we  were  united  in  the 
opinion  that  these  activities  are  most  worthy,  and 
that  no  one  could  do  better  than  to  help  the  Chest 
to  the  full  extent  of  one's  ability  in  order  that 
these  and  similar  works  may  not  be  cramped  for 
the  want  of  funds.

If  you  ha\'e  read  E.  Barrington's  ''The 
Gloiious  Ai)ollo,  "  ' '  The  Divine  Lady  ' '  and  ' '  The 
Chaste  Diana"  (by  the  way,  this  last  is  pleasanter 
reading  than  the- other  two),  yoir  will  enjoy  "The 
Exquisite  Perdit'a,^'  the  pathetic  story  of  Mrs. 
Roljinson,  fair  but  frail  mistress  of  George  IV, 
and  bringing  in  that  biilliant  Irishman,  Eichard 
Brinsley  Sheridan,  and  his  lovely  wife,  and  other 
fascinating  figures  of  the  time.  These  stories  are 
all  entertaining^  aJthough  doubtless  romantic,  pic- 
tures of  periods  in  English  history  about  which  the 
author  is  very  _wel.l  informed. 

' '  Hill  Billy, ' '  by  Rose  Wilder  Lane,  a  former 
San  Francisco  newspaper  "woman,  is  the  life  story 
of  a  boy  born  and  raised  in  the  Ozarks,  in  Mrs. 
Lane's  delightfully  easy  narrative  style  that  was 
so  enjoyable  in  "The  Peaks  of  Shala. "  It  sug- 
gests Lincoln,  of  course,  although  one  doesn  't  like 
to  think  of  one's" heroes  as  being  quite  so  cleverly 
tricky  in-  winning  trials  as  this  young  lawyer  is. 
Mrs.  Lane  has  made  a  careful  sturdy  of  one  of  the 
most  interesting  types  in  America,  the  illiterate, 
direct  descendant  of  Engli.sh  colonists  of  Raleigh's 
time,  retaining  much  in  the  way  of  tradition,  song 
and  background  after  two  or  three  hundred  years. 
"Hill  Billy"  is  considerably  better  than  many

'^Show  Boat,"  by  Edna  Ferber,'wi]l  be  liked  by 
everyone  whp  has  enjoyed  Miss  Ferber 's  previous 
stories,  and  has  the  advantage  of  an  entirely  new 
setting,  a  floating  j'dayhouse  on  the  Mississippi, 
and  three  generations  of  the  women  who  lived  on 
it.  ' '  Sho\V  Boat ' '  is  going'  to  be  very  populaj-,  and 
deservedly  so,  as  it  is  as  good  as  a"ny  of  this 
author's  former  novels  and  in  some  directions  shows 
a  distinct  advance. 

"Show  Boat"  brings  to  mind  the  summer  novel 
of  that  splendid  writer  of  fine  short  stories,  Thyra 
Samter  Winslow's  "Show  Business,"  a  sympa- 
thetic and  delightful  story  .of  a  real  chorus  girl. 
Don  't  miss  this  book — there  is  a  more  human  lot 
of  real  people  in  it,  flesh  and  blood  folks,  than  one 
usually  finds.  And,  girls,  Mrs.  Winslow  has  made 
a  ccmcession  to  our  love  of  sweetness  and  light,  but 
without  artistic  sacrifice — it  has  the  happy  ending 
approved  by  all  orthodox  movie  directors,  but  really 
convincing  in  this  instance.

APPOINTMENT    MADE    FOR    NURSING 
CHAIR 

?\Iary  May  Pickering,  R.  N.,  since  1922  Director 
of  the  University  of  California  Training  School 
for  Nurses,  has  been  named  assistant  professor  of 
nursing  education  at  the  University,  to  fill  the  re- 
cently created  chair  of  nursing  education  provided 
by  the  Foundation  in  Nursing  Education.  This 
;"i!'ouncement  Avas  made  at  the  University  today. 
I'ldfessor  Pickering  will  assume  her  new  position 
(111  January  1. 

The  Foundation  in  Nursing  Education  is  sup- 
ported by  the  surplus  of  fees  for  registration  of 
nurses,  some  .$70,000  being  now  available.  The 
nurses  of  the  State  proposed  this  plan,  and  a  law 
was  jiassed  at  the  last  Legislature  providing  for 
it,  but  the  technicalities  in  the  transfer  of  funds 
friiui  one  State  <lepartnient  to  another  have  held 
nil  the  work  until  this  time. 


The  statement  regarding  the  work  says: 
"This  chair  of  nursing  education  will  be  placed 
within  the  department  of  hygiene.     While  the  de- 
partment of  hygiene  is  responsible  for  the  admin- 
istration of  the  chair,  other  departments  will  con- 
tiilinte   in  no   small   measure  to  the  needs  of  this 
ling  foundation.     There  will  be  courses  in  teach- 
-    and  administration  in  schools  of  nursing,  ac- 
'    iiipanied  by  correlated  courses  in  history  of  edu- 
'    tion,    psychology,    principles    of    teaching,    and 
preventive  medicines. 

"A  Committee  on  Nursing  Education  has  been 
apjiointed    by   tlie   President   of   the   University   to 


act  in  an  advisory  capacity.  This  committee  con- 
sists of  the  deans  of  the  Medical  School,  the 
School  of  Education,  the  College  of  Letters  and 
Science;  the  chaiiman  of  the  department  of  hy- 
giene, the  assistant  professor  of  public  health 
nursing,  the  assistant  professor  of  nursing  educa- 
tion; the  presidents  of  the  California  nursing  or- 
ganizations, and  the  director  of  the  Bureau  of 
Registration  of  Nurses.  The  dean  of  women  is 
chairman.  This  committee  will  outline  the  general 
policies  and  curriculum. 

"By  the  establishment  of  this  foundation  at  the 
University  of  California,  a  great  need  in  nursing 
education  will  be  met.  In  this  vast  western  coun- 
try there  has  been  no  endowment  offered  to  jjrovide 
facilities  for  the  preparation  of  teachers  and  ad- 
ministiators  in  schools  of  nursing.  Although  large 
gifts  to  nursing  education  are  not  unknown,  they 
are  rare.  We  may  cite  the  gift  of  Florence  Night- 
ingale to  St.  Thomas'  School  of  Nursing,  London, 
England;  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Helen  Hartley  .Jenkins 
to  the  department  of  nursing  and  health.  Teachers' 
College,  Columbia  University,  New  York;  the  gift 
of  Mrs.  Chester  C.  Bolton  to  Western  Reserve 
School  of  Nursing,  Cleveland,  and  the  grant  of  the 
Rockefeller  Foundation  to  the  School  of  Nursing 
at  Yale  University,  New  Haven.  The  endowment 
for  this  chair,  comparatively  small  in  amount,  is 
unique  in  that  it  represents  the  spirit  of  nurses  in 
California  and  has  been  accumulated  wholly  from 
)noney  paid  by  nurses  as  fees  for  registration;  it 
Avill  be  devoted  to  a  great  purpose,  which  in  its 
dcA-elopment,  we  trust,  will  demonstrate  the  worth- 
iness of  a  larger  endowment." 

Professor  Pickering  was  graduated  Avith  the  de- 
gree of  Bachelor  of  Letters  from  Berea  College, 
Kentucky,  and  received  her  nurse's  training  at  the 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital  School  of  Nursing.

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BOOK  CHATS

It  is  a  pleasure  to  recommend  for  your  winter 
reading  ' '  Her  Son 's  Wife, ' '  by  Dorothy  Canfield 
Fisher,  the  very  real  story  of  the  training  of  a 
parent  by  a  son  and  his  wife.  The  leading  char- 
acter in"  Mrs.  Fisher's  latest  novel  is  a  school 
teacher,  Mrs.  Bascomb,  who  tried,  and  failed,  to 
pour  her  small  boy  into  a  mold  of  her  own  fashion- 
ing. Small  boy  grows  up  and  is  attending  college. 
Although  his  mother  is  not  very  well  acquainted 
with  him,  she  is  shocked  and  horrified  when  she 
receives  a  casual  note  telling  her  of  his  somewhat 
hasly  marriage  to  Lattie,  who  lives  in  the  adjoin- 
ing larger  town,  but  not  half  so  shocked  and  hor- 
rified as  she  is  when  she  both  sees  and  smells 
Lottie,  reeking  of  cheap  perfume.  The  novel  moves 
rapidly  and  logically  on,  holding  one's  interest 
keenly  centered  on  poor  Mrs.  Bascomb  to  the  last 
page.  Mrs.  Fisher  shows  rare  ability  in  character 
drawing,  particularly  in  the  picture  she  presents 
of  Mrs.  Bascomb  being  shaped  by  life  and  Lottie. 

How  does  Mrs.  Norris  turn  'em  out  so  fast? 
Wouldn  't  she  possibly  produce  a  story  more  worthy 
of  her  ability  if  she  did  not  write  with  such  facile 
ease,  sped  and  fluency  f  The  latest,  "  Hildegarde, " 
is  enjoyable,  like  almost  all  of  Mrs.  Norris'  stories, 
but  somewhat  superficial,  and  although  Hildegarde 
is  a  very  charming  young  woman,  and  a  clever  one, 
she  is  too,  too  beautiful  for  the  light  of  common 
day.  However,  as  Hilda  moves  and  has  her  being 
from  the  time  she  is  ten  until  she  is  twenty-five 
within  a  circle  touching  only  San  Mateo  and  San 
Eafael,  you  will  enjoy  it.  She  works  in  the  ward- 
robe room  of  the  Tivoli  in  the  days  of  Gracie 
Plaisted,  Anna  Lichter  and  Tillie  Salinger;  and 
finally  becomes  a  reporter  on  a  San  Francisco  daily 
paper.  You  will  like  the  San  Francisco  atmosphere 
of  the  story  whether  your  memory  goes  back  as 
far  as  the  Tivoli  days  or  not. 

' '  Sounding  Brass, ' '  by  Ethel  Mannin,  is  an  Eng- 
lish story  of  a  very  new  type  of  English  go-getter, 
a  member  of  the  '  *  greatest  profession  in  the 
world ' ' — guess  what.  Reviewers  of  Miss  Mannin 's 
novel  are  comparing  it  to  Sinclair  Lewis'  work  and 
that  of  other  American  writers.  This  seems  un- 
necessary and  foolish.  The  book  is  standing  sturd- 
ily on  its  own  British  feet,  and  to  this  reader 
Rickard  was  as  English  in  thought  and  attitude  as 
John  Bull,  not  at  all  suggestive  of  Babbit  or  any- 
body else,  although  in  many  ways  it  is  as  well  done 
as  Babbit,  and  praise  can  go  no  further.     Read  it. 

Do  not  miss  "Precious  Bane,"  a  remarkably 
fine  English  story  by  Mary  Webb  laid  around  the 
time  of  the  Napoleonic  wars,  some  time  after  1800. 
at  a  guess.  Comparisons  are  stupid  things,  but 
sometimes  a  novel  totally  different  in  narrative 
style  and  personality  will  suggest  stories  by  other 
people,  without  reflection  on  any.  This  book  of 
Mrs.  Webb 's  is  suggestive  of  Sheila  Kay-Smith 's 
"Sussex  Gorse "  and  our  Anieiican  story,  "Wild 
Geese, ' '  and  if  you  liked  either  or  both  of  these, 
be  sure  to  read  "Precious  Bane";  you  will  feel 
well  repaid,  as  it  is  one  of  the  outstanding  novels 
of  the  year. 
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OUR  DRAMATIC  ENTERTAINMENT 

(The  following-  excellent  review  came  too  late  for 
publication  last  week,  and  so  we  are  very  gladly 
giving  it  space  in  this  issue. — Ed.) 

The  three  one-act  plays,  which  made  up  the 
greater  part  of  the  program,  were  interesting,  un- 
usual, and  remarkably  well  done. 

In  "Phoebe  Louise,"  Lillian  Palmer  as  Julius 
Burke  was  certainly  a  typical  wealthy  tightwad. 
Her — eh — his  makeup  was  perfect.  Her — eh — his 
hair  straggled  thinly  down  his — eh — her  head;  the 
trunk  showed  good  substantial  "stuffin',  "  whether 
of  things  to  eat,  pillows,  towels,  or  whatnot,  we 
have  no  way  of  knowing.  The  Jewelry  was  appro- 
priate and  a  thrill  was  had  by  all  when  she — eh — he 
consulted  her — eh — his  hunting-ease  watch  with  the 
hitching  post  chain.  There  was  also  a  ring  for  the 
little  finger  and  a  stud  (and  some  stud,  too)  for 
the  bosom  of  her — eh — his  shirt. 

Belle  McDonald  as  Mamie,  his  wife,  showed  us 
a  totally  different  side  of  herself.  Who  could  be- 
lieve she  could  hang  onto  the  cents  so  rigorously  or 
that  she  could  "snap"  at  her  dear  little  daughter 
so  harshly?  Mamie  was  dressed  well,  as  befitted 
the  wife  of  a  man  of  means,  but  we  wonder  how 
she  pried  loose  from  her  husband  or  herself,  all 
the  ' '  change ' '  needed  to  pay  for  such  a  pretty 
dress, — maybe  it  makes  a  difference  how,  when  and 
on  whom  the  money  is  spent. 

Ethel  Jones  as  Lydia,  their  child,  was  a  crying 
success.  She  is  only  as  big  as  a  pint  of  cider  at 
any  time,  and  dressed  in  a  kiddie 's  dress,  she 
looked  more  real  than  a  kid.  She  certainly  took 
the  cake  for  all  her  straight-from-the-shoulder,  em- 
barrassing questions  and  sustained  her  part  well 
even  to  raising  the  usual  hullaballoo  over  going  to 
bed. 

This  gave  Ethel  Maxwell  as  Phoebe  Louise  a 
good  chance  to  do  her  part,  and  a  good  part  it  was, 


too.  She  never  uttered  one  word  during  the  time 
she  was  on  the  stage  and  yet  she  talked  to  us  all 
tile  time.  We  were  with  you,  Ethel,  when  you 
took  the  money  and  made  your  getaway.  Leaving 
the  three  hundred  for  the  real  Phoebe  Louise  was 
generous  of  you' and  brought  about  a  comical  state 
of  affairs.  We  are  still  wondering  if  Julius  or 
Phoebe  Louise  got  the  three  hundred. 

In  "Overtones,"  we  had  an  unusual  play,  as  it 
showed  both  the  cultured  and  primitive  sides  of  two 
Avomen.  Ethel  Woodruff  as  Harriet,  a  cultured 
woman,  was  every  inch  a  cultured,  wealthy  woman. 
Married  to  wealth,  but  loving  an  artist,  she  mar- 
shaled all  her  culture  to  fight  her  primitive  self. 
Caroline  Bachich  as  Hetty,  Harriet's  primitive 
self,  was  real  primitive  all  right  and  fought  hard 
to  gain  control.  Instinctively  we  knew  that  Callie 
was  a  raging  fever — imagine  that — and  we  ex- 
pected at  any  moment  to  see  automobiles,  diamonds 
and  such  break  out  all  over  her. 

Gisele  Burton  as  Margaret,  a  cultured  woman, 
was  the  wife  of  the  artist  whom  Harriet  loved. 
We  sympathized  with  Margaret's  hunger  and  won- 
dered why  she  hadn  't  visited  some  kind  Uncle  and 
obtained  the  wherewithal  to  buy  a  few  squares. 
However,  we  realized  she  had  to  dress  well  to 
obtain  orders  from  the  rich  Harriets,  so  congratu- 
lated her  upon  her  self-restraint. 

Janice  Waterman  as  Maggie,  Margaret 's  primi- 
tive self,  was  hungry,  real  hungry,  and  eager,  oh, 
so  eager! — first  for  food,  then  for  an  order  for  a 
painting  and  then  for  home  and  hubby.  Janice 
effectively  painted  her  oM'n  picture  for  us  and  we 
all  saw  it  just  as  plain  as  plain  can  be.  The  figlit 
between  Callie  as  Hetty  and  Janice  as  Maggie  was 
greatly  enjoyed. 

The  last  but  not  the  least  play  was  ' '  The  Work- 
house Ward."  Lilian  Elias  as  Mike  Mclnerny  and 
Clotilde    Grunsky    as    Michael    Miskcll    were    Irish 
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paupers  in  a  dreary  (we  hope  it  is  not  a  tyjiical) 
ward  of  a  workhouse.  Were  they  Irish  ?  We  '11 
tell  the  world  they  were!  Did  they  fight?  We'll 
tell  the  world  they  did!  Did  they  take  us  up  bod- 
ily and  transfer  us  into  the  proper  pauper  atmos- 
phere? We'll  tell  the  world  they  did!  We  just 
knew  they  loved  each  other  and  were  tender  and 
true,  and  yet  how  they  could  fight  with  their 
tongues— yes,  and  with  their  hands,  too!  Lilian 
and  Clotilde  were  certainly  Irish  from  the  crowns 
of  their  heads  down  as  far  as  we  could  see.  Terese 
Forman  as  ^Irs.  Donahoe,  a  country  woman,  was 
as  Irish  as  Lilian  and  Clotilde,  but  how  she  could 
be  Irish  and  still  be  as  hard-hearted  as  she  was 
is  still  a  mystery.  She  also  showed  a  ' '  stuffed ' ' 
appearance — again,  we  ask,  pillows,  food  or  what- 
not ?  She  dressed  the  part  well;  her  hat,  shawl 
and  dress  all  spelled  a  comfortable  farmer  Irish 
woman.  In  all  other  respects,  too,  Terese  was  the 
real  Mrs.  Donohoe. 

Clotilde  Grunsky  is  an  artist.  She  ' '  made  up ' ' 
all  the  actresses  and  also  all  those  in  the  Fashion 
Show.  Her  master  (or  is  it  mistress?)  hand  was 
apparent,  handsomely  apparent  on  all.  Everyone 
speaks  of  this  effort  of  our  Dramatic   Section  as

The  Fashion  Show  embraced  a  period  beginning 
witli  the  time  of  Lydia  Floan 's  great-grandmother 
and  extending  down  to  1912.  There  were  seven- 
teen participants,  who  were  dressed  as  follows: 

Lydia  Floan,  the  skirt  of  her  great-grandmoth- 
er's wedding  dress  —  pantalettes,  waist  and  hat 
about  1S60. 

Dr.  Hamilton,  dress  worn  at  country  balls  in 
1849. 

Mrs.  Rose  Marx,  a  very  stylish  church  costume 
of  1870. 

Clotilde  Grunsky,  a  white  satin  wedding  dress 
worn  by  a  Sacramento  bride  in  1883.  She  carried 
a  hand-painted  satin  fan  of  a  much  earlier  period. 

Lucy  Thompson,  wedding  dress  worn  by  her  aunt, 
Mrs.  J.  W.  Marshall  of  Dixon,  in  1886. 

Mrs.  D.  R.  Withers,  church  dress  of  1888. 

Eleanor  Walters,  white  silk  and  lace  wedding 
dress  of  1889. 

Miss  Carlock,  bicycle  costume  of  1890. 

Lillian  Palmer  and  Ethel  Jones.  Miss  Palmer 
wore  a  man  's  costume  of  some  time  in  the  1870  's. 
Miss  Jones'  dress  was  of  the  vogue  of  1890.  The 
skirt  and  neckpiece  were  part  of  the  wardrobe  of 
one  who  had  the  reputation  of  being  the  best 
dressed  woman  in  San  Francisco. 

Florence  Attridge,  a  dress  of  35  years  ago. 

Nellie  Ackeiman,  a  dress  worn  on  a  trip  which 
she  made  to  Honolulu  in  1900,  the  skirt  of  which 
weighed  21/.  pounds.  She  also  wore  a  lace  mantilla 
which  belonged  to  her  grandmother  and  is  over  50 
years  old. 

Minnie  Dumas,  the  wedding  suit  worn  by  Dr. 
G.  H.  Richardson  in  1901. 

Johanna  Heim,  a  dress  worn  in  Washington, 
D.  C,  in  1904. 

Celia  0  'Brien,  a  St.  Paul  costume  of  1905.  The 
petticoat  was  four  yards  wide.

PROPOSED    AMENDMENT    TO    THE 

BY-LAWS  TO  BE  ACTED   ON 

DECEMBER  21,  1926 

Your  Executive  Boanl  recommends  the  follow- 
ing changes  in  the  By-Laws: 

ARTICLE  IV,  Section  1,  adding-  a  Second  Vice- 
President  and  the  Editor  of  '"Tlie  Business  Woman" 
to  the  Executive  Buai-d  so  tliat  the  Section  will 
read  as  follows: 

Section  I.  Officers  and  Executive  Board.  The 
officers  of  this  Club  shall  be  a  President,  a  First 
and  Second  Vice-President,  a  Secretary,  a  Treas- 
urer, an  Auditor,  and  four  Uirectors.  They  shall 
be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  annual  meeting  and  shall 
serve  for  one  year  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected,  provided  the  four  Directors  shall  serve  twn 
years,  two  being-  elected  each  year.  The  officers  of 
the  Club,  together  with  the  Chairman  of  the  Stand- 
ing- Coniniittees  and  tlie  Editor  of  "The  Business 
Woman,"  sliall  constitute  an  Executive  Board.  'Tlie 
first  President,  who  is  Honorary  President,  shall  be 
a  member  of  the  Executive  Board  with  the  privi- 
lege  of  a  vote. 

This  necessitates  adding  another  section  to  Aiti- 
cle  V,  giving  the  duties  of  the  Second  Vice-Presi- 
dent, and  changes  the  number  of  the  sections  in 
that  article,  so  that 

•    ARTICLE  V,  Section  3,  would  be  as  follows: 

Section  3.  The  Second  A'ice-President  shall  act 
when  it  is  impossible  for  the  First  Vice-President 
to  carry  out  her  duties  and  shall  perform  such  of- 
fices as  shall  be  deleg-ated  to  her  by  the  Executive 
Board.

BOOK  CHATS 

By  Ethel  L.  Maxwell 
"Her  Mother's  Daughter,"  by  Nalbro  Bartley, 
is  the  story  of  the  growth  and  development  of  a 
thoroughly" selfish  and  egotistical  daughter  and  of 
an  inunigrant  Swiss  mother  who  makes  a  large 
fortune  in  a  cake  liakery.  Min  Beaumont,  the 
mother,  lielongs  to  that  large  and  growing  class  in 
the  Eastern  States  which  Miss  Bartley  calls  "new 
Americans,"  wno,  having  been  denied  decent,  com- 
fortable ways  of  living  and  even  common  necessi- 
ties in  the  old  country,  and  making  much  money 
through  self-denial  and  the  doing  of  one  thing 
better  than  other  people,  ruin  their  children  with 
indulgence  and  luxury.  The  author  has  tried  to 
present  a  sharp  contrast  in  the  ideals  and  stand- 
ards of  gentle  folk  like  Miss  Duflf-Porter,  whose 
ancestors  have  been  American  for  several  genera- 
tions, and  the  lack  of  taste  and  breeding  in  poor 
Min  Beaumont.  It  is  rather  unconvincing,  how- 
ever, and  the  various  characters  in  the  story,  even 
Gloria,  the  beautiful  daughter,  and  Tag,  the  hus- 
band, somewhat  unreal.  The  story  ends  "hap- 
pily," and  will  pass  an  evening  if  you  didn't  get 
Dorothy  Fisher  or  Willa  Gather  or  William  J. 
Locke,  who  is  happily  and  typically  Lockian  in 
"Perella,"  a  pleasing  story  laid  mainly  in  Flor- 
ence, with  three  or  four  of  Locke's  charmingly 
well-bred  Englishmen,  a  lovely  American  lady  and 
Perella,  the  daughter  of  an  English  newspaperman 
and  an  Italian  mother,  little  and  thin  and  dark  and 
neglected,  pathetically  copying  Madonnas  in  the 
great  Florentine  galleries,  and  living  cheaply  and 
unobtrusively  m  a  pension  with  trippers,  both 
English  and  American.  Along  comes  a  delightful 
young  Englishman,  also  an  artist,  with  whom  Per- 
ella promptly  falls  in  love,  hard.  But  why  spoil 
Locke  by  giving  a  poor  outline  of  an  entertaining 
story?     If  you  like  him,  why,  here's  "Perella."

THE  LUNCHEON   OF  DECEMBER  14th 

The  luncheon  of  Tuesday,  December  14th, 
brought  out  an  unusually  large  number  of  our 
members  and  guests,  who  Avere  anxious  to  hear  our 
speaker,  Mrs.  James  Hamilton  Morton,  on  "The 
Rehabilitation  of  the  Woman  Who  Has  Paid  Her 
Debt  to  Society." 

Mrs.  Morton  is  deeply  interested  in  women's 
work  and  women 's  welfare.  She  has  .just  returned 
from  Europe,  having  attended  the  Women's  Con- 
gress held  in  Paris  a  few  months  ago.  For  many 
years  she  has  given  unselfishly  of  her  time  and 
thought  to  the  poor  unfortunate  women  who  for 
one  reason  or  another  are  sentenced  to  serve  a 
period  of  time  in  San  Quentin.  When  she  first 
went  over  there,  these  women  had  nothing  to  occupy 
their  time,  and  spent  most  of  it  wrangling  and 
quarreling.  Through  her  efforts  she  succeeded  in 
getting  them  to  do  needlework,  and  after  bringing 
them  the  materials  and  teaching  them  how,  she  sold 
their  finished  articles,  turning  the  money  over  to 
the  warden  to  be  kept  for  them  until  their  release, 
so  that  in  many  cases  the  more  industrious  ones 
have  quite  a  tidy  sum  saved,  when  this  time  comes. 

The  women  are  very  appreciative  of  this  work 
and  are  in  a  much  happier  mood  than  they  were 
formerly.  Mrs.  Morton  brought  with  her  quite  a 
few  articles  of  needlework  to  show  what  splendid 
work  these  women  do.  Deep  interest  in  disposing 
of  the  same  brought  out  a  discussion  of  starting  a 
co-operative  business  for  women. 

She  told  of  the  splendid  new  women's  building 
now  being  erected  at  San  Quentin.  It  will  soon  be 
in  operation,  and  vocational  work  is  to  be  done 
there.     Another  step  forward! 

One  more  interesting  feature  of  Mrs.  Morton  's 
talk  was  about  Slaten  Farm  in  Pennsylvania.  This 
is  for  delinquent  young  women.

U.  C.  ARTIST  REVIVES  OLD  PAINTING 
METHOD 

What  is  believed  to  be  one  of  the  first  large  wall 
paintings  on  the  Pacific  Coast  done  by  the  ' '  en- 
caustic" method  originated  by  the  ancient  Greeks, 
2000  years  or  more  ago,  has  just  been  completed  by 
Associate  Professor  Ray  Boynton  of  the  art  de- 
partment of  the  University  of  California,  on  the 
wall  of  the  dining  room  of  the  new  Mark  Hopkins 
Hotel  in  San  Francisco. 

The  "encaustic"  method  is  particularly  well 
adapted  to  wall  painting.  Professor  Boynton  de- 
clares, because  of  its  lasting  character.  It  is  better 
than  the  Italian  fresco  method  in  this  respect.  The 
encaustic  painting  is  applied  on  top  of  a  coat  of 
gum  which  protects  it  from  dampness  and  which 
forms  a  permanent  union  with  the  material  of  the 
wall  itself,  and  then  the  colors  are  melted  and 
burned  into  the  gum  with  a  blow  torch.  It  is  dif- 
ficult to  apply,  but  once  on,  is  there  to  stay. 

Commenting  on  work  done  by  this  method  in 
Mexico,  by  Diego  Rivera,  he  said:  "I  have  no 
doubt  that  much  of  Rivera's  strength  has  resulted 
from  his  working  on  the  wall  itself.  Encaustic  is 
particularly  desirable  for  outside  walls.  Some  of 
those  done  by  Rivera  could  not  be  removed  without 
the  aid  of  a  cold  chisel. ' '

"The  cloth,  in  the  form  of  a  mosaic,  and  com- 
prising more  than  100  pieces  of  rare  and  antique 
lace,  was  presented  to  the  church  by  the  diocesan 
auxiliary  and  dedicated  yesterday  by  Bishop 
William'  T.  Manning. 

' '  Kvery  kind  of  hand  lace,  many  hundreds  of  years 
old,  is  ill  the  cloth.  Parts  of  it  had  been  taken 
from  wedding  gowns,  veils  and  handkerchiefs, 
christening  caps  and  gowns,  and  even  the  flounces 
of  bridaf  garments.  The  various  pieces  were 
sewed  together  with  a  thread  obtained  si)ecially 
from  France,  known  as  Coeur  de  Line  (heart  of 
linen),  and  which  has  not  been  manufactured  since 
the  war.
